Many  streets 
were  resurfaced  during  this  period  to  wipe  away  the  damage  done 
by  the  harsh  winter  and  the  years  of  use.

We  hope  that  the  reader  will  find  this  report  both  instructive 
and  interesting,  and  will  be  spurred  to  join  its  City  Government  in 
its  optimistic  look  to  the  future.

MAYOR'S  INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 
JANUARY  8,  1978 
ELM  ST.  JR.  HIGH 

Two  months  ago  today,  the  citizens  of  our  community  elected  us  to  lead  them 
into  the  closing  years  of  the  present  decade  and  to  set  the  direction  for  the  future. 

The  period  into  which  we  are  embarking  is  a  new  era  for  the  City  of  Nashua.  It  is 
the  era  in  which  the  physical  structure  of  government  developed  in  1939  is  replaced 
by  a  more  sprawling  rural-like  structure. 

Government  functions  are  urbanizing  in  the  same  fashion  as  our  factories  and 
shopping  areas  did  in  the  sixties  and  early  seventies.  No  longer  will  our  downtown 
city  hall  be  the  center  of  police  activity  or  the  seat  of  justice  in  the  form  of  our 
municipal  court.  Nor  will  our  public  works  department  be  within  view.  This  new  era 
will  bring  with  it  many  significant  changes,  many  benefits,  many  opportunities  and 
challenges. 

I  believe  that  we  should  look  at  these  changes  with  the  same  enthusiasm  that  our 
forefathers  looked  at  the  growth  of  our  commercial  and  industrial  base.  We  must 
look  at  it  not  only  in  terms  of  improving  the  working  conditions  of  our  city 
employees,  but  also  in  terms  of  enhancing  the  opportunities  which  we,  as  public 
servants,  have  to  serve  the  citizens  of  Nashua  —  in  a  better,  more  efficient  fashion. 
We  must  look  at  these  facihties  not  as  monuments  to  an  era  but  as  dynamic  symbols 
of  the  vitality  of  our  community. 

With  the  addition  of  the  parking  garage  and  the  Main  Street  amenities,  we  have  a 
new  vitality.  This  new  spirit  has  resulted  in  the  infusion  of  private  investment  into 
our  downtown  in  the  form  of  the  Chart  House  Restaurant,  the  construction  of  a  new 
office  building  on  Chestnut  Street,  the  rehabilitation  of  many  store  fronts,  and  the 
planning  of  a  rejuvenated  waterfront  in  the  years  to  come. 

This  new  era  is  destined  to  be  one  in  which  we  as  public  servants,  combine  with 
the  private  sector  to  refine  our  common  goals  and  objectives. 

This  era  will  not  be  without  challenges,  however.  The  challenge  of  balanced 
growth,  the  challenge  of  improved  housing  for  our  elderly  and  our  less  fortunate 
neighbors,  the  challenge  of  improving  the  service  delivery  system,  the  challenge  of 
improved  management  of  city  affairs. 

Together  we  will  meet  these  challenges. 

We  will  work  towards  balanced  growth,  not  only  in  Nashua  but  also  in  our  region. 
Through  the  Nashua  Planning  staff,  which  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  northeast,  the 
future  growth  of  our  city  can  be  guided.  Balanced  growth  in  Nashua  is  needed  so  that 
a  broader  tax  base  can  be  achieved  and  property  taxes  held  down.  What  we  do  in 
Nashua  impacts  on  the  neighboring  communities  and  what  they  do  affects  Nashua. 
Therefore,  we  must  seek  better  cooperation  and  coordination  through  the  Nashua 
Regional  Planning  Commission  and  the  Hillsborough  County  Overall  Economic 
Development  Program  Committee.  Our  future  growth  should  also  be  balanced 
between  the  private  sector  and  the  public  sector.  Many  federal  programs  exist  which 
can  be  used  by  both  sectors,  especially  in  the  area  of  housing  and  inner-city 
revitalization,  and  we  should  examine  these  programs  closely.  In  the  housing  area,  we 
have  established  a  housing  task  force  to  do  this.  But  we  need  to  look  further  —  to

recreational  facilities,  industrial  development,  roadways,  and  delivery  systems  for  city 
services. 

Our  city  service  delivery  system  has  not  kept  pace  with  past  growth  in  Nashua. 
Our  city  records  need  to  be  computerized  to  provide  better  services  and  cost  savings. 
Our  public  housing  system  needs  to  be  examined  so  that  those  who  have  need  for  this 
housing  have  the  opportunity  to  receive  it.  All  these  things  will  cost  money  — 
money  that  will  need  to  be  spent. 

However,  more  effective  management  will  lead  to  more  efficient  services  —  that 
will  not  increase  costs  but  reduce  them.  This  will  take  time,  cooperation  and 
perseverance  but  it  can  and  will  be  done. 

I  look  forward  to  the  years  ahead  —  years  of  progress  and  purpose  for  the 
citizens  of  Nashua.  The  quality  of  life  in  our  community  can  be  maintained,  and  yes, 
improved,  with  a  concerted  effort  by  all  its  citizens  —  those  in  and  out  of  pubhc 
office.  Nashua  will  reflect  our  efforts,  hopes  and  plans. 

This  week  we  have  begun  a  series  of  area  meetings.  These  meetings  will  continue 
monthly.  It  is  important  that  we,  the  elected  officials,  are  kept  aware  of  the  needs 
and  concerns  of  you,  our  constituency.  It  is  equally  important  that  you  share  your 
ideas  and  concerns  with  your  elected  city  officials.  We  must  learn  to  talk  with  each 
other  —  not  at  each  other. 

The  next  few  years  will  be  important  in  deciding  the  future  course  of  our  city.  1 
look  forward  to  working  with  you  in  a  spirit  of  cooperation  and  improved 
communication,  to  build  on  the  diversity  of  thought  and  talent  which  has  made  our 
city  a  great  one  in  the  past. 

I  look  forward  with  hope,  with  optimism,  and  with  faith  to  the  future  which  we 
plan  and  make  work  together.

I  have  examined  the  financial  statements  and  supple- 
mental schedules  of  the  various  funds  and  account  groups  of 
the  City  of  Nashua  for  the  twelve  months  ended  June  30,  1978, 
listed  in  the  foregoing  table  of  contents.  Except  as  set 
forth  in  the  following  paragraphs,  my  examination  was  made 
in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards, 
and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records 
and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  I  considered  necessary 
in  the  circumstances. 

The  City  has  not  maintained  a  record  of  its  general 
fixed  assets,  and  accordingly  a  statement  of  general  fixed 
assets,  required  by  generally  accepted  accounting  principles, 
is  not  included  in  the  financial  report. 

A  substantial  portion  of  the  revenue  of  the  Parking  Meter 
Fund  consists  of  coin  collections  from  meters  on  public  streets 
and  parking  lots.  Other  miscellaneous  local  revenues  include 
sales  of  tickets  for  school  games,  school  vocational  activities, 
and  book  fines.  It  was  not  practicable  to  satisfy  ourselves  with 
respect  to  such  revenues  beyond  the  amounts  recorded  as  received. 

In  accordance  with  the  City  Charter,  an  encumbrance  system 
was  installed  commencing  July  1,  1974  covering  all  purchase 
orders  in  the  amount  of  $500.00  and  over.  The  amounts  by  which  the 
financial  statements  would  change  if  amounts  under  $500.00  were 
included  in  the  encumbrance  system  is  not  considered  by  the  City's 
Business  Administrator  to  be  material. 

We  did  not  examine  the  financial  statements  of  the  Aeron- 
autical Department.  We  did  make  a  examination  of  the  Nashua  District 
Court  and  a  separate  Audit  Report  has  been  submitted  dated  August  8, 
1978. 

In  my  opinion,  except  for  the  effects,  if  any,  of  the  matters 
discussed  in  the  preceding  paragraphs,  the  financial  statements 
listed  in  the  aforementioned  table  of  contents  present  fairly  the 
financial  position  of  the  City  of  Nashua,  New  Hampshire  at  June  30,  1978 
and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 
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The  accompanying  supplemental  information  is  not  necessary 
for  a  fair  presentation  of  the  financial  statements,  but  is 
presented  as  additional  analytical  data.  This  information 
has  been  subjected  to  the  tests  and  other  auditing  procedures 
applied  in  the  examination  of  the  financial  statements  mentioned 
above  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material 
respects  in  relation  to  the  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

1.  SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

The  accounting  policies  of  the  City  of  Nashua  conform  to 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles  except  as  set  forth  in  the 
comments  below.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  significant  policies. 

BASIS  OF  ACCOUNTING.  The  modified  accrual  basis  is  followed 
by  all  funds.  Revenues  for  the  period,  received  after  June  30, 
1978,  have  been  recorded  as  receivables  and  expenditures  made 
after  June  30,  1978,  but  applicable  to  the  period  under  review 
have  been  recorded  as  payables. 

INVENTORIES.  Except  for  the  inventory  shown  in  the  General 
Fund  of  stationary  and  office  supplies  held  at  City  Hall,  the 
City  does  not  maintain  a  record  of  physical  inventories  of 
materials  and  supplies  and,  therefore,  the  total  value  of 
such  inventories  does  not  appear  in  the  financial  statements. 
The  cost  of  the  stationary  and  office  supplies  is  charged  to 
the  applicable  City  departments  as  these  supplies  are  issued. 
See  also  Comments  and  Recommendations  of  this  report. 

ESTIMATED  REIMBURSEMENTS  -  NOT  CURRENT.  The  City's  expenditures  for 
Capital  Improvements  which  have  been  funded  by  appropriations  are,  to 
a  partial  extent,  reimbursable  from  State  and  Federal  monies.  As  the 
reimbursements  generally  will  not  be  received  until  these  projects 
are  completed  or  partially  so,  these  revenue  accounts  have  been 
carried  forward  as  a  receivable,  "Estimated  Reimbursements  due  on 
Capital  Improvement  Projects  from  the  State  and  Federal  Government  - 
not  current". 

GENERAL  FIXED  ASSETS.  General  fixed  assets  are  recorded  as  expendi- 
tures in  the  various  funds  at  time  of  purchase.  However,  such  assets 
are  not  capitalized  in  a  fixed  asset  group  of  accounts.  The  real 
estate,  real  estate  improvements  and  other  capital  assets  owned  by  the 
City  are  not  included  in  the  accompanying  financial  statements  as  a 
detailed  record  of  all  land,  buildings  and  major  equipment  is  not  main- 
tained. See  also  Comments  and  Recommendations  of  this  report. 

INVESTMENTS.   Investments  are  recorded  in  the  Trust  Fund  accounts  at 


cost. 

AGENCY  FUNDS.  The  deficit  balance  in  these  funds  is  caused  by  the  fact 
that  various  government  aid  programs  require  that  the  City  disburse  its 
own  funds  before  it  is  reimbursed.  Substantially,  all  of  the  deficit 
balance  represents  City  outlay  of  its  own  funds  for  CETA  and  EDA  pro- 
grams. These  outlays  are  usually  reimbursed  within  30  to  60  days.

2.  PENSION  PLANS 

All  City  employees  with  the  exception  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  and  District  Court  Justices  are  covered  under  various 
State  of  New  Hampshire  Retirement  Plans. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  -  Employees  Retirement  System, 
on  the  basis  of  present  contributions  by  both  the  City  and 
employees,  has  been  sufficiently  funded  to  cover  its  current 
pension  payment  requirements.  However,  an  actuarial  study  of 
the  B.  P.  W.  Retirement  Plan  was  completed  by  a  subsidiary  of 
Marsh  &  McLennan,  Inc.,  known  as  William  M.  Mercer,  Inc. 
Their  findings  indicated  that  an  unfunded  liability  of  approxi- 
mately $1,500,000  existed  at  June  30,  1975  for  which  there  are 
no  current  funding  provisions.  This  unfunded  liability  has,  in 
general,  existed  since  the  inception  of  the  plan. 

The  General  Court  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  on  July  12, 
1977,  approved  Chapter  454  which  provided  for  the  transfer  of 
justices  of  the  District  Courts  from  the  state  retirement  system 
to  the  employing  unit.  This  chapter,  among  other  things,  pro- 
vides for  retirement  benefits  for  each  Justice  equal  to  three 
quarters  of  the  currently  effective  annual  salary  of  the  office 
from  which  he  is  retired,  for  the  remainder  of  his  life.  Con- 
tributions are  required  to  be  made  by  the  justice,  but  not  in 
excess  of  the  amount  presently  being  contributed  by  justices 
who  are  members  of  a  state  retirement  system.  The  effective 
date  of  this  act  was  September  10,  1977. 

At  June  30,  1978,  the  City  has  not  provided  any  appropria- 
tions to  cover  the  deficiency  in  the  B.  P.  W.  retirement  plan 
or  the  apparent  deficiency  in  the  retirement  plan  for  the 
justices  of  the  District  Court.

COMMENTS   AND   RECOMMENDATIONS 


As  a  result  of  the  audit  of  the  books,  records  and  financial  state- 
ments of  the  City  of  Nashua  at  June  30,  1978  and  its  operations  for  the 
twelve  months  then  ended,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  following  recotrnen- 
dations  will  improve  the  record  keeping,  improve  the  system  of  internal 
control  and  provide  for  a  more  efficient  operation. 

1.  A  manual  of  procedures  should  be  prepared  to  be  followed 
by  all  City  departments  to  cover  all  transactions  entered 
into  by  the  City.  This  should  encompass  purchasing,  re- 
ceiving, hiring,  contracts,  and  standard  accounting  pro- 
cedures. This  will  be  helpful  in  examining  invoices  on 
the  warrants  for  pre-audit  purposes  as  specified  by  the 
Amended  City  Charter.   It  will  also  assist  City  officials 
in  approving  payment  of  same. 

2.  The  Purchasing  Department  has  been  given  authority  to  make  pur- 
chase commitments  for  all  City  departments.  Bulk  purchases 
will  give  the  City  more  leverage  in  securing  competitive 
prices  for  materials,  supplies  and  service.  We  understand 
that  the  City  is  planning  to  expand  the  department's  respon- 
sibilities in  order  to  achieve  this  goal  and  to  that  end  has 
engaged  the  services  of  a  purchasing  agent. 

3.  In  accordance  with  the  City  Charter,  the  Accounting  and 
Finance  Department  has  gone  on  to  an  encumbrance  system 
for  all  appropriation  accounts  covering  all  obligations 
incurred  via  purchase  orders  amounting  to  $500  or  more, 
effective  July  1,  1974.  Because  of  the  large  number  of 
purchases  under  $500,  it  is  not  expected  that  these  items 
will  be  included  in  the  encumbrance  system  until  the  City 
has  the  necessary  data  processing  equipment. 


City. 


All  property  owned  by  the  City,  in  addition  to  equipment, 
should  be  recorded.  Aside  from  insurance  purposes,  the 
recording  of  general  fixed  assets  will  provide  for  physi- 
cal and  dollar  value  control  and  secondarily,  for  an 
accountability  for  general  government  capital  expendi- 
tures over  the  years.  Furthermore,  these  records  would 
be  used  as  a  basis  for  determining  depreciation.  There 
are  two  reasons  for  ascertaining  depreciation  costs. 
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One  is  the  increasing  trend  in  the  number  of  governmental 
grants,  both  of  federal  to  state  and  local,  and  of  state 
to  local,  which  allov/  depreciation  as  a  reimbursable  cost. 
Another  is  the  need  to  marshal  all  costs  including  depre- 
ciation for  the  purposes  of  measuring  cost  of  governmental 
services  and  evaluating  the  efficiency  of  programs. 

6.  Under  the  revised  ordinances  of  Nashua,  1968,  the  proceeds 
of  sales  of  lots,  appropriations  by  the  City  Councils, 
etc.  received  for  each  cemetery,  shall  be  paid  into  the 
City  Treasury  and  subject  to  the  order  of  said  trustees. 
The  City  includes  in  its  budget,  appropriations  to  cover 
the  cost  of  maintaining  the  cemeteries.  It  also  esti- 
mates revenues  to  be  received  by  the  sale  of  lots  and  by 
Trust  Fund  receipts.  However,  it  is  noted  that  the 
trustees  are   disbursing  funds  directly  for  maintenance 
and  equipment.  We  believe  that  all  revenues  should  be 
paid  through  the  warrants.  Furthermore,  certain  funds 
are  maintaining  separate  bank  accounts  for  disbursing 
purposes,  namely,  the  Evergreen  checking  account  which 
represents  a  part  of  the  Suburban  Cemeteries.  These 
funds,  the  Chandler  Memorial  Fund  and  the  Burbank  Fund, 
both  of  which  are  library  accounts,  should  all  be  under 
the  care  of  the  City  Treasurer. 

7.  In  accordance  with  State  Law,  bond  issue  proceeds  are  not 
to  be  commingled  with  the  City's  General  Funds.  Accord- 
ingly, we  reconriiend  that,  as  soon  as  practicable,  a  sepa- 
rate bank  account  should  be  opened  to  segregate  these  funds. 
Also,  it  will  be  mandatory  to  issue  a  separate  warrant  for 
all  disbursements  against  these  funds.  However,  the  City 

is  maintaining  a  separate  accounting  on  its  books  for  these 
funds. 

8.  We  believe  that  serious  consideration  should  be  given  to 
separating  the  offices  of  Tax  Collector  and  Treasurer. 
It  is  a  sign  of  good  internal  control  when  the  duties  of 
the  person  handling  cash  does  not  also  handle  the  tax 
receivables.  Also,  the  increasing  volume  of  transactions 
is  causing  a  backlog  of  work,  preventing  prompt  balancing 
of  the  records.  The  Tax  Collector  would  have  prime 
responsibility  for  the  collection  of  all  taxes  including 
sewer  assessments;  the  necessary  follow-ups  to  effect 
collection;  and  the  recording  of  refunds  and  abatements. 
The  Treasurer  would  have  the  responsibility  of  depositing 
all  receipts  from  both  the  City  Clerk  and  Tax  Collector; 
and  the  various  City  departments;  managing  the  City's 
money,  arranging  for  bond  issues  and  their  amortization 
and  the  handling  of  all  Trust  Funds. 
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9.  The  Notes  to  Financial  Statements,  Item  2,  points  out  the 
lack  of  appropriations  to  cover  the  deficiency  in  two  of  the 
City's  retirement  plans.  It  is  our  suggestion  that  an  updated 
survey  be  made  for  both  of  these  plan's  and  that  any  deficiency 
resulting  be  funded  over  a  period  of  years  in  future  budget 
appropriations  in  order  to  cover  these  liabilities  as  they  may 
become  due. 

10.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  an  Internal  Auditor  has  been  engaged 
by  the  City.  This  should  result  in  the  establishment  of  improved 
internal  controls  and  internal  audit  programs  to  cover  selected 
departmental  transactions  on  a  year  round  basis. 

11.  The  City  has  also  engaged  a  Data  Processing  Manager  and  has 
arranged  for  the  purchase  of  data  processing  equipment  which  is 
planned  to  be  installed  this  year.  With  an  annual  operating 
budget  of  $36,700,000,  the  need  for  this  step  has  long  been 
apparent.  This  is  particularly  true  of  the  needs  of  the  Tax 
Collector's  office  which  has  to  record  thousands  of  transactions 
all  on  an  manual  basis,  and  requires  additional  help  until  the 
data  processing  system  is  fully  iniplemented. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  personnel  of  the  City  of 
Nashua  for  their  help  and  assistance  in  connection  with  the  audit.

Purpose  and  Activities  of  Department 

The  Mayor  is  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  city.  He  is  elected  for  a  four-year 
term  in  a  non-partisan  election.  Among  his  duties  are  the  following:  he  supervises 
administrative  affairs  of  the  city  and  carries  out  policies  enacted  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  or  voted  to  him  via  referendum;  he  enforces  ordinances  of  the  city  through 
its  various  departments;  he  keeps  the  Board  of  Aldermen  informed  of  condition  and 
needs  of  the  city;  he  submits  fiscal  year  budget  to  said  Board;  he  makes  appointments 
as  provided  by  charter,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board.  He  can  also  remove,  create, 
abolish  or  consolidate  departments  within  the  provisions  of  the  City  Charter;  he 
administers  the  Merit  System  for  Personnel  Administration;  he  attends  aldermanic, 
committee  and  board  meetings  within  his  time  frame  allowance;  he  chairs  the 
Aldermanic  Finance  Committee  and  Board  of  Public  Works  meetings.  As  Mayor,  he  is 
the  chief  applicant  for  federal  funds;  he  works  closely  with  the  City  Corporation 
Counsel  in  reviewing  all  contracts  that  obligate  the  city  before  he  affixes  his 
signature;  he  is  also  the  chief  negotiator  for  the  City,  working  with  the  City 
Corporation  Counsel,  where  they  must  share  mutual  confidence  to  be  successful  as 
this  is  a  complex  assignment.  Payroll  now  represents  57%  of  the  total  budget.  There 
are  new  duties  and/or  responsibilities  being  considered  under  the  Administrative 
Code,  which  is  designed  to  provide  the  strong  mayor  form  of  government  that  was 
requested  by  referendum  in  1971.  Section  45-A  of  the  Charter  reads,  "The  Mayor 
shall  devote  full  time  to  his  duties  and  shall  not  be  employed  by  any  other  employer 
during  his  term  of  office."

The  Accounting  &  Finance  Department  headed  by  the  Business  Administrator 
was  established  January  1,  1972  and  is  responsible  under  the  revised  city  charter  for 
the  "control  of  finances".  It  is  responsible  for  the  accounting  functions  of  the  city 
including  the  General  Fund,  the  Capital  Project  Funds  and  Trust  Funds.  Payroll 
checks  are  issued  for  all  city  departments;  basic  payroll  records  are  maintained  and 
necessary  payroll  tax  returns  and  reports  prepared  for  federal  and  state  governments. 
This  department  assists  the  Mayor  in  the  development  and  final  preparation  of  his 
annual  city  budget  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  All  vouchers  for  the 
payment  of  city  funds  are  approved  by  the  Business  Administrator  to  certify  that 
funds  are  available  for  the  payment,  and  a  warrant  is  prepared  and  submitted  to  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  their  final  approval  or  rejection  for 
cause.

Purposes  and  Activities  of  Department 

The  purpose  of  this  office  is  to  maintain  an  ownership  record  of  all  lands  and 
buildings  within  the  city  and  to  value  all  real  property  in  a  manner  which  will  effect 
an  equitable  distribution  of  the  tax  burden  among  the  citizens  of  the  city  in 
accordance  with  the  tax  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  There  are 
approximately  16,750  individual  taxable  properties  in  the  city  with  a  1976  taxable 
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value  of  $473,429,726.  This  office  also  maintains  the  resident  tax  Ust  of  about 
38,000  names. 

The  eight  full-time  employees  perform  many  varied  functions  including  the 
appraisal  for  tax  purposes  of  all  new  construction,  annual  reviews  of  all  taxable  real 
estate,  the  analysis  of  all  deeds  and  subdivision  plans,  the  updating  of  city  tax  maps, 
the  maintenance  of  data  processing  records  for  the  preparation  of  tax  warrant  books 
and  tax  bills,  assistance  to  citizens  in  supplying  information  on  property  ownership 
(current  and  historical)  including  size,  location,  zoning  and  values.  The  Board  of 
Assessors  reviews  1,000  applications  for  abatement  or  exemption  annually  and  meets 
with  taxpayers  to  discuss  their  values.

Purposes  and  Activities  of  Department 

The  Nashua  Board  of  Registrars  was  established  by  the  New  Hampshire 
Legislature  in  1969  and  was  approved  by  the  voters  on  a  referendum  ballot  in  May  of 
1970.  The  new  law  centralized  responsibility  for  registration  of  the  city's  voters  and 
maintenance  of  the  city's  checklist  to  a  committee  of  three  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
and  approved  by  the  Alder  manic  Board.  The  Board  of  Registrars  replaced  the 
Supervisors  of  the  Checklist. 

The  Board  of  Registrars  has  two  prime  objectives:  (1)  to  provide  the  City  of 
Nashua  with  an  up-to-date,  accurate  and  economical  checklist.  (2)  to  maintain  and 
staff  an  office,  to  provide  information  and  registration  services  for  the  City  of  Nashua 
voters. 

The  city's  voter  list  has  been  recorded,  maintained  and  printed  utilizing  data 
processing  techniques  since  February  of  1972.  This  method  has  been  very  successful 
and  has  reduced  the  cost  of  the  Nashua  checklist  hundreds  of  dollars  for  each 
election.  This  Board  encourages  volunteers  to  participate  in  this  democratic  process 
as  it  is  a  continuous  struggle  to  keep  these  Usts  updated.

Purposes  and  Activities  of  Department 

The  Nashua  District  Court  services,  in  addition  to  the  City  of  Nashua,  the  towns 
of  Hudson,  Hollis,  and  Litchfield,  and  the  town  of  Pelham  for  civil  matters.  The 
purposes  and  activities  of  the  court  are  set  forth  in  New  Hampshire  Statutes,  RSA 
502-A,503,  504and  169. 

The  salaries  of  the  Chief  Justice,  Associate  Justice,  Special  Justice,  Clerk  and 
Deputy  Clerk  of  the  court  are  set  by  the  Administrative  Committee  of  the  District 
and  Municipal  Courts,  an  agency  of  the  state.  This  budget  does  not  include  all 
expenditures  of  the  court.  In  addition  to  these  appropriations,  the  court  spends  a 
portion  of  its  revenues  from  fines  directly,  free  of  city  control.  In  addition,  other 
amounts  are  transmitted  to  the  State  Director  of  Motor  Vehicles  and  other  agencies 
in  accordance  with  law.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  court  will  turn  over  to  the  city 
approximately  $220,000  in  fines  in  this  fiscal  year.

If  not  claimed  within  seven  days,  the 
dogs  become  property  of  the  city,  and  attempts  are  made  to  find  new  homes  for 
them.

The  operation  and  maintenance  of  Nashua  City  Hall  is  funded  by  this  account. 
The  City  Messenger,  whose  salary  is  included  in  this  account,  is  answerable  to  the 
Mayor  as  he  supervises  the  care  of  City  Hall  building  and  grounds;  he  is  responsible 
for  the  distribution  of  mail  to  all  the  city  departments  and  the  delivery  of 
communications  to  the  various  Boards  and  Commissions.  Included  in  this  account  are 
utilities  and  heat  for  the  City  Hall  complex,  which  includes  the  Police  Station  and 
Nashua  District  Court.  For  a  building  that  was  constructed  in  1939,  it  has  been  well 
maintained,  but  we  are  experiencing  costly  breakdowns  in  the  overall  hot  water 
heating  system.  Also  included  are  funds  to  maintain  the  Neverett  Building  and  the 
former  Civil  Defense  Building  on  Arlington  Street. 

At  present  the  City  Hall  staff  is  comprised  of  one  full  time  custodian,  one  full 
time  janitor,  one  part  time  matron  and  two  part  time  janitors.

The  principal 
material  produced  includes  minutes  of  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and 
various  committees  as  well  as  public  hearings,  letterheads,  envelopes,  all  kinds  of 
forms  for  internal  use,  instructional  and  information  material  and  booklets,  as  well  as 
the  proposed  and  adopted  budgets  of  the  City  of  Nashua.  The  individual  runs  range 
from  less  than  50  copies  of  such  material  as  minutes  of  meetings  to  thousands  of 
copies  of  forms,  envelopes,  etc.  The  total  number  of  impressions  is  about  a  miUion 
and  a  quarter  a  year.

Employees  of  the  PoUce  and  Fire  Departments  are  enrolled  in  Group  II  of  the 
New  Hampshire  State  Retirement  System.  General  Government  employees  (including 
teachers)  are  emolled  in  Group  I  of  the  New  Hampshire  State  Retirement  System, 
and  are  also  covered  by  Social  Security. 

The  City  is  now  paying  direct  pensions  to  59  retired  city  employees.  All  regular 
city  employees  are  now  covered  under  one  of  the  above  systems.  The  only  additional 
city  employees  who  will  be  entitled  to  direct  city  pensions  will  be  the  Police 
Department  employees  covered  under  the  "old  system"  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Retirement  System,  under  which  pensions  are  paid  in  part  by  the  state  and  in  part  by 
the  city.

The  Fire  Department  provides  complete  twenty-four  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a 
week,  fire  protection  for  the  City  of  Nashua.  The  Department  operates  out  of  six 
structural  stations  and  the  Fire  Alarm  Dispatch  Room  located  on  Court  Street.

Purposes  and  Activities 

At  March  31,  1977  the  City  of  Nashua  provided  4,529  street  lights  of  various  sizes 
throughout  the  City,  an  increase  of  83  lights  within  one  year.  The  Aldermanic  Street 
Acceptance  and  Street  Lights  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  review  and  approval 
of  new  street  lights. 
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The  Public  Service  Company  of  New  Hampshire  maintains  the  street  lights  and 
the  rates  are  approved  by  the  Public  Utihty  Commission  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire.  As  of  April  1,  1977,  the  base  rates  are  the  same  as  last  year.  However,  the 
Public  Service  Company  is  planning  to  request  an  increase  in  the  near  future.  The 
requested  budget  contemplates  no  increase  in  the  next  fiscal  year,  and  if  any  increase 
is  granted,  an  adjustment  in  appropriations  will  have  to  be  made.  The  cost  per  street 
light  at  present  rates  ranges  from  about  $70  per  year  for  the  smallest  and  most 
numerous  lights  to  over  $300  per  year  for  the  largest  56,000  lumen  lights.

The  Planning  Board  also  has  the  legal 
responsibility  for  the  review  and  approval  of  all  plans  for  the  division  of  land  into  lots 
and  all  site  plans  for  any  new  or  expanded  multi-family,  commercial  or  industrial 
development.  The  board  and  staff  frequently  act  as  a  coordinating  agency  for 
municipal  development  projects  which  cross  departmental  boundaries  and  the 
planning  staff  has  assisted  and  advised  several  of  the  aldermanic  committees.

Purposes  and  Activities  of  Commission 

The  Nashua  Regional  Planning  Commission  has  been  delegated,  by  state  enabling 
legislation,  the  responsibility  of  coordinating  local  planning  decisions  and  develop- 
ment projects  whose  impact  does  or  might  cross  established  municipal  boundaries. 
The  Commission  has  or  is  in  the  process  of  preparing  regional  transportation,  sewer, 
water,  open  space  and  land  use  plans  which  are  prerequisites  for  many  federal 
construction  grants  available  to  Nashua  and  the  surrounding  towns.  Additionally,  the 
Commission  does  provide,  upon  request,  supplemental  planning  staff  assistance  to 
locaHties  participating  in  the  commission. 

The  city's  financial  participation  in  the  Nashua  Regional  Planning  Commission  is 
based  on  a  1970  population  of  55,820  and  assessment  of  25c  per  capita.  The  Nashua 
Regional  Planning  Commission  consists  of  eleven  towns  and  the  City  of  Nashua.  The 
City  of  Nashua  has  four  representatives  on  the  Commission,  the  Town  of  Hudson  has 
three  representatives,  and  each  of  the  other  ten  towns  has  two  representatives,  for  a 
total  of  27  representatives.

The  Health  Department  has  an  authorized  staff  of  19,  including  7  public  health 
nurses,  4  sanitarians,  and  1  laboratory  technician;  operates  from  offices/clinics 
located  in  the  PubUc  Health  Center,  18  Mulberry  Street  for  the  purpose  of 
protecting,  maintaining,  and  improving  the  health  of  the  community.  It  has  control 
of  and  attends  to  all  matters  and  performs  all  duties  relating  to  pubhc  health  as 
established  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  Board  of  Health,  including  those 
imposed  on  it  by  city  ordinances  and  general  statutes  of  the  state.  Its  activities 
include  collecting  and  compiling  health  statistics;  conducting  environmental  programs 
in  the  areas  of  food  sanitation,  water  and  air  pollution,  waste  disposal,  housing 
sanitation  and  insect  control;  making  laboratory  tests  on  food,  milk  and  water; 
providing  a  school  health  program  to  the  non-pubhc  schools;  running  a  commun- 
icable disease  control  program;  carrying  out  maternal  and  child  health  programs, 
follow-up  of  high  risk  famiUes;  participating  in  community  health  screening 
programs;  providing  health  education  in  areas  such  as  expectant  parents  classes  and 
local  schools.

Purposes  and  Activities  of  Department 

The  Nashua  Public  Library,  the  community's  information  center,  serves  the 
educational,  informational  and  recreational  needs  of  Nashuans  through  books, 
magazines,  microfilms,  audio-visual  and  reference  services,  and  other  appropriate 
communication  media,  such  as  computerized  information  service,  and  library  and 
community-sponsored  propams.  The  library's  objective  is  to  adequately  serve  all  the 
citizens  of  Nashua.  A  substantial  collection  of  constantly  changing,  diverse  material 
must  be  acquired.  The  library  places  particular  emphasis  on  the  needs  of  pre-school 
children,  handicapped  people,  the  elderly,  business  and  municipal  personnel. 

The  library  also  serves  the  continuing  educational  needs  of  adults  no  longer  in 
school,  especially  those  seeking  information  relating  to  their  employment,  household 
management,  family  and  child  development,  and  the  encouragement  of  a  positive 
attitude  toward  the  world  of  books  and  learning  for  themselves  and  their  children. 

Nashua  taxpayers  annually  invest  $8.97  per  capita  to  maintain  this  increasingly 
valuable  resource  center  -  less  than  the  cost  of  one  magazine  subscription.  For 
further  information  regarding  the  library's  book  and  materials  budget  refer  to  Line 
Item  No.  45.01  of  this  document. 

More  than  565,262  books  and  related  materials  were  circulated  by  the  library  in 
1976;  over  20,641  reference  questions  were  answered,  a  32%  increase  over  1975. 
Story  hours  and  puppet  shows  were  conducted  for  over  13,284  participants.  Films 
owned  by  the  Ubrary  were  shown  to  a  community  audience  of  over  134,487.  More 
than  11,000  people  viewed  films  within  the  library.  Seven  hundred  and  seventy-two 
meetings  were  held  at  the  library  by  community  groups.

The  Park-Recreation  Department  works  from  both  the  main  office  located  at  50 
Pine  Street  and  at  the  maintenance  office  which  is  located  at  Greeley  Park  on 
Concord  Street.  This  Department  maintains  all  the  City's  parks,  playgrounds  and 
commons.  The  Holman  Stadium  is  also  under  our  jurisdiction.  The  maintenance  crew 
of  this  Department  now  handles  the  snow  plowing  for  all  the  City's  school  parking 
lots,  plus  tree  removal  and  replacement  duties.  Among  our  services  rendered  is  the 
Annual  Senior  Citizens  Outing,  which  always  draws  a  large  crowd;  the  supervision  of 
the  18  playgrounds  around  the  City.

The  Nashua  Airport  Authority  is  an  independent  body  politic  created  by  the  state 
legislature  in  1961  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  airport  and  air  navigation  aids  to 
provide  for  efficient  and  economical  air  transportation.  The  Authority  has 
jurisdiction  over  Bohe  Field,  Nashua,  New  Hampshire,  and  is  composed  of  a  board  of 
directors  of  five  members  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  confirmed  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  for  five-year  terms  with  one  member  being  appointed  each  year.  The 
members  serve  without  compensation.  The  Authority  operates  from  an  old  wooden 
building  at  Boire  Field,  with  one  full-time  employee  -  Airport  Manager  Kenneth  C. 
Howe  -  and  owns  several  pieces  of  surplus  and  second-hand  motor  vehicles  and 
construction  equipment  for  the  maintenance  and  development  of  the  airport  and  for 
snow  removal.

This  Reserve  Fund  was  created  in  1968,  under  RSA  34:2  -  State  Laws,  to 
provide  a  method  whereby  the  City  of  Nashua  can  provide  funds  for  an  orderly 
replacement  of  vehicles  and  equipment.  The  (A)  Equipment  Reserve  Fund  wiU  be 
used  to  provide  for  the  acquisition  of  specific  items  of  equipment  on  a  replacement 
basis.  The  (B)  Reappraisal  Reserve  Fund  will  be  used  for  the  city  wide  reappraisal  of 
the  real  estate  in  the  city  for  tax  assessment  purposes  by  appraisers  of  the  State  Tax 
Commission  and  the  Nashua  Board  of  Aldermen. 

The  City  of  Nashua  now  has  94  vehicles  and  74  pieces  of  equipment  participating 
in  Fund  (A).  Police  cruisers  are  not  included  as  they  are  replaced  each  year.  The 
purpose  of  this  fund  is  to  offset  the  need  of  bonding  for  equipment  purposes.  The 
interest  savings  realized  by  cash  payments  are  sizeable  based  on  a  planned 
replacement  schedule.

6.  Study  the  need  for  education  of  the  public  regarding  laws  pertaining  to 
animals. 

7.  Establish  guidelines  for  the  creation  of  a  "Rabies  Advisory  Committee"  with 
recommendations  for  representation  on  the  committee.  Purpose  of  committee  would 
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be  to  grant  emergency  power  to  the  Mayor  to  call  the  committee  to  act  and 
recommend  procedures  to  follow  in  case  of  a  rabies  outbreak  or  scare.  This  Rabies 
Advisory  Committee  shall  be  established  in  a  later  ordinance  if  the  committee  deems 
it  desirable. 

8.  The   committee    may   also   identify   other   activities  that  compliment  these 

programs.

0.1  Project  or  Projects.  The  PHA  is  undertaking  to  provide  Decent,  Safe,  and 
Sanitary  housing  for  Families  (as  defined  in  Section  2.1)  pursuant  to  section  8  of  the 
Act  by  means  of  Housing  Assistance  Payments  Contracts  ("Contracts")  with  Owners 
(as  defined  in  Section  2.1).  Such  undertaking  may  involve  an  agreement  for  the  use 
of  housing  to  be  constructed  ("New  Construction"),  an  agreement  for  the  use  of 
existing  housing  to  be  substantially  rehabilitated  ("Substantial  Rehabilitation"),  or 
the  use  of  existing  housing  without  substantial  rehabilitation  ("Existing  Housing"). 
In  each  instance,  the  numbers  and  sizes  of  dwelUng  units  with  respect  to  which  a 
certain  maximum  Annual  Contributions  commitment  is  made  shall  constitute  a 
Project  hereunder  and  shall  be  identified  by  a  stated  Project  Number. 

0.2  Part  I  and  Part  II  of  this  Annual  Contributions  Contract.

The  maximum  ACC  amount  for  all  Program 
Expenditures  in  respect  to  the  aggregate  number  of  units  in  these  projects  (the 
Program)  is  S  298,008  per  year;  Provided  however,  that  this  amount  shall  be  reduced 
commensurately  with  any  reduction  in  the  number  of  units  or  changes  in  unit  size 
under  any  provision  of  this  ACC  (see  Section  1.4(a).  The  PHA  shall  not  enter  into 
any  Contract  or  take  any  other  action  which  will  result  in  a  claim  for  an  Annual 
Contribution  in  respect  to  the  Program  in  excess  of  the  amount  stated  in  this 
paragraph  (c). 

(d)  PHA  Obligation.  The  PHA,  to  the  maximum  extent  feasible,  shall  enter  into 
Housing    Assistance    Payments   Contracts    ("Contracts")    in    accordance   with   the 
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numbers  and  sizes  of  units  and  subject  to  the  maximum  ACC  amount  specified 
above. 

(e)  Meaning  of  "Project"  as  Used  in  Master  ACC  and  Part  II.  For  purposes  of  this 
Part  I  the  term  "Project"  wherever  used  in  the  Master  Section  8  ACC  and  in  Part  II 
shall  mean  aU  the  projects  in  the  "Existing  Housing  Program." 

1.2  Authorization  of  Actions  by  PHA.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  Program,  the 
PHA  is  authorized  to  (a)  enter  into  Housing  Assistance  Payments  Contracts,  (b)  make 
housing  assistance  payments  on  behalf  of  FamiUes  and  (c)  take  all  other  necessary 
actions  all  in  accordance  with  the  forms,  conditions  and  requirements  prescribed  or 
approved  by  the  Government;  Provided,  however,  that  neither  the  PHA  nor  the 
Government  shall  assume  an  obligation  beyond  that  provided  in  Contracts  in  the 
form  approved  by  the  Government. 

(a)  Term  of  ACC.  The  term  of  this  ACC  shall  be  five  years. 

(b)  Term  of  Lease  and  Contract.  The  term  of  each  Lease  shall  be  for  not  less  than 
one  year  nor  more  than  three  years,  but  the  Lease  may  contain  a  provision  permitting 
termination  upon  30  days  advance  written  notice  by  either  party.  The  term  of  each 
Contract  shall  be  for  the  term  of  the  Lease,  provided  that  if  a  Family  continues  in 
occupancy  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  on  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
original  Lease  (or  changes  thereto  which  have  been  approved  by  the  PHA  and 
incorporated  in  the  Contract  where  appropriate)  the  Contract  shall  continue  in  effect 
for  the  duration  of  such  tenancy  subject  to  the  limitation  in  the  next  sentence.  Any 
renewal  of  the  Contract  and  Lease  term  and  any  continuation  of  tenancy  beyond  the 
term  shall  in  no  case  extend  beyond  the  term  of  this  ACC. 

1.4  Annual  Contribution. 

(a)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  ACC  (other  than  paragraph  (c)  of 
this  Section)  or  any  provisions  of  any  other  contract  between  the  Government  and 
the  PHA,  the  Government  shall  not  be  obligated  to  make  any  Annual  Contribution  or 
any  other  payment  with  respect  to  any  Fiscal  Year  in  excess  of  the  amount  stated  in 
Section  1.1(c). 

(b)  Subject  to  the  maximum  dollar  limitation  in  paragraph  (a)  of  this  Section,  the 
Government  shall  pay  for  each  Fiscal  Year  an  Annual  Contribution  to  the  PHA  in 
respect  to  the  Program  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  following  (subject  to 
reduction  by  the  amount  of  any  Program  Receipts  other  than  Annual  Contributions, 
which  Receipts  shall  be  available  for  Program  Expenditures): 

(1)  The  amount  of  housing  assistance  payments  payable  during  the  Fiscal  Year 
(see  Section  1.5)  by  the  PHA  pursuant  to  the  Contract,  as  authorized  in  Section  1.2. 

(2)  The  allowance,  in  the  amount  approved  by  the  Government,  for  preliminary 
costs  of  administration. 

(3)  The  allowance,  in  the  amount  approved  by  the  Government,  for  regular  costs 
of  administration,  including  costs  of  Government-required  audits  of  Owners  and  the 
PHA. 

(c)  (1)  An  ACC  reserve  account  will  be  established  and  maintained  by  the 
Government,  as  a  specifically  identified  and  segregated  account,  in  an  amount  as 
determined  by  the  Government  consistent  with  its  responsibilities  under  section 
8(c)(6)  of  the  Act.  To  the  extent  funds  are  available  in  said  account,  the  Annual 
Contribution  for  any  Fiscal  Year  may  exceed  the  maximum  amount  stated  in 
paiagraph  (a)  of  this  Section  by  such  amount,  if  any,  as  may  be  required  for  increases 
reflected  in  the  estimates  of  required  Annual  Contribution  applicable  to  such  Fiscal 
Year  as  approved  by  the  Government  in  accordance  with  Section  2.1 1  below. 

(2)  The  Government  will  take  such  additional  steps  authorized  by  section  8(c)(6) 
of  the  Act  as  may  be  necessary  to  assure  availability  of  funds  to  cover  increases  in 
housing  assistance  payments  on  a  timely  basis  as  a  result  of  increases  in  Contract 
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Rents  or  decreases  in  Family  Incomes. 

(d)  The  Government  will  make  periodic  payments  on  account  of  each  Annual 
Contribution  upon  requisition  therefor  by  the  PHA  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the 
Government.  Each  requisition  shall  include  certifications  by  the  PHA  that  housing 
assistance  payments  have  been  or  will  be  made  only: 

(1)  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Contracts;  and 

(2)  With  respect  to  units  which  the  PHA  has  inspected  or  caused  to  be  inspected, 
pursuant  to  Section  2.4  of  Part  II  of  this  ACC,  within  one  year  prior  to  the  making  of 
such  housing  assistance  payments. 

(e)  Following  the  end  of  each  Fiscal  Year,  the  PHA  shall  promptly  pay  to  the 
Government,  unless  other  disposition  is  approved  by  the  Government,  the  amount,  if 
any,  by  which  the  total  amount  of  the  periodic  'payments  during  the  Fiscal  Year 
exceeds  the  total  amount  of  the  Annual  Contribution  payable  for  such  Fiscal  Year  in 
accordance  with  this  Section. 

1.5  Fiscal  Year.  The  Fiscal  Year  for  the  Program  shall  be  the  Fiscal  Year 
established  by  Section  0.3  of  this  ACC;  Provided,  however,  that  the  first  Fiscal  Year 
for  the  Project  shall  be  the  period  beginning  with  the  effective  date  of  this  ACC  Part  I 
and  ending  on  the  last  day  of  said  established  Fiscal  Year  which  is  not  less  than  12 
months  after  such  effective  date.  If  the  first  Fiscal  Year  exceeds  12  months,  the 
maximum  Annual  Contribution  in  Section  1.1(c)  may  be  adjusted  by  the  addition  of 
the  pro  rata  amount  applicable  to  the  period  of  operation  in  excess  of  12  months. 

1.6  Periodic  Adjustment  of  Contract  Rents.  Each  Contract  may  provide  for 
periodic  adjustments  in  the  Contract  Rents  chargeable  by  the  Owner  and  com- 
mensurate increases  in  amounts  of  housing  assistance  payments  in  accordance  with 
applicable  Government  regulations. 

1.7  Equal  Opportunity  Housing  Plan.  The  PHA  shall  comply  with  all  provisions  of 
its  HDD-approved  equal  opportunity  housing  plan. 

1.8  Expeditious  Carrying  Out  of  Program.  The  PHA  shall  proceed  expeditiously 
with  the  Program.  If  the  PHA  fails  to  proceed  expeditiously,  the  Government,  by 
notice  to  the  PHA,  may  reduce  its  obligation  hereunder  with  respect  to  the  Program 
to  the  number  and  size  of  dwelling  units  under  Contracts  with  Owners  as  of  the  date 
of  receipt  of  such  notice  by  the  PHA,  with  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the 
maximum  amount  of  the  Annual  Contribution  specified  in  Section  1.1(c). 

1.9  Prior  ACCs  Superseded.  This  Part  I  supersedes  prior  Section  8  Existing

WHEREAS,  the  Local  Authority  is  undertaking  the  development  and/or 
operation  of  certain  housing  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  one  or  more  contracts  which 
may  be  amended  or  superseded  (herein  individually  and  collectively  called  the 
"Contract")  between  the  Local  Authority  and  the  United  States  of  America  (herein 
called  the  "Government"),  which  projects  are  identified  as  follows:

WHEREAS,  under  the  terms  of  the  Contract  the  Local  Authority  has  agreed  to 
deposit  certain  monies  received  by  the  Local  Authority  in  connection  with  the 
aforesaid  projects  with  one  or  more  banks  under  the  terms  and  conditions  specified 
in  this  General  Depositary  Agreement  and  may  also  deposit  under  the  terms  hereof 
certain  amounts  received  in  connection  with  any  other  project  or  enterprise  of  the 
Local  Authority,  including  any  project  or  enterprise  in  which  the  Government  has  no 
financial  interest,  NOW  FURTHER  WITNESSETH: 

In  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  parties  hereto 
do  agree  as  follows: 

1.  The  Bank  is  and  shall  continue  to  be  a  member  of  the  Federal  Deposit 
Insurance  Corporation  as  long  as  this  Agreement  is  in  force  and  effect. 

2.  All  monies  deposited  by  the  Local  Authority  with  the  Bank  under  the  terms  of 
this  Agreement  shall  be  credited  to  the  Local  Authority  in  a  separate  account, 
designated  "  Account"  (herein  called  the  "Account").  All  monies  in  the 
Account  in  excess  of  the  amounts  insured  by  the  Federal  Deposit  Insurance 
Corporation  shall  be  fully  and  continuously  secured  by  the  Bank  by  the  deposit  or 
setting  aside  of  collateral  of  the  types  and  in  the  manner  as  is  prescribed  by  State  law 
for  the  security  of  public  funds.  Said  collateral  shall  at  all  times  be  of  a  market  value 
at  least  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  monies  so  secured. 

3.  The  Bank  shall  honor  any  (a)  check  or  order  drawn  by  the  Local  Authority 
upon  the  Account  or  (b)  directive  to  purchase  or  sell  securities  pursuant  to  Paragraph 
4,  if  such  check,  order,  or  directive  is  signed  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Authority  by  an 
officer  or  member  designated  by  resolution,  a  certified  copy  of  which  resolution  or 
certification  by  a  proper  officer  of  the  Local  Authority  as  to  the  adoption  of  such 
resolution,  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Local  Authority  to  the  Bank. 

4.  The  Bank  shall  purchase,  with  monies  from  the  Account,  and  sell  investment 
securities  as  the  Local  Authority  may  direct.  Such  securities  and  any  other  securities 
which  may  be  deposited  by  the  Local  Authority  with  the  Bank  under  the  terms  of 
this  Agreement  shall  be  considered  to  be  a  part  of  the  Account  and  shall  be  held  by 
the  Bank  in  safekeeping  for  account  of  the  Local  Authority  until  sold.  Interest  on 
such  securities  and  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  thereof  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
Account  upon  receipt. 

5.  If  the  Bank  receives  written  notice  from  the  Government  that  no  withdrawals 
by  the  Local  Authority  from  the  Account  are  to  be  permitted  until  thereafter 
authorized  by  the  Government,  the  Bank  shall  not  honor  any  check  or  order  of  the 
Local  Authoirty  drawn  upon  the  Account,  or  permit  any  withdrawal  by  the  Local 
Authority  from  said  Account  until  expressly  authorized  so  to  do  by  written  notice 
from  the  Government. 

6.  The  Bank  is  not  obligated  to  be  familiar,  and  shall  not  be  charged,  with 
knowledge  of  the  provisions  of  the  Contract,  and  shall  be  under  no  duty  to 
investigate  or  determine  whether  any  action  taken  by  either  the  Local  Authority  or 
the  Government  in  respect  of  the  Account  is  consistent  with  or  is  authorized  by  the 
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Contract  or  whether  either  the  Local  Authority  or  the  Government  is  in  default 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Contract.  The  Bank  shall  be  fully  justified  in  accepting 
and  acting  upon,  without  investigation,  any  certificate  or  notice  furnished  to  it 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  and  which  the  Bank  shall  in  good  faith 
believe  to  have  been  duly  authorized  and  executed  on  behalf  of  the  party  in  whose 
name  the  same  purports  to  have  been  made  or  executed. 

7.  The  rights  and  duties  of  the  Bank  under  this  Agreement  shall  not  be  transferred 
or  assigned  by  the  Bank  without  the  prior  written  approval  of  the  Local  Authority. 
This  Agreement  may  be  terminated  by  either  party  hereto  upon  sixty  days'  written 
notice  to  the  other  party,  a  copy  of  which  notice  shall  be  promptly  furnished  to  the 
Government.  The  rights  and  duties  of  the  Bank  hereunder  shall  not  be  transferred  or 
assigned  nor  shall  this  Agreement  be  terminated  during  any  period  in  which  the  Bank 
is  required  to  refuse  to  permit  withdrawals  from  the  Account  as  provided  in 
Paragraph  5. 

8.  This  Agreement  may  be  executed  in  several  counterparts,  each  of  which  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  an  original  and  such  counterparts  shall  constitute  one  and  the  same 
instrument. 

9.  The  depositary  agreement  heretofore  entered  into  between  the  Bank  and  the 
Local  Authority  with  reference  to  Projects  No. 


is  hereby  terminated  and  ah  monies  and  securities  of  the  Local  Authority  on 

deposit  with  or  held  by  the  Bank  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  said  agreement  shall 
continue  to  be  held  for  account  of  the  Local  Authority  pursuant  to  and  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  General  Depositary  Agreement.

TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS  CONTINUING  PART  II  OF  THE 
ANNUAL  CONTRIBUTION  CONTRACT 
2.1  DEFINITIONS. 

(a)  "Families"  means  Lower-Income  Families  (including  "Very  Low-Income 
Families")  and  includes  Families  consisting  of  a  single  person  in  the  case  of  Elderly 
Families  and  Displaced  Families  and  includes  the  remaining  member  of  a  tenant 
family. 

(b)  "Elderly  Families"  means  Families  whose  heads  (or  their  spouses),  or  whose 
sole  members,  are  persons  who  are  at  least  62  years  of  age  or  are  under  a  disability  as 
defined  in  section  223  of  the  Social  Security  Act  or  in  section  102(5)  of  the 
Developmental  Disabilities  Services  and  FaciHties  Construction  Amendments  of 
1970,  or  are  handicapped.  The  term  Elderly  Families  includes  two  or  more  eldc.iy, 
disabled,  or  handicapped  individuals  living  together,  or  one  or  more  such  individuals 
living  together  with  another  person  who  is  determined  under  regulations  of  the 
Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  ("Secretary")  to  be  a  person  essential 
to  their  care  or  well  being. 
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(c)  "Displaced  Families"  means  Families  displaced  by  governmental  action,  or 
Families  whose  dwellings  have  been  extensively  damaged  or  destroyed  as  a  result  of  a 
disaster  declared  or  otherwise  formally  recognized  pursuant  to  Federal  disaster  relief 
laws. 

(d)  "Lower-Income  Families"  means  Families  whose  Incomes  do  not  exceed  80 
percent  of  the  median  Income  for  the  area,  as  determined  by  the  Secretary  with 
adjustments  for  smaller  and  larger  families,  except  that  the  Secretary  may  establish 
Income  limits  higher  or  lower  than  80  percent  of  the  median  for  the  area  on  the  basis 
of  his  findings  that  such  variations  are  necessary  because  of  prevailing  levels  of 
construction  costs,  unusually  high  or  low  family  Incomes,  or  other  factors. 

(e)  "Very  Low-Income  Families"  means  Families  whose  Incomes  do  not  exceed 
50  percent  of  the  median  Income  for  the  area,  as  determined  by  the  Secretary  with 
adjustments  for  smaller  and  larger  families. 

(0  "Income"  means  income  from  all  sources  of  each  member  of  the  household,  as 
determined  in  accordance  with  criteria  prescribed  by  the  Secretary. 

(g)  "Owner"  means  the  person  or  entity,  including  a  cooperative,  with  which  the 
Agreement  and  Contract  are  entered  into. 

(h)  "Rent"  or  "rental"  mean,  with  respect  to  members  of  a  cooperative,  the 
charges  under  the  Occupancy  agreements  between  such  members  and  the  co- 
operative. 

(i)  "Project  Receipts"  with  respect  to  each  Project  means  the  Annual  Contribu- 
tion payable  hereunder  and  all  other  receipts  under  this  ACC,  if  any,  accruing  to  the 
PHA  from,  out  of,  or  in  connection  with  such  Project. 

0)  "Project  Expenditures"  with  respect  to  each  Project  means  all  costs  allowable 
under  Section  1.4(b),  Part  I  of  this  ACC,  with  respect  to  such  Project. 

(k)  "Substantial  Default"  means  the  occurrence  of  any  of  the  events  listed  in 
Section  2.16. 

2.2  LOWER-INCOME  HOUSING  USE:  COMPLIANCE  WITH  ACT  AND  REG- 
ULATIONS. 

The  PHA  shall  use  the  Annual  Contribution  solely  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
Decent,  Safe,  and  Sanitary  dwellings  for  Families  in  compliance  with  all  applicable 
provisions  of  the  Act  and  all  regulations  issued  pursuant  thereto. 

2.3  ELIGIBILITY  AND  AMOUNT  OF  HOUSING  ASSISTANCE  PAYMENTS. 

(a)  The  PHA  shall  comply  with  the  Income  limits  established  by  the  Government, 
and  with  the  requirements  of  the  Government  pursuant  to  section  8(c)(7)  of  the  Act 
that  at  least  30  percent  of  the  Families  assisted  in  all  its  Projects  under  its  Master 
Section  8  ACC  shall  be  Very  Low-Income  Families. 

(b)  The  PHA  shall  comply  or  assure  compliance  with  the  schedules  and  criteria 
established  by  the  Government  with  respect  to  the  amounts  of  housing  assistance 
payments  made  on  behalf  of  Families. 

(c)  The  PHA  shall  make  or  cause  to  be  made  periodic  re-examination  of  the 
Income,  composition,  and  extent  of  exceptional  medical  or  other  unusual  expenses 
of  Families  for  whom  housing  assistance  payments  are  being  made,  for  the  purpose  of 
confirming  or  adjusting,  in  accordance  with  the  applicable  schedules  estabUshed  by 
the  Government,  the  amount  of  rent  payable  by  the  Family  and  the  amount  of 
housing  assistance  payment. 

(d)  The  PHA  shall  determine,  as  part  of  its  annual  inspection  and  at  such  other 
times  as  it  deems  appropriate,  whether  an  adjustment  is  required  in  the  Allowance  for 
Utilities  and  Other  Services  appUcable  to  the  dwelling  unit  on  grounds  of  changes  of 
general  applicability.  If  the  PHA  determines  that  an  adjustment  should  be  made,  the 
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PHA  shall  prescribe  the  amount  of  the  adjustment  and  notify  the  Owner  accordingly, 
and  the  PHA  shall  cause  the  Owner  to  make  a  corresponding  adjustment  in  the 
amount  of  rent  to  be  paid  by  the  affected  Family  and  the  amount  of  housing 
asssitance  payment. 

(e)  Prior  to  the  approval  of  eligibility  of  a  Family  by  the  PHA  or  the  Owner,  as 
the  case  may  be,  and  thereafter  on  the  date  established  for  each  re-examination  of 
the  status  of  such  Family,  the  PHA  or  the  Owner,  as  the  case  may  be,  shaU  review  or 
cause  to  be  reviewed  a  written  application,  signed  by  a  responsible  member  of  such 
Family,  which  application  shall  set  forth  all  data  and  information  necessary  for  a 
determination  of  the  amount,  if  any,  of  housing  assistance  payment  which  can  be 
made  with  respect  to  the  Family. 

2.4  INSPECTIONS. 

(a)  The  PHA  shall  require,  as  a  condition  for  the  making  of  housing  assistance 
payments,  that  the  Owner  maintain  the  assisted  dwelling  units  and  related  facilities  in 
Decent,  Safe,  and  Sanitary  condition. 

(b)  The  PHA  shall  inspect  or  cause  to  be  inspected  dwelling  units  and  related 
facilities  prior  to  commencement  of  occupancy  by  Families  and  thereafter  at  least 
annually,  adequate  to  assure  that  Decent,  Safe,  and  Sanitary  housing  accom- 
modations are  being  provided  and  that  the  agreed-to  services  are  being  furnished. 

2.5  NONDISCRIMINATION  IN  HOUSING. 

(a)  The  PHA  shall  comply  with  all  requirements  imposed  by  Title  VI  of  the  Civil 
Rights  Act  of  1964,  Public  Law  83-352,  78  Stat.  241;  the  regulations  of  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  issued  thereunder,  24  CFR,  Subtitle 
A,  Part  1,  Section  1.1  et  seq.;  the  requirements  of  said  Department  pursuant  to  said 
regulations;  and  Executive  Order  11063,  to  the  end  that,  in  accordance  with  that  Act 
and  the  regulations  and  requirements  of  said  Department  thereunder,  and  said 
Executive  Order,  no  person  in  the  United  States,  shall,  on  the  ground  of  race,  color, 
creed,  religion,  or  national  origin,  be  excluded  from  participation  in,  or  be  denied  the 
benefits  of,  the  Housing  Assistance  Payments  Program  or  be  otherwise  subjected  to 
discrimination.  The  PHA  shall,  by  contractual  requirement,  covenant,  or  other 
binding  commitment,  assure  the  same  compliance  on  the  part  of  any  subgrantee, 
contractor,  subcontractor,  transferee,  successor  in  interest,  or  other  participant  in  the 
program  or  activity,  such  commitment  to  include  the  following  clause: 

"This  provision  is  included  pursuant  to  the  regulations  of  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development,  24  CFR,  Subtitle  Part  1,  Section  1.1  et  seq.;  issued 
under  Title  VI  of  the  said  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964,  and  the  requirements  of  said 
Department  pursuant  to  said  regulations;  and  the  obligation  of  the  (contractor  or 
other)  to  comply  therewith  inures  to  the  benefit  of  the  United  States,  the  said 
Department,  and  the  PHA,  any  of  which  shall  be  entitled  to  invoke  any  remedies 
available  by  law  to  redress  any  breach  thereof  or  to  compel  compliance  therewith  by 
the  (contractor  or  other)." 

(b)  The  PHA  shall  incorporate  or  cause  to  be  incorporated  into  all  Housing 
Assistance  Payments  Contracts  a  provision  requiring  compliance  with  all  require- 
ments imposed  by  Title  VIII  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1968,  and  any  rules  and 
regulations  issued  pursuant  thereto. 

(c)  The  PHA  shall  not,  on  account  of  creed  or  sex,  discriminate  in  the  sale, 
leasing,  rental,  or  other  disposition  of  housing  or  related  facilities  (including  land) 
included  in  any  Project  or  in  the  use  or  occupancy  thereof,  non  deny  to  any  Family 
the  opportunity  to  apply  for  such  housing,  nor  deny  to  any  eligible  applicant  the 
opportunity  to  lease  or  rent  any  dwelling  in  any  such  housing  suitable  to  its  needs. 
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No  person  shall  automatically  be  excluded  from  participation  in  or  be  denied  the 
benefits  of  the  Housing  Assistance  Payments  Program  because  of  membership  in  a 
class  such  as  unmarried  mother,  recipients  of  public  assistance,  etc. 

2.6  EQUAL  EMPLOYMENT  OPPORTUNITY. 

(a)  The  PHA  shall  not  discriminate  against  any  employee  or  applicant  for 
employment  because  of  race,  color,  creed,  religion,  sex,  or  national  origin.  The  PHA 
shall  take  affirmative  action  to  ensure  that  appUcants  are  employed,  and  that 
employees  are  treated  during  employment,  without  regard  to  race,  color,  creed, 
religion,  sex,  or  national  origin.  Such  action  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  the 
following:  employment,  upgrading,  demotion,  or  transfer;  recruitment  or  recruitment 
advertising;  layoff  or  termination;  rates  of  pay  or  other  forms  of  compensation;  and 
selection  for  training,  including  apprenticeship. 

(b)  (1)  The  PHA  shall  incorporate  or  cause  to  be  incorporated  into  any  contract 
for  construction  work,  or  modification  thereof,  as  defined  in  the  regulations  of  the 
Secretary  of  Labor  at  41  CFR,  Chapter  60,  which  is  to  be  performed  pursuant  to  this 
contract,  the  following  Equal  Opportunity  clause: 

"EQUAL  EMPLOYMENT  OPPORTUNITY 

During  the  performance  of  this  contract,  the  contractor  agrees  as  follows: 

(A)  The  contractor  will  not  discriminate  against  any  employee  or  applicant  for 
employment  because  of  race,  color,  religion,  creed,  sex,  or  national  origin.  The 
contractor  will  take  affirmative  action  to  ensure  that  apphcants  are  employed,  and 
that  employees  are  treated  during  employment,  without  regard  to  their  race,  color, 
religion,  creed,  sex,  or  national  origin.  Such  action  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to 
the  following:  employment,  upgrading,  demotion,  or  transfer;  recruitment  or 
recruitment  advertising;  layoff  or  termination;  rates  of  pay  or  other  forms  of 
compensation;  and  selection  for  training,  including  apprenticeship.  The  contractor 
agrees  to  post  in  conspicuous  places,  available  to  employees  and  applicants  for 
employment,  notices  to  be  provided  by  the  PHA  setting  forth  the  provisions  of  this 
Equal  Opportunity  clause. 

(B)  The  contractor  will  in  all  sohcitations  or  advertisements  for  employees  placed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  contractor,  state  that  all  qualified  apphcants  will  receive 
consideration  for  employment  without  regard  to  race,  color,  religion,  creed,  sex,  or 
national  origin. 

(C)  The  contractor  will  send  to  each  labor  union  or  representative  of  workers  with 
which  he  has  a  collective  bargaining  agreement  or  other  contract  or  understanding,  a 
notice  to  be  provided  by  the  PHA  advising  the  said  labor  union  or  workers' 
representative  of  the  contractor's  commitments  under  this  Section,  and  shall  post 
copies  of  the  notices  in  conspicuous  places  available  to  employees  and  appUcants  for 
employment. 

(D)  The  contractor  will  comply  with  all  provisions  of  Executive  Order  No.  1 1246 
of  September  24,  1965,  and  of  the  rules,  regulations,  and  relevant  orders  of  the 
Secretary  of  Labor. 

(E)  The  contractor  will  furnish  all  information  and  reports  required  by  Executive 
Order  No.  1 1 246  of  September  24,  1 965 ,  and  by  rules,  regulations,  and  orders  of  the 
Secretary  of  Labor,  or  pursuant  thereto,  and  will  permit  access  to  his  books,  records, 
and  accounts  by  the  Government  and  the  Secretary  of  Labor  for  purposes  of 
investigation  to  ascertain  compliance  with  such  rules,  regulations,  and  orders. 

(F)  In  the  event  of  the  contractor's  noncompliance  with  the  Equal  Opportunity 
clause  of  this  contract  or  with  any  of  the  said  rules,  regulations,  or  orders,  this 
contract  may  be  cancelled,  terminated,  or  suspended  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  the 
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contractor  may  be  declared  ineligible  for  further  contracts  in  accordance  with 
procedures  authorized  in  Executive  Order  No.  11246  of  September  24,  1965,  and 
such  other  sanctions  may  be  imposed  and  remedies  invoked  as  provided  in  Executive 
Order  No.  11246  of  September  24,  1965,  or  by  rule,  regulation,  or  order  of  the 
Secretary  of  Labor  as  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

(G)  The  contractor  will  include  the  portion  of  the  sentence  immediately 
preceding  Paragraph  (A)  and  the  provisions  of  Paragraphs  (A)  through  (G)  in  every 
subcontract  or  purchase  order  unless  exempted  by  the  rules,  regulations,  or  orders  of 
the  Secretary  of  Labor  issued  pursuant  to  section  204  of  Executive  Order  No.  1 1246 
of  September  24,  1965,  so  that  such  provisions  will  be  binding  upon  each 
subcontractor  or  vendor.  The  contractor  will  take  such  action  with  respect  to  any 
subcontractor  or  purchase  order  as  the  Government  may  direct  as  a  means  of 
enforcing  such  provisions  including  sanctions  for  noncompliance;  Provided,  however, 
that  in  the  event  a  contractor  becomes  involved  in,  or  is  threatened  with.  Litigation 
with  a  subcontractor  or  Vendor  as  a  result  of  such  direction  by  the  Government,  the 
contractor  may  request  the  United  States  to  enter  into  such  litigation  to  protect  the 
interests  of  the  United  States." 

(2)  The  PHA  agrees  that  it  will  assist  and  cooperate  actively  with  the  Government 
and  the  Secretary  of  Labor  in  obtaining  the  compliance  of  contractors  and 
subcontractors  with  the  Equal  Opportunity  clause  and  the  rules,  regulations,  and 
relevant  orders  of  the  Secretary  of  Labor,  that  it  will  furnish  the  Government  and  the 
Secretary  of  Labor  such  information  as  they  may  require  for  the  supervision  of  such 
compliance,  and  that  it  will  otherwise  assist  the  Government  in  the  discharge  of  the 
Government's  primary  responsibility  for  security  compliance. 

(3)  The  PHA  further  agrees  that  it  will  refrain  from  entering  into  any  contract 
modification  subject  to  Executive  Order  No.  11246  of  September  24,  1965,  with  a 
contractor  debarred  from,  or  who  has  not  demonstrated  eUgibility  for,  Government 
contracts  and  Federally  assisted  construction  contracts  pursuant  to  the  Executive 
Order  and  will  carry  out  such  sanctions  and  penalties  for  violation  of  the  Equal 
Opportunity  clause  as  may  be  imposed  upon  contractors  and  subcontractors  by  the 
Government  or  the  Secretary  of  Labor  pursuant  to  Part  II,  Subpart  D  of  the 
Executive  Order. 

2.7  TRAINING,  EMPLOYMENT,  AND  CONTRACTING  OPPORTUNITIES  FOR 
BUSINESSES  AND  LOWER  INCOME  PERSONS. 

(a)  The  project  assisted  under  this  ACC  is  subject  to  the  requirements  of  section  3 
of  the  Housing  and  Urban  Development  Act  of  1963,  as  amended,  12  U.S.C.  1701a. 
Section  3  requires  that  to  the  greatest  extent  feasible  opportunities  for  training  and 
employment  be  given  to  lower  income  residents  of  the  Project  area  and  contracts  for 
work  in  connection  with  the  Project  be  awarded  to  business  concerns  which  are 
located  in  or  owned  in  substantial  part  by  persons  residing  in  the  area  of  the  Project. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  ACC,  the  PHA  shall  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  said  Section  3  and  the  regulations  issued  pursuant  thereto  by  the 
Secretary  set  forth  in  24  CFR,  Part  135  (published  in  38  Federal  Register  29220, 
October  23,  1973),  and  all  applicable  rules  and  orders  of  the  Secretary  issued 
thereunder  prior  to  the  execution  of  this  ACC.  The  requirements  of  said  regulations 
include  but  are  not  limited  to  development  and  implementation  of  an  affirmative 
action  plan  for  utilizing  business  concerns  located  within  or  owned  in  substantial  part 
by  persons  residing  in  the  area  of  the  Project;  the  making  of  a  good  faith  effort,  as 
defined  by  the  regulations,  to  provide  training,  employment,  and  business  oppor- 
tunities required  by  section  3;  and  incorporation  of  the  "section  3  clause"  specified 
by  Section  135.2(b)  of  the  regulations  in  all  contracts  for  work  in  connection  with 
the  Project.  The  PHA  certifies  and  agrees  that  it  is  under  no  contractual  or  other 
disability  which  would  prevent  it  from  complying  with  these  requirements. 
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(c)  Compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section  3,  the  regulations  set  forth  in  24 
CFR,  Part  1  35,  and  all  applicable  rules  and  orders  of  the  Secretary  issued  thereunder, 
prior  to  approval  by  the  Government  of  the  application  for  this  ACC  shall  be  a 
condition  of  the  Federal  financial  assistance  provided  to  the  Project,  binding  upon 
the  PHA,  its  successors  and  assigns.  Failure  to  fulfill  these  requirements  shall  subject 
the  PHA,  its  contractors  and  subcontractors,  its  successors,  and  assigns  to  the 
sanction  specified  by  this  ACC  and  to  such  sanctions  as  are  specified  by  24  CFR, 
Section  135.135. 

(d)  The  PHA  shall  incorporate  or  cause  to  be  incorporated  into  any  contract 
pursuant  to  this  contract  such  clause  or  clauses  as  are  required  by  the  Government 
for  compliance  with  its  regulations  issued  pursuant  to  the  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  Act,  as  amended.  The  PHA  shall  cooperate  with  the  Government  in  the 
conducting  of  compliance  reviews  pursuant  to  said  Acts  and  Regulations. 

2.8  COOPERATION  IN  EQUAL  OPPORTUNITY  COMPLIANCE  REVIEWS. 

The  PHA  shall  cooperate  with  the  Government  in  the  conducting  of  compliance 
reviews  and  complaint  investigations  pursuant  to  applicable  civil  rights  statutes, 
Executive  Orders,  and  rules  and  regulations  pursuant  thereto. 

2.9  CLEAN  AIR  ACT  AND  FEDERAL  WATER  POLLUTION  CONTROL  ACT. 

The  PHA  shall  incorporate  or  cause  to  be  incorporated  into  any  contract  for 
construction  or  substantial  rehabilitation,  such  clause  or  clauses  as  are  required  by 
the  Government  for  compliance  with  the  regulations  issued  by  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  pursuant  to  the  Clean  Air  Act  as  amended,  the  Federal  Water 
Pollution  Control  Act  as  amended,  and  Executive  Order  11738.  The  PHA  shall 
cooperate  with  the  Government  in  the  conducting  of  compliance  reviews  pursuant  to 
said  Acts  and  Regulations. 

2.10  LABOR  STANDARDS. 

The  PHA  shall  incorporate  or  cause  to  be  incorporated  into  any  contract  for 
construction  or  substantial  rehabilitation,  on  nine  or  more  dwelling  units,  such  clause 
or  clauses  as  are  required  by  the  Government  for  compliance  with  its  regulations 
issued  pursuant  to  the  Copeland  Act,  the  Davis-Bacon  Act,  and  the  Contract  Work 
Hours  and  Safety  Standards  Act.  The  PHA  shall  cooperate  with  the  Government  in 
the  conducting  of  compliance  reviews  pursuant  to  said  Acts  and  Regulations. 

2.11  ESTIMATES  OF  REQUIRED  ANNUAL  CONTRIBUTION. 

The  PHA  shall  from  time  to  time  submit  to  the  Government  estimates  of  required 
annual  contribution  at  such  times  and  in  such  form  as  the  Government  may  require. 
All  estimates  and  any  revisions  thereof  submitted  under  this  Section  shall  be  subject 
to  Government  approval. 

2.12  INSURANCE  AND  FIDELITY  BOND  COVERAGE. 


For  purposes  of  protection  against  hazards  arising  out  of  or  in  connection  with 
the  administrative  activities  of  the  PHA  in  carrying  out  the  Project,  the  PHA  shall 
carry  adequate  (a)  comprehensive  general  liabiHty  insurance,  (b)  workmen's 
compensation  coverage  (statutory  or  voluntary),  (c)  automobile  liability  insurance 
against  property  damage  and  bodily  injury  (owned  and  non-owned),  and  (d)  fidehty 
bond  coverage  of  its  officers,  agents,  or  employees  handling  cash  or  authorized  to 
sign  checks  or  certify  vouchers. 
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2.13  BOOKS  OF  ACCOUNT  AND  RECORDS,  REPORTS. 

(a)  The  PHA  shall  maintain  complete  and  accurate  books  of  account  and  records, 
as  may  be  prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Government,  in  connection  with  the 
Projects,  including  records  which  permit  a  speedy  and  effective  audit,  and  will  among 
other  things,  fully  disclose  the  amount  and  the  disposition  by  the  PHA  of  the  Annual 
Contributions  and  other  Project  Recipts,  if  any. 

(b)  The  books  of  account  and  records  of  the  PHA  shall  be  maintained  for  each 
Project  as  separate  and  distinct  from  all  other  Projects  and  undertakings  of  the  PHA 
except  as  authorized  or  approved  by  the  Government. 

(c)  The  PHA  shall  furnish  the  Government  such  financial,  operating  and  statistical 
reports,  records,  statements,  and  documents  at  such  times,  in  such  form,  and 
accompanied  by  such  supporting  data,  all  as  may  reasonably  be  required  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Government. 

(d)  The  Government  and  the  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States,  or  his 
duly  authorized  representatives,  shall  have  full  and  free  access  to  the  Projects  and  to 
all  the  books,  documents,  papers,  and  records  of  the  PHA  that  are  pertinent  to  its 
operation  with  respect  to  financial  assistance  under  this  Act,  including  the  right  to 
audit,  and  to  make  excerpts  and  transcripts  from  such  books  and  records. 

(e)  The  PHA  shall  incorporate  or  cause  to  be  incorporated  in  all  Contracts  the 
following  clauses: 

"PHA  AND  GOVERNMENT  ACCESS  TO  PREMISES  AND  OWNER'S 
RECORDS. 

"(1)  The  Owner  shall  furnish  such  information  and  reports  pertinent  to  the 
Contract  as  reasonably  may  be  required  from  time  to  time  by  the  PHA  and  the 
Government. 

"(2)  The  Owner  shall  permit  the  PHA  or  the  Government  or  any  of  their  duly 
authorized  representatives  to  have  access  to  the  premises  and,  for  the  purpose  of 
audit  and  examination,  to  have  access 'to  any  books,  documents,  papers  and  records 
of  the  Owner  that  are  pertinent  to  compliance  with  this  Contract,  including  the 
verification  of  information  pertinent  to  the  housing  assistance  payments." 

(f)  The  PHA  shall  be  responsible  for  engaging  and  paying  the  auditor  for  the 
making  of  audits  as  required  by  the  Government,  but  the  PHA  shall  be  compensated 
under  this  ACC  for  the  cost  of  such  audits. 


2.14  DEPOSITARY  AGREEMENT. 

(a)  (1)  The  PHA  shall  maintain  one  or  more  agreements,  which  are  herein 
collectively  called  the  "General  Depositary  Agreement,"  with  a  bank(s)  selected  as  a 
depositary  by  the  PHA. 

(2)  The  PHA  may  maintain  one  or  more  agreements,  which  are  herein  collectively 
called  the  "Savings  Depositary  Agreement,"  with  a  savings  and  loan  institution(s)  or 
credit  union(s)  selected  as  a  depositary  by  the  PHA  for  the  investment  of  excess 
funds. 

(3)  All  such  General  Depositary  Agreements  and  Savings  Depositary  Agreements 
are  herein  collectively  called  the  "Depositary  Agreement."  All  such  banks,  savings 
and  loan  institutions,  and  credit  unions  are  herein  collectively  called  the  "Depos- 
itary." 

(4)  The  Depositary  Agreement  shall  be  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Government 
for  the  particular  type  of  Depositary.  The  Depositary  shall  be,  and  continue  to  be,  a 
member  of  the  Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation,  the  Federal  Savings  and  Loan 
Insurance  Corporation,  or  the  National  Credit  Union  Share  Insurance  Fund,  as  the 
case  may  be. 
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(5)  Immediately  upon  the  execution  of  any  Depositary  Agreement,  the  PHA  shall 
furnish  to  the  Government  such  executed  or  conformed  copies  thereof  as  the 
Government  may  require. 

(6)  No  such  Depositary  Agreement  shall  be  terminated  except  after  30  days 
notice  to  the  Government. 

(b)  The  PHA  shall  deposit  promptly  with  such  Depositary,  under  the  terms  of  the 
Depositary  Agreement,  all  monies  received  pursuant  to  this  ACC. 

(c)  The  PHA  may  withdraw  monies  pursuant  to  the  Depositary  Agreement  only 
for  (1)  payments  to  the  Housing  Assistance  Payments  Contract,  and  (2)  other 
purposes  specifically  approved  by  the  Government.  No  withdrawals  shall  be  made 
except  in  accordance  with  a  voucher  or  vouchers  then  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  PHA 
stating  in  proper  detail  the  purpose  for  which  such  withdrawal  is  made. 

(d)  If  the  Government  makes  a  determination,  after  notice  to  the  PHA  giving  it  a 
reasonable  opportunity  to  take  corrective  action,  that  the  PHA  is  in  Substantial 
Default  or  if  the  Government  determines  that  the  PHA  has  made  any  fraudulent  or 
willful  misrepresentation  of  any  material  fact  in  any  of  the  documents  or  data 
submitted  to  the  Government  pursuant  to  this  ACC  or  in  any  document  or  data 
submitted  to  the  Government  as  a  basis  for  this  ACC  or  as  an  inducement  to  the 
Government  to  enter  into  this  ACC,  the  Government  shall  have  the  right  to  (1)  give 
notice  of  such  determination  to  any  Depositary  which  holds  any  monies  pursuant  to 
the  Depositary  Agreement  and  (2)  require  such  Depositary,  on  the  basis  of  such 
notice,  to  refuse  to  permit  any  withdrawals  of  such  monies;  Provided,  however,  that 
upon  the  curbing  of  such  Defaults  the  Government  shall  promptly  rescind  such 
notice  and  requirement. 

2.15  POOLING  OF  FUNDS  UNDER  SPECIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  REVOLV- 
ING FUND. 

(a)  The  PHA  may  deposit  under  the  terms  of  the  General  Depositary  Agreement 
monies  received  or  held  by  the  PHA  in  connection  with  any  other  ACC  or  any 
administration  contract  or  lease  between  the  PHA  and  the  Government. 

(b)  The  PHA  may  also  deposit  under  the  terms  of  the  General  Depositary 
Agreement  amounts  necessary  for  current  expenditures  of  any  other  project  or 
enterprise  of  the  PHA,  including  any  project  or  enterprise  in  which  the  Government 
has  no  financial  interest;  Provided,  however,  that  such  deposits  shall  be  lump-sum 
transfers  from  the  depositaries  of  such  other  projects  or  enterprises,  and  shall  in  no 
event  be  deposits  of  the  direct  revenues  or  receipts  of  such  other  projects  or 
enterprises. 

(c)  If  the  PHA  operates  other  projects  or  enterprises  in  which  the  Government  has 
no  financial  interest,  it  may,  from  time  to  time,  withdraw  such  amounts  as  the 
Government  may  approve  from  monies  on  deposit  under  the  General  Depositary 
Agreement  for  deposit  in  and  disbursement  from  a  revolving  fund  provided  for  the 
payment  of  items  chargeable  in  part  to  the  Projects  and  in  part  to  other  projects  or 
enterprises  of  the  PHA;  Provided,  however,  that  all  deposits  in  such  revolving  fund 
shall  be  lump-sum  transfers  from  the  depositaries  of  the  related  projects  or 
enterprises  and  shall  in  no  event  be  deposits  of  the  direct  revenues  or  receipts. 

(d)  The  PHA  may  estabhsh  petty  cash  or  change  funds  in  reasonable  amounts, 
from  monies  on  deposit  under  the  General  Depositary  Agreement. 

(e)  In  no  event  shall  the  PHA  withdraw  from  any  of  the  funds  or  accounts 
authorized  under  this  Section  2.15  amounts  for  the  Projects  or  for  any  other  project 
or  enterprise  in  excess  of  the  amount  then  on  deposit  in  respect  thereto. 

Use  of  this  Section  2.15  is  optional. 
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2.16  DEFAULTS  BY  PHA  AND/OR  OWNER 

(a)  Rights  of  Owner  if  PHA  Defaults  Under  Agreement  or  Contract.  (The 
provisions  of  this  paragraph  (a)  shall  not  apply  to  any  Existing  Housing  Project.) 

(1)  In  the  event  of  failure  of  the  PHA  to  comply  with  the  Agreement  with  the 
Owner,  or  if  such  Agreement  is  held  to  be  void,  voidable,  or  ultra  vires,  or  if  the 
power  or  right  of  the  PHA  to  enter  into  such  Agreement  is  drawn  in  to  question  in 
any  legal  proceeding,  or  if  the  PHA  asserts  or  claims  that  such  Agreement  is  not 
binding  upon  the  PHA  for  any  such  reason,  the  Government  may,  after  notice  to  the 
PHA  giving  it  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  take  corrective  action,  determine  that  the 
occurrence  of  any  such  event  constitutes  a  Substantial  Default  hereunder.  Where  the 
Government  so  determines,  it  may  assume  the  PHA's  rights  and  obligations  under 
such  Agreement  and  carry  out  the  obligations  of  the  PHA  under  the  Agreement, 
including  the  obligation  to  enter  into  the  Contract. 

(2)  In  the  event  of  failure  of  the  PHA  to  comply  with  the  Contract  with  the 
Owner,  or  if  such  Contract  is  held  to  be  void,  voidable  or  ultra  vires,  or  if  the  power 
or  right  of  the  PHA  to  enter  into  such  Contract  is  drawn  into  question  in  any  legal 
proceeding,  or  if  the  PHA  asserts  or  claims  that  such  Contract  is  not  binding  upon  the 
PHA  for  any  such  reason,  the  Government  may,  after  notice  to  the  PHA  giving  it  a 
reasonable  opportunity  to  take  corrective  action,  determine  that  the  occurrence  of 
any  such  event  constitutes  a  Substantial  Default  hereunder.  Where  the  Government 
so  determines,  it  shall  have  the  right  to  assume  the  PHA's  rights  and  obligations  under 
such  Contract,  perform  the  obhgations  and  enforce  the  rights  of  the  PHA,  and 
exercise  such  other  powers  as  the  Government  may  have  to  cure  the  Default; 
however,  whether  or  not  the  Government  elects  to  proceed  in  this  manner,  the 
Government  shall,  if  it  determines  that  the  Owner  is  not  in  default,  continue  for  the 
duration  of  such  Contract  to  pay  Annual  Contributions  for  the  purpose  of  making 
housing  assistance  payments  with  respect  to  dwelling  units  under  such  Contract. 

(3)  All  rights  and  obligations  of  the'PHA  assumed  by  the  Government  pursuant  to 
this  Section  2.16(a)  will  be  returned  as  constituted  at  the  time  of  such  return  (i) 
when  the  Government  is  satisfied  that  all  defaults  have  been  cured  and  that  the 
Project  will  thereafter  be  administered  in  accordance  with  all  applicable  require- 
ments, or  (ii)  when  the  Housing  Assistance  Payments  Contract  is  at  an  end,  whichever 
occurs  sooner. 

(4)  The  provision  of  this  Section  2.16(a)  are  made  with,  and  for  the  benefit  of, 
the  Owner,  the  PHA  (where  it  is  the  lender  and  then  only  in  its  capacity  as  lender),  or 
the  Owner's  other  assignee,  if  any,  who  will  have  been  specifically  approved  by  the 
Government  prior  to  such  assignment.  If  such  parties  are  not  in  default,  they  may,  in 
order  to  enforce  the  performance  of  these  provisions,  (i)  demand  that  the 
Government,  after  notice  to  the  PHA  giving  it  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  take 
corrective  action,  make  a  determination  whether  a  Substantial  Default  exists  under 
paragraph(a)(l)  or  (a)(2)  of  this  Section,  (ii)  if  the  Government  determines  that  a 
Substantial  Default  exists,  demand  that  the  Government  take  action  as  authorized  in 
paragraph  (a)(1)  or  (a)(2),  and  (iii)  proceed  against  the  Government  by  suit  at  law  or 
in  equity. 

(5)  The  provisions  of  paragraph  (a)(1), (3)  and  (4)  of  this  Section  shall  be  included 
in  the  Agreement  and  the  provisions  of  paragraphs  (a)(2),(3)  and  (4)  of  this  Section 
shall  be  included  in  the  Contract. 

(b)  Rights  of  Government  if  PHA  Defaults  Under  ACC,  Agreement,  or  Contract. 

(1)  If  the  PHA  defaults  in  the  observance  or  performance  of  the  provisions  of 
Section  2.4;  fails  to  comply  with  its  obligations  under  any  duly  issued  Certificate  of 
Family    Participation   in    accordance    with    its   terms;    fails   to   comply   with   the 
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requiiements  of  Sections  2.5,  2.6,  2.7  or  2.8;  defaults  in  the  performance  or 
observance  of  any  other  term,  covenent,  or  condition,  of  this  ACC  or  of  any  term, 
covenent,  or  condition  of  any  Contract  or  Agreement;  fails,  in  the  event  of  any 
default  by  the  Owner,  to  enforce  its  rights  under  the  Agreement  or  Contract  by  way 
of  action  to  achieve  compliance  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Government  or  to 
terminate  the  Agreement  or  Contract  in  whole  or  in  part,  as  direct  by  the 
Government;  or  fails  to  comply  with  the  applicable  provisions  of  the  Act  and  the 
regulations  issued  pursuant  thereto;  the  Government  may,  after  notice  to  the  PHA 
giving  it  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  take  corrective  action,  determine  that  the 
occurrence  of  any  such  event  constitutes  a  Substantial  Default;  hereunder  as  to  the 
Project.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  a  Substantial  Default  with  respect  to  any  Project, 
the  PHA  shall,  if  the  Government  so  requires,  assign  to  the  Government  all  of  its 
rights  and  interests  under  the  Agreement  or  Contract,  including  any  funds,  and  the 
Government  shall  continue  to  pay  Annual  Contributions  with  respect  to  dwelling 
units  covered  by  Housing  Assistance  Payments  Contracts  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  the  ACC  and  of  such  Contracts  until  reassigned  to  the  PHA. 

(2)  All  rights  and  obligations  of  the  PHA  assumed  by  the  Government  pursuant  to 
this  Section  2.16(b)  will  be  returned  as  constituted  at  the  time  of  such  return  (i) 
when  the  Government  is  satisfied  that  all  defaults  have  been  cured  and  that  the 
Project  will  thereafter  be  administered  in  accordance  with  all  applicable  require- 
ments, or  (ii)  when  the  Housing  Assistance  Payments  Contract  is  at  an  end,  whichever 
occurs  sooner. 

(c)  Rights  of  PHA  and  Government  If  Owners  Default  Under  Contract.  (New 
Construction  and  Substantial  Rehabilitation  Projects.) 

For  New  Construction  and  Substantial  Rehabilitation  Projects,  the  Contract  shall 
contain  the  following  provisions: 

"a.  A  default  by  the  Owner  under  this  Contract  shall  result  if: 

"(1)  The  Owner  has  violated  or  failed  to  comply  with  any  provision  of,  or 
obligation  under,  this  Contract  or  of  any  Lease;  or 

"(2)  The  Owner  has  asserted  or  demonstrated  an  intention  not  to  perform  some 
or  all  of  his  obligations  under  this  Contract  or  under  any  Lease. 

"b.  Upon  a  determination  by  the  PHA  that  a  default  has  occurred,  the  PHA  shall 
notify  the  Owner,  with  a  copy  to  the  Government,  of  (1)  the  nature  of  the  default, 
(2)  the  actions  required  to  be  taken  and  the  remedies  to  be  applied  on  account  of  the 
default  (including  actions  by  the  Owner  to  cure  the  default,  and,  where  appropriate, 
abatement  of  housing  assistance  payments  in  whole  or  in  part  and  recovery  of 
overpayments),  and  (3)  the  time  within  which  the  Owner  shall  respond  with  a 
showing  that  he  has  taken  all  the  actions  required  of  him.  If  the  Owner  fails  to 
respond  or  take  action  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  PHA  and  the  Government,  the  PHA 
shall  have  the  right  to  terminate  this  Contract  in  whole  or  in  part  or  take  other 
corrective  action  to  achieve  compliance,  in  its  discretion  or  as  directed  by  the 
Government. 

"c.  (The  provisions  of  this  paragraph  c  shall  apply  only  if  the  PHA  is  the  lender.) 
Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Contract,  in  the  event  the  Government 
determines  that  the  Owner  is  in  default  of  his  obligations  under  the  Contract,  the 
Government  shall  have  the  right,  after  notice  to  the  Owner  and  the  PHA  giving  them 
a  reasonable  opportunity  to  take  corrective  action,  to  abate  or  terminate  housing 
assistance  payments  and  recover  overpayments  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
Contract.  In  the  event  the  Government  takes  any  action  under  this  Section,  the 
Owner  and  the  PHA  hereby  expressly  agree  to  recognize  the  rights  of  the 
Government  to  the  same  extent  as  if  the  action  were  taken  by  the  PHA.  The 
Government  shall  not  have  the  right  to  terminate  the  Contract  except  by  proceeding 
in  accordance  with  Section  2.16(b)  of  the  ACC  and  paragraph  b  of  this  Section." 
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(d)  Rights  of  PHA  if  Owner  Defaults  Under  Contract  (Existing  Housing  Projects). 
For  Existing  Housing  Projects,  the  Contract  shall  contain  the  following  provisions: 

"a.  A  default  by  the  Owner  under  this  Contract  shall  result  if: 

"(1)  The  Owner  has  violated  or  failed  to  comply  with  any  provision  of,  or 
obligation  under,  this  Contract  or  of  any  Lease,  or 

"(2)  The  Owner  has  asserted  or  demonstrated  an  intention  not  to  perform  some 
or  all  of  his  obligations  under  this  Contract  or  under  any  Lease. 

"b.  Upon  a  determination  by  the  PHA  that  a  default  has  occurred,  the  PHA  shall 
notify  the  Owner,  with  a  copy  to  the  Government,  of  (1)  the  nature  of  the  default 
(2)  the  action  required  to  be  taken  and  the  remedies  to  be  applied  on  account  of  the 
default  (including  actions  by  the  Owner  to  cure  the  default,  and,  where  appropriate, 
abatement  of  housing  assistance  payments  in  whole  or  in  part  and  recovery  of 
overpayments),  and  (3)  the  time  within  which  the  Owner  shall  respond  with  a 
showing  that  he  has  taken  all  the  actions  required  of  him.  If  the  Owner  fails  to 
respond  or  take  action  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  PHA  and  the  Government,  the  PHA 
shall  have  the  right  to  terminate  this  Contract  in  whole  or  in  part  or  take  other 
corrective  action  to  achieve  compliance,  in  its  discretion  or  as  directed  by  the 
Government." 

2.17  REMEDIES  NOT  EXCLUSIVE  AND  NON-WAIVER  OF  REMEDIES. 

The  availability  of  any  remedy  provided  for  in  this  ACC  or  in  the  Contract  shall 
not  preclude  the  exercise  of  any  other  remedy  under  this  ACC  or  the  Contract  or 
under  any  provisions  of  law,  nor  shall  any  action  taken  in  the  exercise  of  any  remedy 
be  deemed  a  waiver  of  any  other  rights  or  remedies.  Failure  to  exercise  any  right  or 
remedy  shall  not  constitute  a  waiver  of  the  right  to  exercise  that  or  any  other  right  or 
remedy  at  any  time. 

2.18  INTEREST  OF  MEMBERS,  OFFICERS,  OR  EMPLOYEES  OF  PHA, 
MEMBERS  OF  LOCAL  GOVERNING  BODY,  OR  OTHER  PUBLIC  OFFICIALS. 

(a)  Neither  the  PHA  nor  any  of  its  contractors  or  their  subcontractors  shall  enter 
into  any  contract,  subcontract,  or  arrangement,  in  connection  with  any  Project,  in 
which  any  member,  officer,  or  employee  of  the  PHA,  or  any  member  of  the 
governing  body  of  the  locality  in  which  the  Project  is  situated,  or  any  member  of  the 
governing  body  of  the  locality  in  which  the  PHA  was  activated,  or  any  other  public 
official  of  such  locality  or  localities  who  exercises  any  responsibilities  or  functions 
with  respect  to  the  Project,  during  his  tenure  or  for  one  year  thereafter,  has  any 
interest,  direct  or  indirect.  If  any  such  present  or  former  member,  officer,  or 
employee  of  the  PHA,  or  any  such  governing  body  member  or  such  other  public 
official  of  such  locality  or  localities  involuntarily  acquires  or  had  acquired  prior  to 
the  beginning  of  his  tenure  any  such  interest,  and  if  such  interest  is  immediately 
disclosed  to  the  PHA  and  such  disclosure  is  entered  upon  the  minutes  of  the  PHA, 
the  PHA,  with  the  prior  approval  of  the  Government,  may  waive  the  prohibition 
contained  in  this  subsection;  Provided,  however,  that  any  such  present  member, 
officer,  or  employee  of  the  PHA  shall  not  participate  in  any  action  by  the  PHA 
relating  to  such  contract,  subcontract,  or  arrangement. 

(b)  The  PHA  shall  insert  in  all  contracts  entered  into  in  connection  with  any 
Project  or  any  property  included  or  planned  to  be  included  in  any  Project,  and  shall 
require  its  contractors  to  insert  in  each  of  its  subcontracts,  the  following  provisions: 

"No  member,  officer,  or  employee  of  the  PHA,  no  member  of  the  governing  body 
of  the  locality  (city  and  county)  in  which  the  project  is  situated,  no  member  of  the 
governing  body  of  the  locality  in  which  the  PHA  was  activated,  and  no  other  public 
official  of  such  loaclity  or  localities  who  exercises  any  functions  or  responsibilities 
with  respect  to  the  project,  during  his  tenure  or  for  one  year  thereafter,  shall  have 
any  interest,  direct  or  indirect,  in  this  contract  or  in  any  proceeds  or  benefits  arising 
therefrom."

(c)  The  provisions  of  the  foregoing  subsections(a)  and  (b)  of  this  Section  2.18 
shall  not  be  applicable  to  the  Depositary  Agreement,  or  utility  service  the  rates  for 
which  are  fixed  or  controlled  by  a  governmental  agency. 

2. 1 9  INTEREST  OF  MEMBER  OF  OR  DELEGATE  TO  CONGRESS. 

No  member  of  or  delegate  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America  or 
resident  commissioner  shall  be  admitted  to  any  share  or  part  of  this  ACC  or  to  any 
benefits  which  may  arise  therefrom.

I  am  submitting  this  resolution  for  your  consideration  and  urge  its  passage  under 
suspension  of  the  rules  at  your  meeting  of  June  13,  1978.  The  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  has  indicated  that  the  City's  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  application  in  the  amount  of  $716,000  cannot  be 
approved  if  the  housing  goals  are  not  amended  by  June  22,  1978.  This  is  the  deadline 
for  approval  or  disapproval  of  our  appUcation. 
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The  proposed  goals  reflect  a  requirement  of  HUD  that  the  current  year  goals  be 
proportional  with  regard  to  types  of  housing  (family,  large  family  and  elderly), 
reflecting  housing  needs  as  they  exist  in  the  City.  Because  of  the  large  number  of 
elderly  units  recently  allocated  by  HUD,  an  increase  in  family  and  large  family  units 
must  be  made  to  keep  the  relative  proportions  the  same.  We  were  not  previously 
aware  of  this  need  for  porportionality  in  the  current  year  goal,  although  the 
three-year  goal  had  met  this  requirement.  A  three-yfear  goal  will  not  be  required  this 
year.

The  Accounting  and  Finance  Department  strives  constantly  to  improve  the 
accounting  and  record-keeping  procedures  of  the  city  and  to  make  available 
information  that  will  assist  in  improving  the  efficiency  of  operations. 

Within  the  past  year,  we  have  initiated  more  detailed  accounting  for  all  types  of 
city  revenue  as  well  as  grants  received  from  federal  and  state  governments. 

We  have  employed  an  Internal  Auditor,  who  makes  periodic  internal  audits  of  the 
various  departments.  His  primary  duties  are  to  review  and  appraise  the  application  of 
accounting,  financial  and  other  operating  controls,  and  to  promote  effective  control 
at  reasonable  cost,  to  recommend  improvements  in  the  handling  and  safeguarding  of 
cash,  and  in  the  accounting  and  recording  of  city  revenue  and  expenditures. 

The  object  of  these  audits  is  to  improve  and  standardize  records  and  record- 
keeping in  the  various  departments  and  to  insure  that  all  records  and  procedures  are 
in  accordance  with  "generally  accepted  accounting  principles." 

At  the  present  time  we  are  looking  forward  to  inaugurating  a  program  of 
self-insurance  for  the  city.  The  cost  of  insurance  has  increased  tremendously  in  the 
last  few  years,  affecting  the  city  as  much  as  any  business  or  individual.  For  the  city 
the  situation  is  intensified  by  the  loss  of  most  of  the  city's  immunity  from  suit  by 
decision  of  the  New  Hampshire  Supreme  Court  in  1975.  The  increase  in  insurance 
costs  has  been  particularly  excessive  in  the  last  couple  of  years.  A  program  of 
self-insurance  is  expected  to  be  put  into  effect  in  the  near  future,  which  should  save 
the  city  considerable  money  while  at  the  same  time  affording  proper  protection  to 
the  city. 

First  class  accounting  records  and  controls  are  more  and  more  important,  both 
from  the  viewpoint  of  proper  control  within  the  city  but  also  because  of  the 
increasing  interest  and  requirements  of  the  federal  government  in  the  accounting  and 
financial  procedures  and  problems  of  the  cities. 

As  stated  last  year,  it  is  the  goal  of  this  department  to  increase  the  efficiency  of 
the  business  and  finance  functions  of  the  city,  and  to  assist  in  maintaining  the 
financial  health  of  the  city.

ASSESSORS  OFFICE 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  are  as  follows: 

Arthur  G.  Dean,  Chairman,  Eugene  S.  Winkler  and  Edgar  J.  Bellavance,  members. 
Mr.  Bellevance  was  appointed  on  March  14,  1978  by  Mayor  Arel  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  Mrs.  Dupont's  resignation. 

The  duty  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  is  to  see  that  department  policies  are  in 
compliance  with  state  law  and  the  regulations  of  the  State  Dept.  of  Revenue 
Administration.  The  Board  is  ultimately  responsible  for  all  assessments  and  must 
review  all  applications  for  exemption  from  taxes  as  well  as  act  as  a  Board  of  Appeals 
for  all  abatement  requests.  Regularly  scheduled  open  public  meetings  are  held  every 
Wednesday  afternoon  at  2  P.M.  Appointments  are  required  for  appearance  before  the 
board  and  may  be  easily  made  by  calling  the  department  staff  at  880-3301. 
Accommodating  appointments  at  times  other  than  Wednesdays  will  be  made  when 
necessary. 

The  Assessing  Department  staff  consists  of  a  chief  assessor,  an  assistant  chief 
assessor,  a  secretary/receptionist,  a  deed  and  transfer  clerk,  2  full-time  clerks  and  a 
map  draftsman.  Part  time  clerks  are  hired  as  needed.  This  staff  maintains  the 
ownership  and  assessment  records  of  the  city  including  tax  maps.  These  records  both 
historic  and  current  total  more  than  170,000  documents.  This  department's  tax  maps 
are  the  most  accurate  and  up-to-date  system  available  at  City  Hall. 

In  1977-1978,  the  staff  appraised  some  35-3/4  million  dollars  worth  of  new 
construction  (assessed  at  57%  or  20+  million)  and  processed  approximately  2,200 
transfers  of  ownership  including  about  750  map  changes.  We  also  maintain  the 
resident  tax  records  of  43,000  names  and  handle  some  12,000  changes  per  year. 

Nashua's  outstanding  growth  rate  continues.  Taxable  value  of  real  estate  increased 
from  $490,557,895.  in  1977  to  $510,956,395.  in  1978,  an  increase  of  $20,398,500. 
Property  values  consistently  rise  and  our  present  assessment  ratio  as  determined  by 
the  State  Dept.  of  Revenue  Administration  is  57%  as  compared  with  64%  in  1976. 

The  Board  processed  158  abatement  applications  during  the  year  with  75  being 
denied  and  83  being  granted.  279  elderly  taxpayers  qualified  for  exemption,  an 
increase  of  3  over  1977.  5,019  veterans  exemptions  were  processed,  218  more  than 
1977.  These  veterans  and  elderly  exemptions  total  $1,628,020. 

No  court  cases  came  to  trial  during  this  year.  There  were  4  hearings  before  the 
State  Board  of  Taxation  with  3  being  decided  in  favor  of  the  city  and  1  being  decided 
in  the  taxpayers  favor.

OFFICE  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 

In  terms  of  personnel  staffing,  1977  was  one  of  the  best  years  for  a  long  time.  For 
the  first  time  there  were  no  resignations  from  the  staff  during  the  year.  In  addition, 
two  additional  members  were  added  to  the  Health  Department.  Mr.  David  Tompkins, 
sanitarian  in  the  Environmental  Health  Service,  was  transferred  to  the  Environmental 
Health  Laboratory  as  technician  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  Miss  Christine 
Kuczynski  was  hired  to  fill  the  position  of  sanitarian  created  by  the  transfer.  In 
addition,  the  department  was  fortunate  in  obtaining  a  CETA  position  for  a  clinic 
aide.  These  personnel  actions  strengthened  the  Health  Department's  ability  to 
provide  services  to  a  great  degree. 

A  number  of  actions  occurred  affecting  the  Public  Health  Center.  Three  capital 
improvement  projects  for  the  building  were  submitted,  accepted  by  the  Capital 
Improvements  Committee,  and  given  various  priorities.  These  were  projects  to 
renovate  the  windows  and  lower  the  ceilings  throughout  the  building,  establish  a  new 
access  to  the  clinic  area  with  facilities  to  bring  handicapped  individuals  from  the 
street  down  into  the  clinic  area  and  finally,  to  aiicondition  the  building.  Another 
problem-termites-which  has  persisted  for  a  number  of  years  was  finally  corrected.  A 
local  pest  control  firm  termite-proofed  the  building  and  we  will  now  have  a  yearly 
inspection  and  maintenance  to  insure  continued  freedom  from  these  termites.  In 
addition,  the  citywide  centrex  telephone  system  went  into  operation  on  the  first  of 
August.  This  system,  together  with  the  available  WATS  lines  within  New  Hampshire, 
will  provide  more  efficient  and  economical  telephone  service  to  the  Department. 

The  Health  Department  and  Board  of  Health  continued  to  place  heavy  emphasis 
on  continuing  professional  education  and  development.  In  support  of  this  philos- 
ophy, Mrs.  Irene  Shea,  Chief  Public  Health  Nurse,  attended  a  course  entitled 
"Management  for  Nurses"  at  the  Harvard  School  of  Public  Health  during  the  year.  In 
addition,  Mr.  Haettenschwiller,  the  Director,  and  staff  from  both  the  Environmental 
Health  Service  and  Personal  Health  Service  attended  a  number  of  professional 
conferences  and  workshops.  Mr.  Haettenschwiller  and  Mrs.  Shea  also  participated  in  a 
number  of  human  service  activities  and  organizations,  including  the  Area  IV 
(Hillsborough  County)  Health  Systems  Agency  Council. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  Health  Department  recommended  an 
ordinance  which  was  introduced  and  passed  (0-77-260)  establishing  a  Board  of  Health 
Liaison  committee  of  one  member  from  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  the  Board  of 
Health.  This  will  provide  a  closer  link  between  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  in  the  future.  The  Health  Department,  through  its  Chairman's  Fund, 
continues  to  support  the  operation  of  the  Hotline  Telephone  Service.  This  service  was 
moved  during  the  year  from  the  Nashua  Youth  Council  to  Memorial  Hospital.  During 
the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  Director  spent  a  considerable  amount  of  time  assisting 
other  area  members  of  the  Nashua  Region  Emergency  Medical  Service  Council  to 
develop  a  1203  implementation  grant  for  a  Regional  Emergency  Medical  Service 
System.  Unfortunately,  this  grant  application  was  not  approved  by  HEW.  There  were 
a  number  of  meetings  and  discussions  with  representatives  of  the  NH  Division  of 
Public  Health  Services,  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  and  the  City  Clerk's  office  to  discuss 
various  ways  in  which  vital  statistics  forms,  particularly  burial  certificates  and  death 
certificates,  could  be  improved.  It  is  hoped  that  the  state  will  be  able  to  develop  a 
policy  and  procedures  manual  in  this  area  within  the  not  too  distant  future.  For  a 
short  period  of  time  during  the  year,  the  city  provided  space  to  St.  Joseph's 
Community  Service  at  the  Public  Health  Center  for  their  Seniors  Feeding  Program. 
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During  1977  a  considerable  amount  of  effort  on  the  part  of  the  public  health 
nursing  staff  was  devoted  to  improving  the  immunization  level  within  the  City  of 
Nashua.  A  national  program  has  been  launched  to  have  all  children  immunized 
against  childhood  diseases  by  October  1979.  In  hne  with  this  program,  the  Board  of 
Health  approved  a  change  in  its  policy  permitting  the  immunization  of  individuals  of 
all  age  levels  against  measles.  This  was  prompted  by  a  number  of  outbreaks  of  measles 
in  the  teenage  and  young  adult  groups  throughout  the  country,  indicating  that  this 
group  is  at  greater  risic  than  younger  children,  who  for  the  most  part,  have  received 
the  necessary  immunizations  against  measles  as  part  of  their  health  program  in  recent 
years. 

A  number  of  significant  activities  took  place  in  the  maternal  and  child  health  area. 
The  Visiting  Nurse  Association  and  the  Health  Department  discussed  a  program  to 
have  the  Health  Department  take  on  the  high-risk  infant  program.  At  the  present 
time,  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  of  Nashua  is  serving  to  a  limited  extent  in  this 
area  but  has  found  itself  in  financial  difficulties  because  much  of  the  work  cannot  be 
reimbursed.  The  Health  Department  feels  that  is  an  appropriate  area  for  them  and  is 
recommending  that  an  additional  position  of  public  health  nurse  specialist  be 
approved  and  a  competent  individual  hired  to  take  over  and  implement  this  program. 
Several  of  the  public  health  nurses  are  participating  in  community  activities  designed 
to  provide  health  education  to  parenting  groups  and  to  provide  assistance  in  the  local 
effort  to  control  and  prevent  child  abuse. 

In  order  to  improve  the  efficiency  of  the  Personal  Health  Service  operation  as  well 
as  to  use  staff  as  effectively  as  possible,  a  number  of  changes  were  made.  A  clinic  aide 
position  was  developed  and  approved.  Mrs.  Marcella  White  was  hired  under  the  CETA 
program  in  October  and  will  staff  the  clinic  on  a  full-time  basis  performing  routine 
clerical  and  other  non-nursing  duties.  This  will  permit  the  nursing  staff  to  use  their 
time  in  a  much  more  efficient  manner.  At  the  same  time,  the  operation  of  the  walk-in 
clinic  was  reduced  from  an  all-day  operation  to  an  afternoon  operation.  This  reduces 
the  necessity  of  scheduling  a  nurse  to  be  present  throughout  the  entire  day, 
permitting  them  more  time  to  devote  to  home  visits  and  school  health  activities. 
Other  items  which  were  accomplished  in  order  to  make  the  operation  of  the  Personal 
Health  Service  staff  more  effective  was  a  changeover  in  the  method  of  recording 
medical  information  to  a  "problem-oriented  health  record."  This  is  a  standard 
method  which  has  been  developed  throughout  the  health  area  to  improve  the 
usefulness  of  health  records.  We  have  also  established  a  closer  working  relationship 
with  the  Nashua  Visiting  Association  to  insure  that  we  are  not  duplicating  effort  with 
families  receiving  care  from  both  agencies. 

The  parochial  school  health  program  continued  to  absorb  a  considerable  portion 
of  time.  Discussions  continued  throughout  the  year  between  administrative  members 
of  the  school  department  and  health  department  as  well  as  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Education  and  Board  of  Health,  looking  into  the  possibility  of  surveying  the  two 
separate  school  health  programs  in  order  to  see  if  some  way  could  be  found  to  make 
the  system  more  cost  efficient  and  effective.  During  the  year  two  local  optometrists, 
who  had  served  for  a  number  of  years  as  school  optometrists,  submitted  their 
resignations.  Their  activities  were  taken  over  by  the  public  health  nurses. 

The  department  continues  to  provide  a  training  vehicle  for  nurse  students  from 
the  Catholic  Medical  Center  School  of  Nursing  in  Manchester,  as  well  as  the 
University  of  NH  School  of  Nursing  students,  who  are  participating  in  the  EBORN 
program  (E.xpanding  Baccalaureate  Opportunities  for  RNs).  The  Health  Department 
also  continued  its  past  practice  of  participating  in  the  Medi-Fair  at  the  Nashua  Mall 
and  the  public  screening  programs  for  diabetes  held  during  the  month  of  November 
at  the  Bank  of  New  Hampshire. 
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One  of  the  major  problem  areas  which  required  a  considerable  amount  of  staff 
time,  particularly  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year,  was  the  continuing  odor  problem 
from  the  local  tannery.  Renewed  interest  and  pressure  from  the  residents  in  the  area 
together  with  an  increased  willingness  of  the  city  administration  to  address  the 
problem,  resulted  in  an  agreement  between  the  tannery  and  the  city  to  hire  a 
consulting  firm,  The  Research  Corporation  of  New  England,  to  analyze  the  problem 
and  provide  a  report  with  recommendations.  This  followed  preliminary  evaluations  of 
the  situations  by  Health  Department  personnel  and  an  agreement  by  the  tannery  to 
take  corrective  action. 

Other  continuing  problem  areas  which  required  attention  of  the  Environmental 
Health  Service  were  odor  problems  at  a  dump  which  has  been  closed  for  some  time. 
This  dump  periodically  has  internal  fires  which  break  through  the  surface  and  create 
smoke  and  odors.  The  department  attempted  to  get  one  of  the  mall  areas  to  provide 
readily  accessible  toilets  to  the  public,  i.e.,  not  requiring  a  coin  to  operate  them.  This 
effort  was  unsuccessful  in  the  courts.  Adequate  and  sanitary  trash  storage  and 
disposal  continues  to  be  a  problem  in  the  city,  particularly  in  the  central  area.  It  is 
particularly  acute  during  the  winter  and  early  spring  when  the  snow  melts.  Because  of 
the  widespread  use  of  plastic  bags  for  storing  trash  and  the  number  of  cats  and  dogs 
running  loose,  many  of  these  bags  are  torn  and  trash  strewed  around  the  area, 
creating  a  nuisance.  This  requires  large  amounts  of  time  by  Health  Department  and 
other  city  staff  to  obtain  corrective  action.  The  leachate  pollution  from  the  city 
sanitary  landfill  continued  to  be  a  problem  and  recommendations  were  made  to  the 
DPW  that  an  engineering  firm  be  hired  to  study  this  situation  in  detail  and  provide 
short  and  long-term  recommendations  for  corrective  action. 

Another  significant  item  was  the  transfer  of  David  Tompkins  from  the  position  of 
sanitation  to  position  of  environmental  laboratory  technician  and  the  consequent 
development  of  improved  laboratory  procedures  and  testing.  In  addition,  several 
items  of  new  laboratory  equipment  were  purchased.  These  actions  are  designed  to 
injure  that  the  laboratory  activities  being  performed  at  the  Health  Department  meet 
the  standards  of  the  new  federal  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act,  which  requires  the 
maintenance  of  specific  minimum  standards  in  order  for  environmental  laboratories 
to  be  accredited.  Mr.  Tompkins  is  working  closely  with  the  state  water  laboratory 
director  to  insure  that  we  will  meet  accreditation  standards. 

Several  other  major  projects  took  place  during  the  year.  There  was  a  continuing 
emphasis  on  the  swimming  pool  sanitation  inspection  program  during  the  summer 
months.  In  conjunction  with  this  program,  a  change  was  made  in  the  pool  water 
bacteriological  analysis  from  the  standard  method  of  testing  for  coliform  organisms 
to  a  more  accurate  method  of  testing  for  staphylococcus  and  pseudomonas 
organisms.  As  a  result  of  our  concentrated  efforts,  we  have  determined  that  a  number 
of  pools  are  not  meeting  acceptable  standards.  Our  efforts  will  be  continued  next 
year  to  insure  that  all  these  pools  are  upgraded.  In  support  of  this  activity,  we  again 
conducted  a  training  workshop  for  pool  operators.  In  addition,  we  continued  the 
rodent  control  activities  during  the  summer  months  using  additional  summer  student 
personnel.  An  Environmental  Health  Service  Operations  and  Procedures  Manual  was 
developed  to  provide  a  readily  accessible  and  comprehensive  resource  to  current  and 
future  sanitarians.  The  health  officer  has  continued  over  the  year  to  provide  advice 
and  recommendations  to  the  Hudson  health  officer. 

The  department  supported  House  Bill  114,  which  was  an  attempt  to  establish  a 
food  service  licensing  program  throughout  the  state  of  New  Hampshire.  Unfor- 
tunately, in  spite  of  a  favorable  recommendation  from  the  House  Committee  on 
Health  and  Welfare,  it  was  opposed  and  defeated  on  the  floor.  We  also  continued  our 
past  practice  of  providing  lectures  and  on-the-job  orientation  to  the  food  service 
students  attending  Rivier  College.

It  is  our  pleasure  to  present  this  report  to  you  on  behalf  of  the  Police  Department 
of  the  City  of  Nashua.  The  intent  of  this  report  is  to  provide,  through  pictorial 
highlights,  graphic  displays  and  statistical  data,  a  narrative  of  the  Police  Department 
and  its  role  of  providing  a  high  level  of  performance  in  the  year  1977. 

It  is  noted,  with  pride,  that  there  has  been  a  1  percent  decrease  in  major  crime 
over  the  last  two  years.  Whereas  the  City  has  experienced  a  decrease  in  crime, 
requests  for  police  service  have  increased  17  percent  over  the  same  period  of  time.  A 
high  degree  of  cooperation  between  citizens  and  the  pohce  has  helped  to  achieve  this 
decrease  in  crime.  To  maintain  this  trend,  it  is  imperative  that  the  spirit  of 
cooperation  be  continued  and  that  concerted  efforts  be  made  to  increase  this  sphere 
of  cooperation. 

The  well-trained  police  officer  is  a  prime  requisite  to  police-community 
cooperation.  The  Department,  cognizant  of  this,  is  continually  up-grading  training 
programs  that  are  provided  to  officers  and  police  recruits.  Realized  from  this  training 
are  officers  who  are  poised  and  expedient  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  Public 
awareness  of  this  level  of  performance  has  placed  their  confidence  in  the  Department 
and  fostered  cooperation. 

It  is  with  this  pledge  of  continued  cooperation  that  this  report  is  submitted.

CHIEF'S  MESSAGE 

The  rapid  growth  of  Nashua  and  surrounding  areas  has  created  highway  safety 
problems  that  are  quite  evident.  Attributable  to  this  growth  are  increases  in  traffic 
accidents  and  related  injuries  and  deaths,  traffic  slow-downs  at  peak  travel  periods 
and  other  traffic  related  problems.  Better  designed  streets  and  highways  may  lessen 
these  problems  to  a  degree,  but  only  through  public  awareness  to  highway  safety  and 
obeyance  of  traffic  laws  will  highway  safety  be  brought  to  an  acceptable  level. 

The  Police  Department  has  initiated  a  safety  campaign  through  the  local  schools 
stressing  the  need  for  the  young,  as  well  as  adults,  to  use  caution  in  travel,  whether  it 
be  by  foot,  bicycle,  or  motorized  vehicle.  It  is  our  desire  that  through  this  approach, 
the  young,  as  they  reach  driving  age,  will  be  conscious  of  highway  safety  as  they 
acquire  access  to  motor  vehicles. 

Reaffirming  the  need  for  greater  highway  safety,  the  Nashua  Police  Department 
will  place  emphasis  on  the  enforcement  of  highway  traffic  laws  in  the  future  year  and 
also  request  that  the  public  use  caution  and  promote  highway  safety  through  the 
practice  of  safe  driving  habits.

a.  Employees 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  thirty-two  (32)  individuals  were  hired  as 
new  employees,  twenty  (20)  employees  resigned  or  were  terminated;  two  (2) 
employees  died,  and  two  (2)  employees  retired.  Twenty-two  of  the  new  employees 
hired  during  this  period  were  transferred  from  the  CETA  program  as  vacancies 
occurred  in  the  regular  work  force.  Organization  of  the  Traffic  Division  was 
implemented  during  this  period  with  a  staff  of  six  which  included  the  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures. 

At  years  end  there  were  one  hundred  eighty  (180)  regular  full  time  and  one  (1) 
regular  part-time  employee  on  the  payroll  of  the  Public  Works  Department. 

b.  Injuries 

From  July  1,  1977  to  June  30,  1978  a  total  of  one  hundred  forty-one  (141) 
injuries  of  all  categories  were  sustained  by  personnel  of  the  department.  Personnel 
engaged  in  collecting  refuse  were  subjected  to  the  majority  of  injuries  reported.

d.  Snow  Removal  and  Ice  Control 

The  first  snowfall  of  the  winter  season,  three  inches,  occurred  on  November  28, 
1977  with  the  final  snowfall  of  one  inch  occurring  on  March  16,  1978.  A  total 
accumulation  of  seventy-five  inches  of  snow  was  reported  locally.  Snowfall  measured 
four  inches  or  more  on  seven  of  the  thirteen  storms  of  a  measurable  accumulation. 

Snow  plowing  operations  were  conducted  on  eight  occasions  and  snow  removal  of 
the  downtown  business  area  was  conducted  on  three  occasions  following  the  major 
storms  of  the  season. 

The  heaviest  snowfall  of  the  season  occurred  during  the  period  February  6  to 
February  8  when  twenty-one  inches  were  recorded. 

From  November,  1977  through  February,  1978  a  total  of  3464.42  tons  of  road 
salt  and  3888.20  tons  of  sand  were  used  for  ice  control  on  City  Streets  for  a  total 
cost  of  $75,254.73. 


e.  Traffic  Division  Activities 

During  the  fall  of  1977,  Acting  Mayor  Donald  C.  Davidson  established  a  Traffic 
Division  as  part  of  the  Public  Works  Department  of  the  City  of  Nashua,  to  finance 
the  operation  of  this  new  division  the  Board  passed  a  supplemental  budget  in  1977. 

This  Division  has  the  following  personnel: 

a.  Traffic  Division  Supervisor 

b.  Traffic  Light  Technician 

c.  Parking  Meter  Technician  (who  also  serves  as  Sealer  of  Weights  &  Measures) 

d.  Sign  Fabricator  (who  also  serves  as  BPW  Street  Department  Stockroom 
attendant) 

e.  Sign  Installation  Man 

f.  One  Laborer 

NOTE:  In  addition  to  the  above,  additional  laborers  from  the  BPW  Street  Division 
are  assigned  when  needed  to  assist  on  such  projects  as  street  and  crosswalk  painting, 
painting  traffic  light  poles,  erection  of  safety  barricades,  safety  brush  cutting  and 
cleaning  of  City  parking  lots.

DEPARTMENTAL  REVENUE 

The  fiscal  year  ended  with  a  total  revenue  from  the  City  Clerk's  Office  of 
$1,424,073.63,  an  increase  of  $216,573.97  over  the  previous  fiscal  year.  This  total 
included  $1,359,186.50  for  53,814  auto  permit  fees,  $15,743.00  for  the  filing,  and 
in  some  cases  preparation,  of  15,743  auto  titles.  $14,999.08  was  collected  in  dog 
licenses;  this  includes  526  licenses  for  the  1977  license  year,  2,228  licenses  for  the 
1978  license  year  and  5  kennel  licenses.  The  increase  in  money  received  for  dog 
licenses  reflects  mostly  the  increase  in  license  fees  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
and  not  necessarily  an  increase  in  the  dog  population.  The  balance  of  the  money 
collected  by  this  office  covered  the  various  permits,  licenses,  certified  records  and  the 
filing  of  commercial  code  contracts  handled  by  this  department. 

ALDERMANIC  LEGISLATION 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  several  important  measures  were  adopted;  among  them 
was  a  change  of  governing  manual  for  the  Board  of  Aldermen  from  Robert's  Rules  of 
Order  to  Mason's  Manual  of  Legislative  Procedure.  Purchasing  procedures  were 
established  for  the  City,  and  fee  schedules  were  established  for  electrical  permits, 
building  permits  and  plumbing  permits.  Several  important  zoning  changes  were  made 
in  various  areas  of  the  city.  Publication  of  campaign  contributions  was  mandated  by 
legislation  passed  during  this  fiscal  year,  and  the  position  of  Vice  President  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  was  established. 

Several  Federal  Grants  were  applied  for  including  the  Community  Development 
Block  Grant,  a  Grant  for  a  feasibility  study  for  development  of  low-head  hydro 
power  over  two  Nashua  dams,  and  Grants  for  the  design  of  secondary  treatment 
facilities  and  storm  drains.  Section  8  Housing  Goals  were  established,  and  application 
was  made  for  preliminary  loans  for  low  rent  public  housing.  Three  important 
committees  were  established:  the  Animal  Welfare  and  Control  Study  Committee,  the 
Committee  to  Redistrict  the  City,  and  the  Growth  Study  Commission. 

ELECTIONS 

A  Special  Municipal  Election  was  held  July  26,  1977  to  bring  in  the  vote  on  the 
Referendum  Question  Relative  to  the  Vacancy  in  the  Office  of  Mayor  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  the  General  Court,  and  also  to  bring  in  the  vote  for  a 
replacement  in  the  Office  of  Representative  for  Ward  Fight  to  the  General  Court  for 
the  unexpired  term  of  John  W.  Sing.  The  vote  was  returned  in  favor  of  the 
Referendum  Question  which  established  new  succession  provisions  in  the  Office  of 
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Mayor,  and  Mrs.  Yvette  Chagnon  was  elected  to  the  General  Court. 

The  General  Municipal  Election  was  held  November  8,  1977,  with  Mayor  Maurice 
Arel  garnering  9270  votes  over  his  opponent's  6466  votes.  Several  new  Members  for 
Wards  Two,  Three,  Four,  Six,  Seven,  Eight  and  Nine  were  seated  on  the  Board  of 
Aldermen.  In  the  Removal  Election  Donald  C.  Davidson  retained  his  seat  as 
Alderman-at-Large  with  a  total  vote  of  4785  while  his  opponents  Edward  A.  Carter 
received  3004  votes  and  Leonard  L.  Dobens  had  a  total  vote  of  3040.  The  total 
number  of  votes  cast  in  this  election  was  16,005  which  was  fifty-three  percent  of  the 
registered  voters. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 
A  total  of  1902  births  were  recorded  during  this  fiscal  year,  an  increase  of  51  over 
the  previous  fiscal  year.  There  were  sixty-six  less  marriage  licenses  issued  this  fiscal 
year;  the  total  this  year  being  821.  A  total  of  643  deaths  were  recorded  this  fiscal 
year  as  opposed  to  629  for  the  same  previous  fiscal  period. 

I  speak  for  the  staff  when  I  say  that  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  serve  the  public 
during  this  past  fiscal  year,  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  a  continued  pleasant 
relationship  with  those  who  must  do  business  with  our  office.

The  change  in  Administration  during  the  past  fiscal  year  engendered  a  heavy 
schedule  of  meetings  as  well  as  many  meetings  of  the  various  special  and  ad  hoc 
committees  causing  the  Messenger's  Office  to  be  kept  very  busy  with  the  delivery  of 
many  agendas,  communications,  notices,  etc.  in  accordance  with  local  ordinance. 

The  interior  of  the  City  HaU  was  completely  painted  and  furniture  from  the  first 
Nashua  City  Hall  located  at  120  Main  Street  was  refinished  and  is  now  on  display  in 
the  lobby  with  several  volumes  of  early  records. 

An  art  series  specially  commissioned  by  the  Krueger  Family  of  the  Bookstores  of 
Nashua  to  celebrate  America's  Bicentennial  and  presented  to  the  City  by  the  Trow 
News  Agency  was  hung  for  public  view  along  the  central  stairway.  These  are  pen  and 
ink  drawings  of  activities  in  the  thirteen  original  colonies  done  by  artist  Gene  Matras. 
Plans  for  the  introduction  of  a  computer  system,  formulated  in  the  previous  fiscal 
year,  got  underway,  and  location  of  the  units  will  continue  in  the  next  few  months. 
The  Code  Enforcement  and  Printing  Departments  were  relocated,  and  the 
Purchasing  office  was  redivided  for  more  efficiency  and  convenience.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

1977-1978 

In  the  past  year,  the  Planning  Board  has  continued  to  plan  for  the  future  needs  of 
the  City  through  long  range  planning  efforts  and  its  administration  of  various  federal 
grant-in-aid  programs. 

The  Planning  Board  reviewed  and  approved  a  total  of  150  subdivision  plans  and 
79  site  plans.  Subdivision  plans  approved  include  28  boundary  plans,  31  minor  lot 
line  relocations,  47  subdivisions,  30  consolidation  plans  and  14  preliminary  plans. 
Site  plans  which  were  reviewed  and  approved  include  21  plans  for  new  or  expanded 
industries,  27  plans  for  commercial  enterprises,  11  plans  for  multi-family  develop- 
ment, and  20  plans  for  pubHc  and  semi-public  uses.  The  Planning  Board  also  reviewed 
and  made  recommendations  on  numerous  amendments  to  the  Zoning  and  Sub- 
division ordinances  including  an  ordinance  which  was  enacted  to  require  sixty 
thousand  square  foot  lots  in  areas  where  no  public  water  or  sewers  exist. 

The  Planning  Department  has  continued  to  work  closely  with  many  aldermanic 
committees  and  other  City  boards  and  commissions  to  provide  them  with  staff 
assistance  including:  the  Planning  Economic  Development  Committee,  Traffic 
Committee,  Conservation  Commission,  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment,  Park- 
Recreation  Commission  and  Lands  and  Buildings  Committee.  Through  the  Land  and 
Buildings  Committee,  the  staff  has  secured,  coordinated  and  administered  the 
$6,159,000  Economic  Development  Administration  federal  grant  for  funding  of  the 
Cypress  Lane  Storm  Drains,  new  Police  Station,  new  Public  Works  Garage,  new 
District  Courthouse  and  the  new  Municipal  Parking  Garage  on  High  Street.  The 
Cypress  Lane  Storm  Drains  have  been  completed  and  the  remaining  projects  are 
scheduled  for  completion  in  January,  1979.  Staff  assistance  to  the  Traffic  Committee 
has  included  signalization  and  signing,  as  well  as  the  coordination  of  the  new  Main 
Street  resignalization  which  is  scheduled  to  be  installed  in  the  summer  of  1979. 

The  Planning  Department  has  also  coordinated  and  administered  the  HUD 
Community  Development  Program  funding  which  this  year  totaled  $664,000.  Major 
projects  undertaken  through  this  program  include  the  new  Crown  Hill  Swimming 
Pool  adjacent  to  the  Collins  Center  on  Burke  Street,  the  Grand  Avenue  Storm  Drains, 
a  second  phase  of  Main  Street  sidewalk  and  landscaping  improvements,  construction 
of  the  new  library  parking  lot,  completion  of  the  Central  Nashua  Sounding  Board 
plan,  and  publication  of  a  historic  brochure  for  the  north  end  of  town. 

The  Central  Nashua  Sounding  Board  study  continued  to  consume  a  sizable 
percentage  of  staff  time  but  the  end  result  has  been  well  worth  the  effort  since  the 
issues  raised  and  presented  in  the  printed  plan  have  received  widespread  public 
exposure  and  support  necessary  to  insure  execution  of  the  recommended  projects. 
Efforts  towards  implementation  of  many  of  the  Central  Nashua  plans  have  already 
begun  including  the  initiation  of  a  locational  study  for  another  crossing  of  the 
Nashua  River,  upgrading  of  the  irmer-city  streets,  sidewalks  and  schools,  and  the 
development  of  neighborhood  tot  lots. 

Other  federal  programs  which  the  Planning  Department  has  administered  include: 
the  Department  of  Transportation's  Highway  safety  program  and  the  Department  of 
the  Interior's  Land  and  Water  Conservation  fund. 
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NASHUA  DISTRICT  COURT 


Purposes  and  Activities  of  Department 

The  Nashua  District  Court  services,  in  addition  to  the  City  of  Nashua,  the  towns 
of  Hudson,  Hollis,  and  Litchfield,  and  the  town  of  Pelham  for  civil  matters.  The 
purposes  and  activities  of  the  court  are  set  forth  in  New  Hampshire  Statutes,  RSA 
502-A,  503,504andl69. 

The  salaries  of  the  Justice,  Associate  Justice,  Special  Justice,  Clerk  and  Deputy 
Clerk  of  the  court  are  set  by  the  Administrative  Committee  of  the  District  and 
Municipal  Courts,  an  agency  of  the  State.  This  budget  does  not  include  all 
expenditures  of  the  court.  In  addition  to  the  appropriations,  the  court  spends  a 
portion  of  its  revenues  from  fines  directly,  free  of  city  control.  In  addition,  other 
amounts  are  transmitted  to  the  State  Director  of  Motor  Vehicles  and  other  agencies 
in  accordance  with  law.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  court  has  turned  over  to  the  city 
$287,921.31  in  fines  in  this  fiscal  year.

The  fiscal  year,  July  1,  1977  to  July  1,  1978,  ended  with  a  surplus  balance  of 
$2,204,948.  Of  this  amount,  $1,404,948  was  used  to  reduce  the  1978-1979  budgeted 
appropriation  requirements.  Following  Mayor  Arel's  recommendation  for  every 
possible  budget  constraint,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  approved  a  budget  with  a  very 
modest  increase  in  the  tax  rate  of  4.3%  or  $2.30/M.  This  was  accomplished  without 
any  impairment  in  services  to  the  general  public  and  in  spite  of  the  8%  inflationary 
factor  in  our  general  economy.  We  must  be  aware  of  the  tremendous  increased  costs 
of  energy,  transportation  and  labor. 


The  implementation  of  twice-a-year  tax  collections  in  1972-1973,  has  proved  to 
be  a  very  positive  decision.  This  decision  negated  any  need  for  a  short  term 
borrowing  for  current  expenses.  As  a  result,  our  cash  flow  is  more  than  adequate  in 
meeting  our  appropriated  expenditures  and,  in  addition,  provides  an  investment  base 
for  earning  interest  on  Certificates  of  Deposit,  Treasury  Bills  and  Repurchase 
Agreements.  During  fiscal  1977-1978  our  interest  income  exceeded  $700,000.  It  is 
expected  that  fiscal  1978-1979  will  result  in  an  interest  income  of  over  $1,000,000. 


The  credit  rating  for  the  City  of  Nashua  is  AA-1.  Predicated  on  the  completion  of 
our  secondary  water  pollution  projects,  we  will  apply  for  the  highest  rate  possible, 
AAA-1,  and  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  we  will  succeed.  At  most  recent 
bond  issue  on  September  1,  1978  for  the  Amherst  Street  School  construction,  the 
Crowley  School  land  negotiations  and  various  Sewer  and  Drainage  projects,  our  rate 
of  interest  was  5.299%,  the  lowest  rate  on  all  issues  by  any  municipality  on  the  east 
coast. 


Our  total  Bonded  Debt  as  of  June  30,  1978  is  $33,600,000.  This  amount  is  well 
within  prudent  restraints  that  should  control  any  community  long  term  capital  debt. 
Lawton  D.  Chandler,  the  Dean  of  Tax  Commissioners,  has  frequently  stated  that  no 
community  should  exceed  5%  of  their  equalized  valuation  base.  The  City  of  Nashua 
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is  well  within  the  limitations  of  our  base  value.  The  reader  can  be  assured  that  any 
proximity  to  the  hmitation  would  be  of  the  greatest  concern  to  their  elected  officials. 


The  objectives  of  the  Treasurer-Tax  Collector  Department  are  constantly  to 
improve  money  managing  techniques.  Careful  cash  flow  planning  in  both  receipts  and 
expenditures  will  insure  maximum  interest  income  with  timely  deposits  and  planned 
disbursing  procedures. 


In  addition  to  the  collection  of  revenues  and  taxes,  it  is  our  responsibility  to 
oversee  the  use  and  administration  of  some  3.8  million  dollars  in  various  Trust  Funds. 
Following  is  a  list  of  Trust  Funds  to  be  used  for  purposes  as  prescribed  by  state 
statute:

Appointed  Trustees  direct  the  use  of  these  funds  as  prescribed  by  statute.  The 
administration  of  these  funds  is  directed  through  the  Treasury.  Earnings  on 
investments  in  the  various  cemetery  funds  are  used  to  alleviate  operating  costs.  The 
sale  of  lots  is  also  used,  in  part,  to  defray  costs  of  operations.  The  balance  of  these 
revenues  are  capitalized,  having  as  an  objective  a  self-sustaining  base  that  will 
eliminate  all  costs  at  some  point  in  future  time.  Presently,  57%  of  cemetery  costs  is 
offset  by  income  from  cemetery  sources. 


In  summation,  the  City  of  Nashua  is  fiscally  sound  with  an  adequate  cash  flow 
base  and  a  detailed  line  item  budgetary  control  system.  We  are  not  unmindful  of 
what  other  communities  in  New  England  are  doing  and  we  sincerely  believe  that  we 
are  second  to  none.

318  CITY  OF  NASHUA 

The  newly  established  five  (5)  member  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  endeavored 
to  convert  the  Nashua  Fire  Department  from  a  typical  suppression  organization  to  a 
Fire  Department  whose  goal  is  to  "Protect  Life  and  Property"  through  Prevention 
and  Engineering  as  well  as  Fire  Suppression.  The  commencement  toward  this  goal 
was  hiring  an  experienced  administrative  chief  who  manages  with  a  business  approach 
to  the  fire  service. 

Reviving  ladder  companies,  arranging  management  and  personnel  supervision 
courses  for  all  officers,  utilizing  federal  funds  such  as  through  C.E.T.A.  and  matching 
funds  are  only  a  few  of  the  steps  taken  to  rejuvenate  the  Nashua  Fire  Department. 
The  Superintendents  and  various  division  heads  contribute  substantially  to  this 
modern  management  concept  of  business  practices  for  the  fire  service. 

There  are  now  scheduled  maintenance  of  apparatus  and  fire  alarm  circuits  and 
monthly  training  programs.  Records  and  reports  are  being  developed  for  better 
accountabiUty  and  management  decision  making  based  on  facts.  Standards  have  been 
initiated  as  guides  for  both  personnel  and  commissioners.  Testing  of  new  personnel  is 
performed  to  assure  the  future  firefighter  has  sufficient  mechanical  aptitude  and 
comprehension.  Various  other  screening  is  also  accomplished  during  the  hiring 
process.  New  employees  must  be  capable  of  more  than  just  fighting  fire.  Skills  in 
prevention  and  protection  adaptability  are  also  sought.  Teamwork  with  both  labor 
and  management  pitching  in  together  toward  a  common  goal,  "Protection  of  Life  and 
Property",  will  make  Nashua  Fire  Department  the  pride  of  its  City. 

TRAINING  DIVISION 

The  Training  Division  has  held  260  3-hour  training  sessions  for  members  of  the 
Fire  Department.  The  firefighters  were  instructed  in  the  following  categories:  first 
aid,  rope  evolutions,  resuscitator,  manual  resuscitation,  pump  evolution,  ladders, 
ventilation,  rescue  via  ropes,  stretchers,  fire  streams,  rescue  tools,  masks, 
extinguishers,  salvage,  arson,  laying  lines,  prefire  planning,  size-up,  forcible  entry, 
transportation  of  injured,  flammable  liquid  fires,  and  LP  gas  fires. 

Officer  training  has  also  been  stressed.  Special  sessions  have  been  held  for  this 
purpose.  A  Fire  Department  management  training  course  was  taught  by  Professor 
George  Shagory  of  Rivier  College. 

We  have  just  introduced  Standards  for  Firefighter  Professional  Qualifications 
according  to  the  N.F.P.A.  Code  No.  1001.  The  recent  training  sessions  have  been 
conducted  according  to  this  code. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  training  sessions,  there  have  been  many  specialized 
training  seminars.  These  have  included  such  subjects  as  structural  firefighting, 
chlorine,  pumps,  fire  &  wire,  forest  fire  fighting,  vehicle  rescue  course  (extrication), 
CPR,  and  the  FIFI-A  and  FIFI-B  programs. 

Three  weeks  Basic  Training  classes  were  held  for  24  new  recruits  during  this  12 
month  period.  Four  other  new  recruits  were  sent  to  the  State  of  N.H.  Fire  Service 
Training  Fire  Academy-Recruit  School  in  Concord,  N.H. 

The  Training  Officer  has  sat  on  many  oral  boards  during  this  period.  He  has  also 
taught  new  recruits  in  surrounding  communities.  He  is  a  Commissioner  of  Fire 
Service  Minimum  Standards  Commission.  During  the  course  of  the  year,  he  has  given 
talks  and  demonstrations  to  nursing  schools,  hospitals,  industries,  various  city 
schools,  and  other  organizations. 

FIRE  PREVENTION  BUREAU 

The  Nashua  Fire  Department  responded  to  2,012  calls  for  help  this  year. 

During  the  year  1977-1978,  a  total  of  9,000  calls  were  made  on  the  inspection  of 
dwellings,  mercantile,  manufacturing  plants,  schools,  places  of  assembly,  and  many 
other  locations.  The  accomplishments  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Bureau  were  many,  but 
not  without  the  cooperation  of  the  various  agencies  placed  at  its  disposal. 
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We  are  grateful  for  the  cooperation  extended  this  Bureau  from  the  officials  of 
various  manufacturing  plants,  the  merchants,  the  administrators  of  institutions,  the 
owners  and  occupants  of  dwellings  in  which  recommendations  have  been  carried  out. 

To  the  News  Media,  our  grateful  appreciation  for  assistance  given  this  Bureau  in 
conveying  the  message  of  fire  prevention  to  the  people  of  Nashua,  N.H.  We  are 
particularly  pleased  with  the  cooperation  of  the  School  Department  in  establishing  a 
smoke  drill  program  in  Nashua's  School  System.  Re-establishing  the  home  inspection 
program  has  proven  most  beneficial. 

FIRE  ALARM  DIVISION 

The  Fire  Alarm  Division  is  responsible  for  the  reception  and  transmission  of  all 
alarms  of  fire  and  the  proper  transfer  of  all  business  telephone  calls.  We  are  also 
responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  422  fire  alarm  boxes  (189  master  boxes  and  233 
street  boxes)  on  11  circuits  with  a  total  wire  plant  of  148.7  miles  of  wire  and  cable. 

During  the  past  year,  many  improvements  were  instituted  in  the  Fire  Alarm 
Division.  We  started  a  better  record  keeping  system  for  all  boxes,  to  help  us  better 
identify  problem  areas  and  keep  a  better  record  of  each  time  a  box  was  transmitted 
for  an  alarm  or  test.  Also,  we  installed  a  new  20  circuit  solid  state  fire  alarm  control 
panel.  We  are  now  working  on  the  outside  wire  plant,  splitting  the  circuits.  We  also 
added  a  dispatcher,  bringing  the  total  to  8  so  that  we  would  have  two  men  on  duty 
twenty-four  hours  a  day. 

We  are  now  formulating  a  five-year  plan  for  the  replacement  of  the  main  trunk 
cable  on  Main  Street.  The  cable  now  in  use  was  installed  in  the  early  to  middle 
1950's.  Also,  approved  in  the  coming  fiscal  year,  is  a  change  in  the  radio  frequency  to 
improve  our  radio  communications  with  other  units  throughout  the  city.  In  the 
coming  fiscal  year,  we  are  also  going  to  recable  Northeastern  Boulevard  in  order  to 
meet  the  needs  of  both  the  residential  and  industrial  growth  in  that  area. 

There  are  many  tests  and  maintenance  procedures,  monitoring  our  general 
operating  procedures  performed  in  order  to  maintain  a  high  degree  of  efficiency  in 
handling  emergencies  as  well  as  day  to  day  problems.  Because  of  the  growth  of  the 
city,  the  increasing  number  of  emergencies,  and  the  changing  structure  of  the 
department  itself,  the  fire  alarm  division  is  constantly  re-evaluating  itself  to  be  sure 
that  our  operations  keep  pace  with  the  city  and  with  the  department  growth. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Division  maintains  all  records  that  are  necessary  and  follows  the 
recommendations  of  the  National  Fire  Protection  Association  as  closely  as  possible. 

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  CHIEF  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 

We,  the  Fire  Department  personnel  regularly  observe  the  human  anguish  and 
hardship  caused  to  family  and  business  as  a  result  of  fire.  This  brief  appeal  is  to  ask 
for  your  active  participation  in  eliminating  fire  hazards  and  causes  and  to  heed  the 
Nashua  Fire  Department's  advice  throughout  the  year  on  how  to  minimize  Loss  of 
Life  and  Property. 

The  other  guy  will  get  it  not  me!!!  NOT  SO...  The  average  is  that  each  American 
will  experience  THREE  fires  in  his  or  her  lifetime.  We  do  not  want  you  or  the  other 
guy  to  rely  on  luck.  Beat  the  Law  of  Averages  by  developing  fire  safe  living  habits. 
Call  us  if  you  need  our  help  for  an  Emergency,  or  for  Prevention  and  Protection 
recommendations. 

Last  year  approximately  2,000  fewer  Americans  lost  their  lives  than  in  previous 
years  because  they  installed  smoke  detectors,  a  good  example  of  heeding  Fire  Service 
recommendations.  See  you  next  year;  or,  have  you  already  experienced  three  fires?

TRUSTEE'S  REPORT

the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Nashua,  and 
the  Citizens  of  the  City  of  Nashua 

On  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  of 
Nashua,  the  Chairman  is  privileged  to  present  the  Trustee's  Report  for  the  year  July 
1,  1977  through  June  30,  1978. 

A  YEAR  OF  ACHIEVEMENT 

A  significant  array  of  tasks  faced  the  Nashua  Public  Library  during  the  year, 
among  them  the  challenge  of  offering  adequate  library  services  during  a  period  of 
continued  intlation  and  rising  energy  costs,  and  of  staffing  the  busiest  public  library 
in  northern  New  England. 

TRUST  FUNDS  SUPPLEMENT  BUDGET 

The  Trustees  approved  the  expenditure  of  many  hundreds  of  dollars  of  income 
from  various  Trust  Funds  for  library  books,  lighting  improvements  in  front  of  the 
library,  protective  fencing  surrounding  the  library's  air  condition-units,  improvements 
at  the  Chandler  Branch  Library  and  for  many  other  library  projects.  The  cost  of  these 
projects  would  otherwise  be  borne  by  Nashua  taxpayers. 

TRUST  FUND  INVESTMENTS  REVIEWED  BY  CITY  TREASURER 

At  the  request  of  the  Trustees,  the  City  Treasurer,  Irving  J.  Gallant,  reviewed  the 
current  portfolio  of  investments  of  trust  funds  now  held  largely  in  bonds  maturing  in 
1983.  Mr.  Gallant  recommended  that  no  changes  be  made  until  1983  when  the  bonds 
are  redeemed  at  par  and  the  proceeds  may  then  be  reinvested  in  bonds  yielding  a 
higher  rate  of  interest  than  those  now  held  in  the  funds. 

CENTREX  SYSTEM  SHELVED 

A  proposed  city-wide  Centrex  Telephone  System  was  reviewed  by  the  Trustees 
who  decided  that  there  were  no  significant  advantages  in  such  a  system  for  the  library 
and  that  it  could  possibly  lead  to  higher  monthly  telephone  bills.  The  Director  was 
requested  to  continue  to  monitor  the  effectiveness  of  the  system  for  other  City 
Departments  and  to  inform  the  Trustees  of  any  possible  advantages  for  joining  the 
system  at  a  later  date. 
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TRUSTEE  RE-ELECTED 

In  joint  convention  with  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  held  on  March  28,  1978,  the 
Trustees  unanimously  re-elected  Trustee  Elwin  A.  March  for  a  new  seven-year  term 
ending  on  March  31,  1985.  The  Trustees  commended  Mr.  March  for  his  many  years 
of  conscientious  service  as  a  Trustee. 

PERSONNEL  APPOINTMENTS 

During  the  year  the  Trustees  made  several  personnel  appointments,  including 
Stanley  N.  Walker,  Supervisor  of  the  Art/Music/Film  Department;  Stephanie  J. 
Minteer,  Supervisor  of  Children's  Services;  Judith  O.  Carnes,  Business  and  Municipal 
Librarian;  and  Patricia  J.  Lang,  Home  Services  Librarian. 

TRUST  FUNDS 

In  April,  1978,  the  Board  was  advised  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Nashua  Public 
Library  have  been  named  as  a  beneficiary  under  the  will  of  Genevieve  P.  Nesmith, 
widow  of  Walter  S.  Nesmith,  who  served  on  this  Board  for  many  years. 

The  Board  continues  to  recognize  the  debt  of  gratitude  we  all  owe  to  the  donors 
of  trust  funds,  the  income  from  which  has  allowed  us  to  purchase  some  of  the 
additions  to  library  services  which  could  not  be  secured  through  the  annual  budget. 
The  Board  continues  its  policy  of  refusing  to  allow  trust  income  to  take  the  place  of 
proper  municipal  support  of  the  library.  The  Board  believes  this  policy  is  in  keeping 
with  the  intent  of  our  generous  donors. 

TRUSTEES  AND  COMMUNITY  SUPPORT  CITED 

The  Chairman  of  the  Board  is  again  appreciative  of  the  continued  time  and  effort 
expended  by  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  attempting  to  improve  our 
library  services.  We  appreciate  the  interest  and  support  of  the  citizens  of  Nashua  and 
the  continued  excellent  performance  of  the  library  staff,  without  whom  we  could  not 
provide  quality  service  to  the  community.  We  are  hopeful  that  wise  management  of 
budgeted  funds  will  allow  the  library  to  continue  to  offer  such  services  during  the 
years  ahead.

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

NORTHERN  NEW  ENGLAND'S  MOST  POPULAR  LIBRARY 

During  the  past  year,  the  Nashua  Public  Library  continued  to  be  northern  New 
England's  most  popular  library,  circulating  well  over  516,000  items  and  answering 
over  23,000  questions.  Over  11,000  persons  watched  290  films  shown  in  the  library 
during  the  year,  while  more  than  25 1 ,000  viewed  films  borrowed  from  the  library  for 
showing  in  the  community. 

NASHUANS  CONTINUE  TO  QUESTION  THEIR  LIBRARY 

The  extent  to  which  people  direct  questions  of  importance  to  them  in  their  daily 
lives  to  the  Reference  Department  of  their  Public  Library  is  one  of  the  major  tests  of 
ef*"ectiveness  of  a  public  library.  During  this  past  year  our  dedicated  Reference 
Department  staff  dug  in  and  was  able  to  answer  almost  all  of  the  23,465  questions 
asked  of  them. 

As  our  world  becomes  more  complex,  the  ability  of  a  public  library  to  perform 
this  service  becomes  more  and  more  critical.  Our  staff  was  also  able  to  direct  often 
bewildered  patrons  to  material  appropriate  to  their  needs. 
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LIBRARY  TO  COMPUTERIZE 

A  cost-effectiveness  study  was  performed  by  Computer  Library  Systems, 
Incorporated  (CLSI)  of  Newtonville,  Massachusetts  which  dramatically  portrayed  the 
many  advantages  of  applying  computer  technology  to  the  library's  Circulation 
Department.  It  was  noted  that  the  installation  of  such  a  system  would: 

1 .  Dramatically  reduce  personnel  costs  in  the  library's  Circulation  Department. 

2.  Provide  information  about  the  collection  and  about  borrowers  that  will  help 
the  library  determine  its  goals  and  objectives. 

3.  Diminish  the  loss  of  books  in  circulation. 

4.  Improve  the  library's  ability  to  collect  fines. 

5.  Reduce  the  number  of  patrons  with  outstanding  fines  and  books  long  overdue. 

6.  Increase  the  use,  and  therefore  the  value,  of  the  collection  by  20%. 

It  is  hoped  that  funds  to  purchase  or  lease  such  a  system  wiU  be  forthcoming  in 
the  near  future. 

Meanwhile,  the  library's  information  resources  were  greatly  enhanced  by  the 
donation  of  a  computer  terminal  and  printer  from  the  Digital  Equipment 
Corporation.  The  Trustees  voted  in  favor  of  using  Trust  Funds  to  train  members  of 
the  library  staff  in  the  use  of  this  equipment  to  access  the  75  different  data  bases 
offered  by  the  Lockheed  Corporation's  "Dialog"  Information  Service.  "Dialog"  will 
be  offered  to  the  public  free  of  charge  for  a  six-month  trial  period.  It  is  hoped  that 
many  other  data  services  will  be  available  after  the  initial  trial  period,  such  as  the 
New  York  Times  Information  Bank. 


HYDRO-ELECTRIC  POWER  PROPOSED  FOR  LIBRARY 

Immediately  adjacent  to  the  library  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  Nashua  River  sits 
the  former  generating  station  for  the  Jackson  Mills,  now  occupied  by  the  Chart 
House  Restaurant.  A  proposal  to  the  federal  government  to  fund  a  feasibility  study 
was  prepared  and  submitted  during  the- year.  If  approved,  this  project  wUl  ultimately 
result  in  substantial  savings  for  the  city  by  providing  hydro-electric  power  for  the 
restaurant,  the  library,  downtown  street  lighting,  and  possibly  City  Hall. 


THE  NASHUA  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  AS  A  COMMUNITY  CENTER 

By  now  it  should  be  apparent  that  the  Nashua  Public  Library  serves  a  purpose 
well  beyond  the  mere  circulation  of  books  and  other  printed  materials.  This  facility 
has  helped  to  introduce  the  community  to  itself  and  to  serve  as  a  community  forum 
and  meeting  ground  for  a  great  variety  of  community  organizations.  Fourteen 
hundred  and  ninety-eight  meetings  were  held,  free  and  open  to  the  public,  in  various 
meeting  rooms  in  the  library.  Included  in  this  report  is  a  list  of  the  various  groups  and 
organizations  that  have  used  our  facilities. 

Of  particular  interest  was  Nashua's  first  Annual  Arts  Festival,  held  in  June  on  the 
library  patio  as  a  collaborative  effort  by  the  library,  the  Arts  and  Science  Center  and 
all  of  Nashua's  other  visual  and  performing  arts  organizations. 


LIBRARY  ADDS  HOME  SERVICES  LIBRARIAN 

Through  the  assistance  of  the  CETA  program,  Patricia  J.  Lang  became  a  member 
of  the  Nashua  Public  Library  staff,  inaugurating  a  new  service  long  contemplated  by 
the  library.  As  Home  Services  Librarian,  Pat  extends  our  traditional  library  services  to 
those  homebound  due  to  illness  or  handicaps.  She  regularly  visits  private  homes, 
nursing  homes,  hospitals,  and  other  locations  In  Nashua  not  serviced  by  the 
Bookmobile. 
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THi:  NASHUA  FXPERItNCE  PUBLISHED 

In  May,  1978  the  City's  first  new  history  in  80  years  was  published  after  nearly 
three  years  of  hard  work  on  the  part  of  the  History  Committee,  with  the  library's 
Supervisor  of  Adult  Services,  Florence  C.  Shepard,  serving  as  Editor,  and  Robert  C. 
frost.  Reference  Librarian,  serving  as  Assistant  Editor.  Five  thousand  copies  of  this 
impressive  new  book  were  printed,  with  the  library  reporting  sales  of  over  1,000 
copies  of  the  book  shortly  after  its  publication! 


COMMUNITY  INVOLVEMENT 

We  realize  that  you  will  continue  to  support  your  library  only  to  the  extent  that 
it  is  responsive  to  your  needs.  Identifying  and  satisfying  these  demands  will  continue 
to  be  our  primary  objectives.  As  always,  the  factor  contributing  most  significantly  to 
our  success  is  people  -  a  competent  and  dedicated  staff,  a  concerned  Board  of 
Trustees,  an  alert  city  government,  and  a  community  supportive  of  the  services 
offered  by  its  Public  Library. 

As  its  Director,  I  hope  to  continue  the  excellence  established  by  the  Nashua 
Public  Library.

DR.  BERARD  MASSE  SUPT.  OF  SCHOOLS 

August,  1978 

The  Nashua  School  District's  1977-1978  Annual  Report  highlights  several 
important  events,  issues,  and  achievements  of  the  past  year.  Although  it  was  a 
year  marked  with  a  few  difficulties,  it  was  nevertheless  a  productive  year  in 
terms  of  achieving  important  outcomes.  It  will  be  apparent  to  readers  that  the 
contributions  of  many  persons  -  Board  members,  teachers,  administrators, 
support  staff,  volunteers,  parents,  and  the  community  -  were  instrumental  in 
allowing  the  school  system  to  meet  several  of  its  goals. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  1977-1978  school  year,  Nashua  witnessed  the 
opening  of  the  new  Bicentennial  School,  a  26-classroom  structure  located  in  the 
southwestern  section  of  the  city.  The  Bicentennial  School  is  one  of  the  more 
attractive  and  functional  elementary  schools  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire. 
Total  cost  for  this  facility-land,  architectural  fees,  construction  and  equipment- 
-was  two  million  dollars,  with  the  project  completed  without  incurring  bonded  debt. 

The  opening  of  the  new  Bicentennial  School  made  it  possible  to  redistrict  several 
attendance  areas  within  the  southern  part  of  the  city,  thus  relieving  eruoUment 
pressures  at  a  number  of  elementary  schools.  The  Bicentermial  School  was  dedicated 
on  Sunday,  October  2,  with  New  Hampshire  Commissioner  of  Education  Robert 
Brunelle  as  the  featured  speaker.  An  important  highlight  of  that  dedication  ceremony 
was  the  naming  of  the  library-media  center  in  honor  of  Emma  E.  Nicol,  Assistant 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  who  retired  at  the  conclusion  of  the  1977-78  school  year 
after  serving  Nashua  for  31  years. 

With  the  opening  of  the  Bicentennial  School  and  some  easing  of  enrollment 
pressures,  we  have  been  able  to  turn  our  attention  more  fully  to  remodeling  and 
altering  some  of  the  older  schools.  An  architect  has  been  employed  for  the  Amherst 
St.  School  Project,  with  work  on  that  facility  scheduled  for  completion  by  the  fall  of 
1979.  Initial  planning  of  the  Crowley  and  Spring  Street  Jr.  High  renovation/alteration 
work  is  scheduled  during  1978-79. 

The  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Education  during  the  latter  part  of  the  school 
year  issued  a  document.  Guidelines  for  the  Implementation  of  New  Hampshire 
Accountability  Plan,  which  outlined  many  of  the  requirements  which  school  districts 
throughout  the  state  must  follow  in  developing  a  local  accountability  plan  geared  to 
the  assessment  and  improvement  of  student  outcomes  in  several  key  curriculum 
areas.  In  preparation  for  the  New  Hampshire  plan,  Nashua  formed  a  steering 
committee  during  the  early  part  of  the  1977-78  school  year  to  start  what  should 
prove  to  be  a  multi-year  planning  and  assessment  process.  A  six-step  process  needs  to 
be  completed  by  June  1981. 

A  three-year  contract  with  the  Nashua  Teachers  Union  was  negotiated  during  the 
summer  of  1977.  This  contract,  spanning  the  period  from  September  1,  1977  to 
August  31,  1980,  provides  several  important  features  both  for  teachers  and  for  the 
school  district. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  the  city  of  Nashua,  on  June  27,  1978,  adopted  a 
budget  prior  to  the  beginning  of  a  new  fiscal  year.  This  earlier  budget  adoption  plus 
the  City's  efforts  to  implement  computerized  services  and  improved  management 
techniques  should  facilitate  better  planning  and  improved  use  of  human  and  capital 
resources. 

As  we  look  to  the  future,  we  are  mindful  of  the  delicate  balance  between 
improvement  of  programs  and  services  and  the  need  to  keep  tax  increases  within 
reasonable  hmits.  We  are  also  conscious  that,  although  our  students  have  consistently 
scored  above  national  norms  on  various  achievement  tests,  we  must  strive  for  even 
better  performance  outcomes,  especially  in  the  basic  skill  areas.  With  the  continued 
support  of  the  community,  the  Nashua  School  District's  quest  for  future  improve- 
ments  will  be  fulfilled.

The  Nashua  Board  of  I'ducation  is  the  policy-making  body  of  the  school  system. 
It  meets  regularly  on  the  second  and  last  Monday  of  the  month,  September  through 
June,  except  for  once-a-month  meetings  in  July,  August  and  December.  Meetings  are 
held  on  a  rotating  basis  at  city  schools  and  in  the  Aldermanic  Chambers  of  City  Hall. 
Meetings  are  open  to  the  public. 

As  a  result  of  the  Municipal  Elections  held  in  November,  1977,  Judith  Berman, 
Caroline  Mason.  Marco  Scheer,  and  Thomas  Stylianos  joined  the  Board  for  the  first 
time.  Re-elected  was  Alan  Thomaier,  and  continuing  in  unexpired  terms  were 
Anthony  Marandos,  Paul  Ouellette,  Frank  Ulcickas.  and  T.  Harrison  Whalen.  In 
January,  the  Board  elected  Paul  Ouellette  its  president  and  T.  Harrison  Whalen,  clerk. 

Leaving  the  Board  in  January,  1978  at  the  completion  of  their  terms  were  Mildred 
Cashman  and  Selma  Pastor,  Board  members  Suzanne  Coletta  and  Pauline  Anderson 
had  resigned  from  the  Board  earlier  to  join  the  Nashua  Board  of  Aldermen. 


REPORT  OF  THE  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS 
LAWRENCE  O'MARA,  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT,  SECRETARY 

The  secondary  schools  have  continued  their  emphasis  on  basic  skills  -  reading, 
math  and  writing  and  on  preparing  students  for  post-secondary  education  and  direct 
entry  into  the  job  market.  The  success  of  the  basic  skill  training  has  been  evidenced 
by  student  performance  in  national  standardized  tests  which  measure  various 
elements  of  these  skills.  Eleven  Nashua  High  students  received  commendations  in  the 
National  Merit  Scholarship  Program  and  five  became  National  Merit  Semi-Finalists. 
Nashua  High  seniors  have  recorded  higher  average  scores  on  the  Scholastic  Aptitude 
Test  than  their  counterparts  in  New  Hampshire  and  the  nation,  registering  scores 
eighteen  points  higher  than  the  national  average  on  the  test's  verbal  portion  and 
twenty-one  points  higher  than  the  national  mean  on  the  math  section. 

Other  evidence  of  the  scholastic  achievement  of  the  secondary  students  includes 
the  awarding  of  seventy-two  scholarships  to  graduating  seniors  and  the  acceptance  of 
five  high  schoolers  into  St.  Paul's  Summer  Advanced  Study  Program.  Additionally, 
twenty  seniors  participated  in  the  Princeton  Testing  Service's  advanced  college 
placement  examinations  qualifying  in  American  History,  European  History  and 
Chemistry. 

Fairgrounds  Junior  High  School  became  the  only  junior  high  chapter  of  the 
National  Honor  Society  in  New  Hampshire.  Thirty-two  ninth  graders  at  the  school 
with  an  86  or  better  average  grade  point  and  eighteen  eighth  graders  with  a  92  or 
better  average  grade  point  were  inducted  into  the  Society. 

In  the  area  of  awareness  of  and  preparation  for  the  World  of  Work,  the  Nashua 
Chamber  of  Commerce  co-sponsored  with  Nashua  High  School,  a  Career  I  air  for 
students  grades  9-12.  Information  was  available  on  approximately  100  diversified 
occupations  with  practioneers  present   to  discuss  their  respective  careers.   At  the 
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junior  high  school  level,  members  of  the  community  reprcscntint;  a  broad  ran^ie  of 
careers  held  mini-sessions  durinj:  which  they  explained  the  nature  of  their  jobs,  the 
training  necessary,  the  personality  and  temperament  required,  and  answered  student 
questions. 

To  better  accommodate  student  needs,  all  three  junior  high  schools  have 
implemented  or  are  starting  to  develop  programs  for  gifted  and  talented  youngsters. 
The  program  was  initially  piloted  at  I  airgrounds  .lunior  High  School  through  its 
Resource  Room  program. 

In  addition,  the  three  junior  high  schools  have  been  participating  in  a  Title  IV 
development  grant,  "Project  Adolescent"  with  a  consortium  of  six  other  schools.  The 
grant  deals  with  the  needs  of  the  adolescent  child  as  they  pertain  to  the  structure  and 
curriculum  of  the  middle  school. 

Project  Springboard,  a  CETA  Title  VI  grant  has  enabled  the  secondary  schools  to 
provide  additional  instructional  support  in  basic  math  and  reading  skills  to  learners 
through  the  development  of  learning  packets,  and  other  instructional  materials  and 
teaching  strategies  for  use  in  the  classrooiTi.  In-service  workshops  have  been  held  for 
staff  dealing  with  the  identification  of  essential  competencies  in  math  and  reading. 
The  Social  Studies  Department  at  Nashua  High  received  an  FSEA  Title  IV  grant  to 
individualize  its  United  States  History  course.  The  project  emphasizes  reading, 
writing,  and  research  aspects  of  history  through  the  use  of  learning  packets-teacher 
constructed  questions  and  problems  on  selected  areas  of  American  History. 

Elm  Street  Junior  High  has  initiated  a  pilot  program  for  in-house  suspensions.  The 
Assistance  Room  approach  has  proven  to  be  very  successful  as  an  aid  to  students  who 
have  found  difficulty  in  adjusting  to  normal  procedures. 

For  its  work  in  law  education,  namely,  course  offerings  "Student  and  the  Law", 
"Business  Law"  and  "American  Government  and  Law",  Nashua  High  School  has 
been  designated  a  law  education  center  by  the  State  Bar  Association.  Materials 
relevant  to  law  education  have  been  purchased  by  the  Association  for  use  at  the 
school. 

Two  Coordinated  Learning  teams  formed  for  the  purpose  of  personalizing 
instruction  and  easing  the  transition  from  Grade  6  to  Grade  7  have  introduced  a 
varied  instructional  technique  at  Elm  Street.  The  school  also  has  been  the  site  of 
Occupational  Versatility  Program,  an  ESEA  Title  IV  project  which  provides  a  student 
centered  approach  to  Industrial  Arts  career  exploration. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  school  year  was  the  appearance  of  President  Jimmy 
Carter  at  Nashua  High  School.  Students  from  Nashua  High  participated  in  the 
President's  town  meeting  and  several  of  them  appeared  on  a  segment  of  the  "Good 
Morning  America"  television  program  with  David  Hartman. 

Sponsored  by  the  Greater  Nashua  Jaycees.  the  annual  college  night  at  Nashua 
High  attracted  over  100  colleges  and  universities.  Students  and  parents  had  the 
opportunity  to  meet  with  college  admissions  representatives  on  a  "one-to-one"  basis. 

Open  Houses  at  the  city's  junior  and  senior  high  schools,  and  orientation  sessions 
for  students  about  to  enter  senior  high  school  and  their  parents  provided  an 
opportunity  to  become  better  acquainted  with  the  services  offered  by  the  schools.  A 
Financial  Aid  Workshop  for  parents  was  offered  at  Nashua  High  sponsored  by  the 
school's  guidance  department  to  assist  parents  whose  children  are  continuing  their 
education  after  graduation. 

Elm  Street  Junior  High  School  is  preparing  for  its  evaluation  by  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges.  Upon  its  successful  evaluation,  all  the  city's 
secondary  schools  will  be  fully  accredited  by  the  Association.  In  addition,  all 
secondary  schools  have  been  designated  comprehensive  by  the  State  Department  of 
Education,  its  highest  designation. 

The  Math  Department  has  a  new  coordinator,  Richard  Burpee,  who  is  replacing 
the  retiring  Lucy  Weinbeck. 
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Student  and  community  participation  in  a  variety  of  activities  has  continued  at 
high  levels.  Among  the  activities  this  year  were  student  clubs  and  organizations  in 
photography,  newspaper,  magazine,  yearbook,  drama,  computer,  band,  debating,  and 
ecology.  The  Elm  Street  Drama  Club  was  featured  in  "Spotlight",  the  New 
Hampshire  arts  and  theatre  magazine.  Nashua  High  sponsored  a  blood  drive  which 
netted  a  record  number  of  donations.  Students  conducted  a  variety  of  fund-raisers 
for  local  charities,  and  school  and  club  needs.  Representatives  of  Nashua  High 
participated  in  Boys  and  Girls  States,  and  the  YMCA  sponsored  Youth  and 
Government  Program. 

Over  1 ,000  people  attended  the  second  annual  New  Hampshire  Foreign  Language 
and  Culture  Festival  held  at  Nashua  High.  All  local  secondary  schools  participated 
with  exhibits,  plays,  dance  demonstrations,  and  the  preparation  of  international 
foods. 

Although  pleased  with  the  results  of  the  1977-78  school  year,  the  secondary 
schools  are  looking  toward  the  future  and  further  program  refinement.  They  have 
begun  planning  for  a  local  accountabiUty  plan.  Following  guidelines  developed  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education,  spectfic  recommendations  for  improving  the 
program  of  instruction  and  the  identification  of  the  resources  to  attain  the  desired 
results  will  be  undertaken  based  on  a  system  of  assessment  of  student  needs.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 
MILDRED  SCHAPPALS  AND  WILLIAM  MANLEY,  ELEMENTARY  SUPERVISORS 

The  1977-78  school  year  ended  on  a  bittersweet  note  with  the  retirement  of 
Emma  E.  Nicol  following  31  years  of  service  to  the  Nashua  School  District  and 
particularly  its  elementary  programs.  Succeeding  her  is  Joseph  Giuliano,  former 
assistant  superintendent  of  Supervisory  Union  No.  29,  Keene,  New  Hampshire. 

The  elementary  schools  have  traditionally  emphasized  academic  preparedness  in 
the  basic  skill  areas.  This  emphasis  was  continued,  and,  in  some  respects, 
strengthened  by  the  initial  planning  for  a  local  accountabiUty  plan.  In  keeping  with 
this  philosophy,  courses  of  study  are  being  systematically  reviewed  with  this  year's 
focus  on  the  mathematics  curriculum. 

In  the  fall,  the  first  draft  of  the  new  elementary  mathematics  curriculum  guide 
was  presented  to  the  elementary  staff  for  review  and  refinement.  During  the  monthly 
restructured-time  sessions,  teachers  grouped  by  grade  level  and  analyzed  each  entry 
and  presented  formal  recommendations  for  additions,  deletions,  or  modifications.  In 
addition,  each  unit  of  teachers  developed  a  draft  of  grade-level  competence  criteria. 
During  the  summer  of  1978,  the  Elementary  Mathematics  Committee  will  analyze 
and  incorporate  staff  recommendations  into  the  second  draft  of  the  curriculum 
guide. 

A  variety  of  programs,  both  district-wide  and  within  particular  schools,  was 
initiated  or  refined  to  better  meet  learner  needs. 

The  elementary  music  program,  with  strong  emphasis  on  Orff-Kodaly  method- 
ology and  philosophy,  continued  to  provide  a  rich,  basic  background  in  music  for  the 
district's  elementary  children.  Along  with  the  general  music  curriculum,  each  school 
conducted  a  chorus  program  including  a  spectrum  of  presentations.  Two  youth 
bands,  one  composed  of  elementary  pupils  and  the  other  of  junior  high  youngsters, 
presented  a  series  of  concerts  for  all  elementary  schools.  The  concerts  were  funded  in 
part  through  the  Ira  F.  Harris  Fund. 

A  pilot  program  involving  several  community  agencies  including  the  Police  and 
Fire  Departments  and  the  Red  Cross  is  being  implemented  to  develop  a  compre- 
hensive Child  Safety  Program  for  Nashua's  elementary  school  children.  Participating 
schools  are  screening  safety  instructional  materials,  and  holding  seminars  to  develop 
an  integrated,  comprehensive  curriculum  of  instruction. 

To  provide  continuity  in  the  transition  between  elementary  and  junior  high 
school,  the  sixth  grade  teachers  and  elementary  school  counselors,  together  with  the 
seventh  grade  teachers  and  junior  high  counselors,  held  staff  meetings  to  discuss 
student  placement  and  program  options.  In  addition,  meetings  were  held  to  discuss 
individual  programs  for  students  with  academic  problems  and/or  programs  to  insure 
the  continuance  of  a  student's  program  at  the  junior  high  level. 

A  pilot  program  designed  for  gifted  students  was  started  at  Fairgrounds 
Elementary  School.  Under  the  guidance  of  teachers,  several  field  trips  and  projects 
were  scheduled  culminating  in  the  design  and  assembling  of  a  mini-computer.  Parts 
and  instructions  for  the  project  were  provided  by  Sanders  Associates,  Inc.  After 
completion,  the  mini-computer  was  demonstrated  and  explained  to  other  students 
and  teachers  at  the  school.  Mt.  Pleasant  School  also  initiated  a  mini-program  for  high 
achievers  in  grades  5  and  6.  Participants  met  with  the  Resource  Room  teacher  weekly 
to  discuss  their  projects  and  report  progress.  The  projects  dealt  with  Hawaii,  German 
castles,  an  original  play,  health,  higher  education,  leadership  responsibiUties,  and 
sports. 

New  Searles  School  initiated  a  plan  whereby  all  the  school's  aides  were  assigned  to 
assist  youngsters  reading  below  grade  level.  Each  aide,  working  under  the  direct 
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supervision  of  tiie  reading  specialist  and  principal,  was  assigned  several  groups  of 
children  whose  reading  was  a  year  or  more  below  grade  level.  Additionally,  the 
principal  read  daily  with  a  group  oi'  sixth  graders  utilizing  the  controlled  reader  and 
tape  recording  the  youngsters'  progress.  Fach  child  was  held  accountable  for  reading 
aloud  every  night  with  emphasis  on  expression. 

A  pilot  program  for  the  pre-school  clinic  was  initiated  at  three  schools  in  the 
spring.  The  program  separated  the  pre-school  physical  and  readiness  testing  into  two 
segments.  Children  registered  to  enter  school  the  following  September  were 
scheduled  to  spend  half  a  day  in  the  classroom  being  tested,  observed,  and  meeting 
the  staff  members  they  will  be  involved  with  when  they  enter  school.  The  testing  and 
observations  were  used  to  determine  whether  a  child  was  to  be  tentatively  assigned  to 
a  first  grade  or  readiness  class.  A  parent  orientation  also  was  a  valuable  part  of  the 
program.  The  readiness  and  first  grade  programs  were  discussed,  the  reason  for 
placement  in  either  grade  one  or  a  readiness  class  explained,  the  availability  of  special 
help  programs  outlined,  a  question  and  answer  period  held,  and  a  tour  of  the  school 
conducted.  Parental  and  staff  response  indicated  the  pilot  program  was  well  received. 

Special  I^ducation  personnel  at  Temple  Street  School  presented  a  series  of 
mini-workshops  for  classroom  teachers  at  their  school.  The  topics  included  Use  of 
Tests  as  Diagnostic  Tools,  Test  Interpretation,  Methods  of  Programming,  and 
Individualizing  Instruction  for  Handicapped  Children  in  the  Classroom.  The  school 
also  conducted  a  new  program  for  children  with  fine  motor  and  hand-eye 
coordination  difficulties.  The  program  was  developed  by  the  school's  art  teacher  and 
used  the  format  of  children  working  in  small  groups  with  student  tutors,  under  the 
direction  of  the  art  teacher.  The  children  were  assisted  in  completing  various  art  and 
craft  projects  which  were  designed  to  help  strengthen  the  assessed  weaknesses. 

Fine  Arts  was  the  focus  of  a  program  at  Birch  Hill  School.  A  fifteen  week  unit 
was  developed  to  expose  students  to  the  arts  and  new  forms  of  recreation,  and 
develop  a  life  long  appreciation  of  the  humanities  and  the  fine  arts.  Among  the 
activities  were  field  trips,  musical  and  dramatic  performances,  and  guest  speakers. 

The  Crowley  School  cafeteria  initiated  a  pilot  breakfast  program  in  the  fall  of 
1977.  Designed  to  provide  a  nutritious  meal  for  the  youngsters  and  to  educate  them 
in  the  importance  of  proper  eating  habits,  the  program  attracted  a  large  portion  of 
the  school's  enrollment. 

The  cooperative  program  in  art,  music,  physical  education,  woodworking  and 
square  dancing  between  Mt.  Hope  and  Arlington  Street  schools  was  continued.  Some 
children  from  Mt.  Hope  attended  classes  at  Arlington. 

lifth  and  sixth  graders  at  New  Searles  strengthened  their  reading  and  writing  skills 
while  learning  more  about  careers  through  a  career  project  at  the  school.  The 
youngsters  researched  a  selected  career,  wrote  interview  questions,  identified  a  local 
resource  person,  made  an  appointment  for  an  interview,  and  actually  conducted  the 
interview  using  a  tape  recorder  and  camera.  The  slides  and  tapes  were  coordinated, 
and  a  slide-tape  presentation  prepared  which  was  made  available  to  other  classes. 

Parent-Teacher  organizations  continued  their  vital  support  of  the  elementary 
schools  through  a  variety  of  programs  and  activities  including  numerous  fund-raising 
activities  to  support  school  needs.  Additionally,  the  Junior  Women's  Club  sponsored 
a  conservation  program  through  the  Public  Service  Company,  and  an  essay  and  poster 
contest  to  encourage  children  to  display  their  writing  ability. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  local  agencies,  business  and  industry,  local  govern- 
ment, and  private  citizens,  a  broad  range  of  special  offerings  was  available  for  the 
youngsters.  Among  these  were  a  water  safety  program,  a  demonstration  of  C.P.R., 
and  a  baby  sitting  course  all  offered  by  the  Red  Cross;  local  speakers  on  a  variety  of 
careers;  field  trips;  and  a  night  at  the  circus,  provided  by  one  of  the  local  service 
organizations  for  the  preschool  special  needs  class. 

A  host   of  extra-curricular  activities  was  available   to   the  elementary  children. 
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Students  participated  in  chess  and  stamp  clubs,  craft  lessons,  sports,  and  a  variety  of 
drama  and  choral  performances  as  well  as  spring  festivals.  One  group  of  students  at 
the  Sunset  Heights  School  wrote  and  illustrated  their  own  original  books  which  they 
later  read  to  the  younger  children  in  their  school.  Their  creativity  was  featured  in  the 
local  media. 

Nashua  public  school  students  continue  to  score  above  the  national  averages  on 
the  Stanford  Achievement  Test.  In  the  areas  of  reading,  math  and  auditory  skills,  all 
grade  levels  as  a  group  scored  in  the  average  or  above  range.  District  goals  for  the 
1978-79  school  year  and  the  development  of  our  local  accountability  plan  should 
help  insure  a  continued  positive  performance  level.

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VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION 

The  Vocational  Education  program,  and  associated  pre-vocationai  courses, 
addressed  the  needs  of  4892  students,  grades  7-12  through  the  strengthening  and 
expansion  of  existing  offerings.  The  program  is  closely  allied  to  the  community's 
growing  labor  needs,  particularly  in  the  manufacturing  and  service  fields. 

In  a  cooperative  arrangement  with  Southern  New  Hampshire  Services  and  the 
Southern  New  Hampshire  Association  of  Business  and  Industry  through  Project 
Comeback,  ninety-four  economically  disadvantaged  youngsters  have  been  encouraged 
to  complete  their  high  school  education  by  being  guaranteed  of  part-time 
employment  while  they  attend  school. 

Also  in  cooperation  with  Southern  New  Hampshire  Services  through  a  Depart- 
ment of  Labor  grant,  thirty-six  economically  disadvantaged  youths  between  the  ages 
of  14  and  19  participated  in  a  pilot  summer  program  at  Nashua  High  School.  The 
students  worked  in  a  simulated  industrial  environment  with  guidance  counselors 
serving  as  personnel  directors.  The  youngsters  earned  a  salary  including  pay  increases 
based  on  satisfactory  performance.  During  the  summer  of  1978,  the  program  showed 
a  significant  increase  attracting  sixty-three  students. 

Curricula  in  all  prevocational  and  vocational  areas  were  re-written.  Additionally,  a 
Career  Development  Activities  Handbook  for  grades  1-12  was  produced. 

Office  Occupations  and  Machine  Shop  joined  Graphics,  Culinary  Arts,  Auto 
Mechanics,  Child  Care  and  House  Carpentry  in  simulated  commercial  activities 
integrated  into  the  respective  curriculums.  Ninety-one  high  school  seniors  success- 
fully completed  their  cooperative/work  program.  Opportunities  were  provided  by 
eighty  greater  Nashua  companies. 

Through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  the  Electricity,  Plumbing  and  Drafting 
programs,  the  Building  Construction  program  completed  and  sold  its  sixth  home. 
Students  designed  and  built  the  maintenance  athletic  storage  facility  at  Nashua  High 
as  well. 

Eleven  Nashua  youngsters  interested  in  agricultural  careers  were  served  at  Alviine 
High  School  in  Hudson  through  the  Regional  Vocational  Education  concept. 
Ninety-seven  students  from  other  area  schools  attended  vocational  education  classes 
at  Nashua  High  for  a  portion  of  their  school  day  under  the  same  concept. 

Served  by  over  100  community  people,  the  advisory  committees  for  the  sixteen 
vocational  areas  continued  to  provide  vital  input  into  the  vocational  education 
program.  The  committees  were  formed  and  function  through  the  continued 
assistance  of  the  Southern  New  Hampshire  Association  of  Business  and  Industry. 


ATHLETICS 

Elm  Street  Junior  High  became  the  1977-78  city  junior  high  football  champions. 
Elm  finished  the  season  with  a  perfect  8-0  record,  one  of  the  few  times  this  has  been 
accomplished  in  the  city's  history.  The  team  was  honored  by  the  Nashua  Exchange 
Club.  Elm  Street  also  was  the  winner  of  the  Belanger  Trophy  for  the  second  year, 
gaining  the  most  points  of  the  thiee  junior  highs  in  both  girls  and  boys  athletic 
competitions  in  softball,  football,  basketball  and  baseball. 

The  Nashua  High  Panthers  won  the  State  Class  L  basketball  championship.  As  a 
result  of  its  championship,  the  team  accepted  an  invitation  to  play  in  the  New 
England  Schoolboy  Basketball  Tournament.  The  team  also  was  honored  by  the 
Nashua  Lions  Club  at  an  event  featuring  North  Carolina  State  basketball  coach  Norm 
Sloan. 

The  New  Hampshire  Sportswriters  and  Sportscasters  Association  elected  Paul 
Bellavance,  coach  of  the  Nashua  High  wrestling  team,  Coach  of  the  Year.  The  varsity 
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wrestlinu  team  captured  the  New  England  Tournament  championship,  the  first  ever 
tor  a  New  Hampshire  School. 

Nashua  High  hosted  its  first  Basketball  Holiday  1-estival  during  the  Christmas 
holidays.  In  addition  to  the  Nashua  High  Panthers,  Bishop  Hendricken  High  of 
Warwick,  R.I.,  .lohnston  High  of  Johnston,  R.I.,  and  Fitchburg  High,  1  itchburg, 
Massachusetts  competed.  Bishop  Hendricken  High  became  the  champions,  defeating 
Nashua  in  the  finals. 

Baseball  players  of  all  ages  were  afforded  the  opportunity  to  learn  more  about  the 
game  at  a  baseball  clinic  sponsored  by  the  Nashua  High  baseball  staff.  Some  of  New 
England's  finest  baseball  coaches  covered  nearly  every  aspect  of  the  game  for  those 
who  attended. 

An  intramural  program  was  conducted  in  all  four  secondary  schools  providing 
students  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  a  sport  of  their  choice,  and  to  learn  the 
rules  and  finer  points  of  team  play. 


SPECIAL  EDUCATION 

The  1977-78  school  year  saw  the  Nashua  School  District's  Special  Education 
Department  preparing  for  the  September  1,  1978  full  implementation  of  Public  Law 
94-142,  the  Education  for  all  Handicapped  Children  Act.  The  final  regulations  for  the 
Act  appeared  in  the  August  23,  1977  edition  of  the  Federal  Register  and  covered  the 
state's  grants  program,  services  to  handicapped  children  and  procedural  safeguards, 
including  due  process  procedures.  More  specifically,  the  regulations  state  that  each 
public  agency  must  provide  special  education  and  related  services  to  a  handicapped 
child  in  accordance  with  an  individualized  education  program  and  that  parents  may 
exercise  their  rights  to  seek  revision  of  a  child's  program  or  to  invoke  due  process 
procedures  if  the  parent  believes  that  good  faith  efforts  to  provide  an  appropriate 
education  are  not  being  made. 

The  Department's  fifty-two  Special  Education  teachers  and  specialists  provided 
direct  service  to  2496  students  (handicapped  and  non-handicapped)  within  the 
district.  Table  1  shows  the  type  and  level  of  service  provided. 

The  Office  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  conducted  an  on-site  evaluation  of 
the  State  Education  Agency,  Special  Education  Section,  and,  as  part  of  the  process, 
Nashua  was  visited  by  HEW  representatives  to  determine  the  degree  of  local 
implementation  of  the  federal  statutes.  Nashua  was  found  to  be  in  full  compliance 
with  federal  mandates. 

A  summer  workshop  for  all  administrators  was  held  with  Robert  Kennedy,  the 
State  Director  of  Special  Education,  to  review  the  law  and  the  state  plan  for  its 
implementation.  The  building  and  district  level  team  staffing  guidelines  were 
reviewed  and  updated  to  meet  federal  and  state  requirements.  These  were  put  into 
effect  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year. 

Federal  monies  in  the  amount  of  $6,825  were  received  to  supplement  the 
individualized  special  education  programs  for  students  returned  to  the  District  from 
institutions.  Only  141  students,  including  the  Mt.  Hope  and  Laconia  State  School 
populations,  were  assigned  to  out-of-district  placements,  underlining  the  commitment 
of  the  District  to  program  for  the  handicapped  within  the  public  school  structure. 

The  Developmental  Rating  Scale,  designed  by  the  Special  Needs  teachers,  was 
implemented  in  the  fall  to  pinpoint  areas  of  learning  strength  and  weaknesses  in 
Special  Needs  students. 

School  District  personnel,  together  with  parents  and  outside  agency  represent- 
atives, worked  hard  to  internalize  all  legislative  requirements  and  more  importantly, 
perhaps,  to  provide  appropriate  special  education  programs  for  the  students  in  the 
least  restrictive  environment.

GUIDANCE 

The  guidance  program  offers  individual  and  group  counseling  and  testing; 
assistance  in  course,  job,  and  college  selection;  and  assistance  to  parents,  teachers  and 
administrators,  as  well  as  being  involved  in  the  building  team  staffings.  Table  2 
indicates  the  types  of  services  and  the  number  of  students  served  during  1977-78. 

Three  handbooks  were  completed  for  personnel.  Individual  Testing  Informational 
Handbook  provides  information  concerning  the  various  individual  tests  given  in  the 
school  district.  Guidance  Handbook  includes  a  description  of  the  guidance 
philosophy,  roles,  procedures,  and  related  information.  Group  tests  given  in  the 
district  and  suggestions  as  to  how  the  results  of  these  tests  may  be  used  are  contained 
in  the  booklet  Group  Testing  Informational  Handbook. 

A  variety  of  activities  to  assist  youngsters  in  the  areas  of  career  awareness  was 
undertaken  during  the  year.  A  mobile  career  education  center  was  completed  at 
Nashua  High  with  resource  materials,  films,  filmstrips,  books,  and  booklets  for 
classroom  use.  The  High  School  also  developed  and  distributed  planning  packets 
containing  information  about  vocations  and  colleges,  application  procedures  and 
suggestions  for  evaluation.  A  series  of  twenty-five  films  was  shown  to  approximately 
1100  junior  high  students.  The  films  covered  such  career  areas  as  job";  in  the  city, 
construction,  recreation,  cooking  and  music.  A  Career  Bulletin  was  implemented  at 
all  three  junior  highs.  The  Bulletin  suppUes  students  with  information  concerning 
specific  jobs  including  education  requirements,  financial  rewards,  and  job  potential. 

A  workshop  for  school  personnel  was  held  dealing  with  drug  and  alcohol  usage  by 
youth.  Bicentennial  Elementary  School  sponsored  a  workshop  for  parents  to  help 
them  better  understand  the  various  aspects  of  child  growth  and  development. 

A  study  to  determine  how  graduates  perceive  the  relevancy  of  their  education  to 
their  current  pursuits  was  completed  by  the  guidance  staff.  The  follow-up  study 
sought  responses  from  the  1973  and  1977  Nashua  High  graduating  classes.

ADULT  EDUCATION 

Project  Clear-a-Way  (Coping  Lets  Education  Attain  Relevance  and  a  Way  to  Adult 
Competence)  was  a  new  federally  funded  ESEA  Title  IV  model  grant  designed  to 
assist  thirty  to  forty  iimer-city  teenage  school  dropouts  to  function  effectively  as 
adults.  The  project  sought  to  increase  the  student's  basic  skills  so  that  the  student 
could  pass  the  G.E.D.  test  and  gain  a  high  school  equivalency  certificate,  increase  the 
student's  ability  to  deal  with  tasks  adults  encounter  in  daily  life  and  promote  an 
improved  self-concept. 

Sixty-one  people  voluntarily  registered  for  the  program  throughout  the  year.  A 
class  was  established  meeting  four  days  a  week  from  12:30  to  3:30  p.m.  Upon  entry, 
students  were  assessed  by  a  counselor  through  the  use  of  standardized  tests  and 
informal  procedures.  Personal  counseling  was  continued  throughout  the  program. 
During  the  class  sessions,  time  was  devoted  to  providing  basic  and  life  skills 
instruction.  Guest  speakers  and  field  trips  were  an  integral  part  of  the  instructional 
program. 

Of  the  sixteen  emollees  who  passed  the  G.E.D.  during  the  year,  fourteen  were 
employed  and  two  emoUed  in  college. 

Eiuollment  levels  for  other  adult  education  programs  are  included  in  Table  3.

TITLE  I 

Title  I  is  a  federally  funded  program  to  supplement,  but  not  supplant,  the  city's 
education  effort  in  residential  areas  with  a  concentration  of  low-income  students 
with  varied  academic  needs.  Eight  city  and  four  parochial  schools  receive  services 
under  the  program.  In  all,  719  youngsters  received  additional  academic  assistance 
through  Title  I . 

Staff  at  Title  I  schools  referred  students  to  Title  I  teachers  for  screening.  After 
testing  and  evaluation,  educational  plans  were  prepared  to  meet  individual  needs  and 
progress  was  carefully  monitored.  Staff-to-student  ratio  was  low  to  provide  the 
individualized  instruction  that  has  been  identified  as  a  factor  in  the  previous  success 
of  the  program. 

The  Compensatory  Reading  and  Mathematics  programs  were  offered  at  both  the 
elementary  and  secondary  levels.  Activities  were  designed  to  foster  the  development 
of  a  variety  of  skills. 

Supportive  Social  Worker  services  for  the  residents  of  the  Nashua  Children's 
Home  continued  to  be  offered.  Additionally,  diagnostic  and  remedial  speech  and 
hearing  services  for  children  attending  parochial  schools  were  provided.  The  Title  I 
kindergarten  youngsters  also  received  language  development  instruction. 

A  bilingual  teacher  and  an  aide  were  provided  to  assist  the  District's  Enghsh  As  A 
Second  Language  teacher.  The  program  was  extended  to  the  secondary  schools 
during  1977-78. 

A  comprehensive  educational  and  developmental  program  for  pre-schooi  children 
residing  in  Title  I  target  areas  served  105  youngsters  with  a  curriculum  stressing  social 
responsibility  and  positive  attitudes  toward  learning,  as  well  as  pre-academic  skills. 
During  the  summer,  twenty  kindergarteners  had  the  opportunity  to  continue  in  a 
program  to  further  develop  skills  and  reinforce  those  aheady  mastered. 

Title  I  funds  were  combined  with  city  monies  to  provide  a  varied  and  interesting 
summer  program  for  400  students  at  Ledge  Street  School  and  the  Boys'  Club. 
Students  were  emoUed  in  reading  or  math  programs  and  also  were  offered 
opportunities  to  develop  skills  and  interests  in  other  areas  while  reinforcing  their 
basic  skills. 
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SCHOOL  VOLUNTEERS 


The  Nashua  School  Volunteer  Program  provided  the  services  of  250  school 
volunteers  during  1977-78,  representing  11,500  hours  ot"  volunteer  time.  A  volunteer 
aide  was  added  at  I'airgrounds  Junior  High  School.  During  the  summer,  volunteers 
under  the  direction  of  the  Learning  Disabihties  teacher  at  Elm  Street,  will  be  taping 
materials  for  junior  high  students  having  difficulty  with  reading.  Subjects  to  be 
covered  include  Social  Studies,  Science,  and  English.  Preliminary  planning  has  begun 
for  a  pilot  program  using  volunteers  as  part  of  an  orientation  process  for 
mainstreaming  the  handicapped  into  the  public  schools. 

In  addition,  seventeen  members  of  the  Retired  Senior  Volunteer  Program  donated 
a  total  of  832  volunteer  hours  to  the  school  system  in  a  variety  of  capacities.  The 
volunteers  were  active  in  eight  schools  including  the  Mt.  Hope  School. 

Additionally,  an  untold  number  of  hours  were  contributed  by  members  of  the 
various  PTO's,  business  and  industrial  community,  and  individual  citizens.  The 
District  recognizes  and  appreciates  the  dedication  of  these  individuals  and  groups  in 
providing  an  important  element  to  the  school  environment. 

TITLE  IX 

In  July  1975  the  regulations  of  Title  IX  of  the  Education  Amendments  of  1972 
concerning  non-discrimination  on  the  basis  of  sex  became  effective.  The  Nashua 
School  District  in  compliance  with  the  regulations  formed  a  Title  IX  self -evaluation 
committee  which  completed  its  self  study  of  the  Nashua  School  District  in  May, 
1976.  The  committee  report  concluded  that  the  District  was  "essentially  in 
compliance  with  both  the  spirit  and  the  letter  of  the  law  in  the  majority  of 
instances".  The  Committee  recommendations  in  those  areas  where  corrective  and 
affirmative  action  was  indicated  were  accepted  by  the  Board  in  June,  1976  and 
implemented  over  the  following  year. 

During  the  winter  of  1977,  the  District  met  with  representatives  of  Boston 
University  concerning  the  District's  participation  with  other  selected  New  England 
school  systems  in  a  Title  IV-C  training  institute  for  sex  desegregation.  A  core  team 
broadly  representative  of  those  areas  most  directly  impacted  by  Title  IX  was  selected 
and  trained  at  the  Boston  University  Summer  Institute  held  in  August,  1977. 

The  core  team  developed  a  Title  IX  Implementation  Plan  which  was  finalized  in 
October  1977  following  input  by  all  levels  of  administrators.  The  Plan  concerned 
itself  with  five  areas  -  Career  Education,  Instructional  Materials,  Physical  Education, 
Extra-curricular  Activities,  and  Affirmative  Action.  In  late  Spring,  the  Nashua  core 
team  together  with  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  was  asked  to  make  a  presentation 
of  its  Plan  at  a  New  England  Conference  on  Title  IX  held  at  Boston  University. 

By  June  1978,  all  sub-committees  had  completed  their  activities  as  outlined  in  the 
Plan  and  submitted  their  reports.  The  core  team  is  meeting  during  the  summer  of 
1978  to  develop  the  draft  of  a  plan  for  the  1978-79  school  year. 

LIBRARY  SERVICES 

The  Emma  E.  Nicol  Media  Center  at  the  Bicentennial  School,  the  newest  of  the 
school  libraries,  opened  in  the  fall  of  1977.  During  the  ensuing  school  year,  4,000 
books,  magazines,  and  audio  visual  learning  materials  were  cataloged.  Special 
activities  and  programs  including  story  hours  for  grades  2  and  3,  French  lessons,  an 
energy  program  and  a  paperback  book  sale  were  arranged.  Parent  volunteers  assisted 
the  school  librarian  with  the  organization  of  library  material  and  the  operation  of  the 
library. 

The  Elm  Street  Junior  High  School  Media  Center  continued  its  growth.  Its 
collection  was  increased  to  over  6,500  volumes  and  through  federal  ESEA  Title  IV-B 
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monies,  it  increased  its  software  to  935  items.  A  program  of  library  orientation  for 
grade  7  English  classes  was  developed  and  included  a  study  of  all  aspects  of  library 
use.  Library  services  in  periodicals  were  improved  through  the  use  of  microfilm  of 
back  issues  and  microfilm  readers  in  conjunction  with  the  ABRIDGED  RfADl  RS 
GUIDE  TO  PERIODICAL  LITERATURE.  The  student  assistant  program  expanded 
to  forty  students  who  helped  in  circulation  and  shelving.  In  addition,  subject 
bibliographies  for  students  and  faculty  were  developed. 

The  Nashua  High  School  Library  cooperated  with  the  Social  Studies  Department 
in  its  ESEA  Title  IV  program  to  individualize  United  States  History.  Library  skills 
were  reviewed  and  new  skills  taught  early  in  the  school  year  as  the  Social  Studies 
program  relies  heavily  on  library  use.  This  program  for  200  juniors  was  begun  with 
federal  funds  and  will  be  expanded  to  serve  300  students  during  1978-79.  The  funds 
have  resulted  in  additional  books  on  United  States  History,  microfilm  of  history 
journals,  and  equipment.  In  another  subject  area,  the  library  produced  a  bibliography 
of  all  holdings  on  the  culinary  arts,  printed  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Industrial 
Arts  Department  at  the  high  school.  A  monthly  faculty  newsletter  was  developed  to 
advise  statT  of  new  materials  and  services  available  through  the  library.  Library 
orientations  were  held  for  over  1 100  sophomores  and  1381  classes  were  scheduled  in 
the  library,  an  average  of  over  eight  a  day.  along  with  students  from  study  halls.  The 
book  collection  e.xceeded  16,000  volumes  during  the  year,  more  than  double  the 
available  number  of  volumes  when  the  high  school  opened  three  years  ago.  Over  800 
audio  visual  materials  ranging  from  kits  to  video  tapes  have  been  catalogued. 

With  materials  obtained  through  ESEA  Title  IV  funds,  a  program  in  library  skills 
and  usage  was  initiated  by  the  Reading  teacher  assisted  by  the  library  aide  at  Mt. 
Pleasant  School.  Students  were  familiarized  with  the  Dewey  Decimal  System  and 
sources  of  information  available  for  research  projects.  Also  with  the  help  of  Title  IV 
funds,  Charlotte  Avenue  School  was  assisted  with  the  creation  of  an  audio-visual 
approach  to  the  teaching  of  spelUng  in  the  middle  elementary  grades. 

At  Sunset  Heights  School,  library  services  were  expanded  through  the  cooperation 
of  the  Nashua  Public  Library.  Its  bookmobile  came  to  Sunset  every  other  week  in 
order  to  supplement  the  school  library's  program. 

FOOD  SERVICE 

The  school  cafeterias  served  872,870  meals  during  the  1977-78  school  year.  This 
represents  a  10.5%  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

In  addition  to  providing  the  actual  food  service,  cafeteria  personnel  assisted  with 
nutrition  education  at  Birch  Hill  and  Bicentennial  Elementary  Schools.  At  the 
Bicentennial  School,  sixth  graders  had  the  opportunity  to  learn  how  to  prepare  a 
menu.  Cafeteria  staff  also  helped  student  groups  in  planning  spaghetti  dinners,  pizza 
nights,  and  pancake  breakfasts  which  were  undertaken  for  fund  raising  purposes. 

Eight  kitchen  managers  and  the  Director  of  Cafeterias  attended  a  thirty-five  hour 
certificate  course,  "Nutrition  at  Work"  sponsored  by  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Department's  Office  of  Food  and  Nutrition.  During  the  summer  of  1978,  additional 
personnel  will  be  attending  a  course  at  the  "Mobile  Learning  Center"  located  at 
Merrimack  Valley  College. 

In  spite  of  increases  in  wholesale  food  prices,  meal  prices  remained  unchanged. 

BUSINESS  OFFICE 

RICHARD  A.  McCANN,  BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATOR 

The  Business  Office  manages  and  coordinates  the  financial,  business,  maintenance, 
janitorial  and  support  activities  for  the  school  system.  In  performing  these  services, 
the  Office  prepared  specifications  for  and  issued  over  eighty  invitations  to  bid,  and 
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distributed  over  fifty  invitations  to  quote  on  items  costing  under  $500.  Some  1500 
bid  award  items  were  evaluated  and  granted  together  with  the  preparation,  issuance 
and  processing  of  over  6000  purchase  orders. 

Work  was  continued  on  a  new  equipment  inventory  control  system  in  anticipation 
of  the  city's  up-coming  computerization.  Additionally,  other  business  office 
functions  were  reviewed  in  preparation  for  the  change  to  computer  utilization. 

Maintenance  expenditures  in  the  area  of  boiler  repairs  were  reduced  by  the 
conversion  of  a  janitorial  slot  to  a  boiler  mechanic  position,  thereby  allowing 
increased  in-house  work. 


PLANT  MAINTENANCE  &  CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENTS 

Maintenance  work  progressed  at  an  increased  rate  during  the  past  year  with 
emphasis  on  implementing  a  preventative  maintenance  program  and  safety  improve- 
ments, together  with  the  on-going  daily  routine  repair  work.  The  Nashua  School 
District  is  participating  in  the  State  Energy  Audit  and  also  is  exploring  several  areas 
of  computerized  energy  management  to  minimize  fuel  consumption  in  all  buildings 
with  the  attendant  reduction  in  operating  costs. 

Many  changes  were  implemented  in  the  janitorial  area  aimed  at  concentrating  the 
cleaning  efforts  in  the  various  schools  during  hours  when  the  buildings  are 
unoccupied.  The  District  also  continued  upgrading  its  cleaning  equipment  and 
provided  a  training  program  in  the  use  of  new  equipment  and  products. 

A  number  of  painting  projects  were  completed  through  the  efforts  of  school 
department  personnel  and  CETA  employees.  At  the  Elm  Street  Junior  High  School  a 
total  of  twenty-two  classrooms  were  painted  together  with  the  lobby,  corridors, 
shower  room  and  offices.  At  Charlotte  Avenue  School,  fifteen  classrooms  were 
painted  along  with  the  library,  offices,  and  washrooms.  Also  all  exterior  trim  at  the 
school  was  scraped  and  given  two  coats  of  paint.  Numerous  smaller  painting  projects 
were  completed  at  Temple,  Spring,  Ledge,  and  Nashua  High  Schools. 

This  year  the  athletic  fields  at  the  High  School  were  opened  to  expanded  use  by 
the  physical  education  classes,  athletic  teams,  and  the  park-recreation  department.  A 
groundskeeping  program  has  been  established  to  maintain  the  fields  and  grounds. 
Twelve  sets  of  portable  bleachers  were  purchased  and  positioned  around  the  field  for 
spectators. 

Mechanical  maintenance  this  past  year  emphasized  the  establishment  of  a 
preventative  maintenance  program  for  boilers,  control  systems,  compressors,  fans, 
hot  water  tanks,  pumps,  valves,  belts  and  filters.  Major  pneumatic  control  work  was 
completed  at  Elm,  Ledge,  and  Charlotte  Avenue  schools.  In  addition  to  upgrading 
heating  control  systems,  boilers  in  many  schools  are  being  analyzed  to  improve 
efficiency  and  reduce  fuel  consumption  with  efforts  concentrated  in  the  older 
schools  where  the  age  of  the  equipment  reduces  operating  efficiency. 

Several  capital  improvement  projects  are  presently  being  completed  or  are 
underway  at  various  schools.  These  include  concrete  and  masonry  restoration  at  the 
Crowley  school,  replacement  of  windows  at  the  Quincy  Building  portion  of  Spring 
Street  Junior  High,  and  the  installation  of  aluminum  combination  windows  at  Elm 
Street  Junior  High. 

Safety  improvements  continued  to  receive  priority  including  replacement  of  all 
soda-acid  fire  extinguishers  throughout  the  system,  the  addition  of  fire  blankets,  the 
upgrading  of  emergency  lighting  systems,  and  improved  housekeeping  procedures.

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STAFF  DEVELOPMENT 

The  1977-78  scliool  year  marked  tlie  final  year  of  the  first  three-year  Master  Plan 
for  Staff  Development  for  the  Nashua  Sehool  District.  An  on-site  evaluation  by  the 
New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Education  was  held  in  Nashua  in  April,  the 
purpose  of  which  was  to  evaluate  the  elTect  of  the  local  Staff  Development  Plan  on 
the  educational  processes  of  the  District,  and  to  make  recommendations  for 
improving  the  next  three-year  Master  Plan. 

The  Staff  Development  Committee  revised  the  local  Master  Plan  for  Staff 
Development  based  on  a  staff  questionnaire,  the  results  of  the  State  Department 
evaluation,  the  on-going  self-evaluation  of  the  policies  and  procedures  of  the  Staff 
Development  Committee,  and  the  changing  needs  of  the  community.  The  new  plan 
vvijj  become  effective  upon  final  approval  by  the  New  Hampshire  State  Department 
of  Education.  The  Nashua  Board  of  Education  approved  the  new  plan  on  July  17, 
1978. 

In  order  to  provide  opportunities  to  staff  members  for  professional  growth,  the 
District,  through  the  coordination  of  the  local  StatT  Development  Committee, 
provided  several  in-service  programs  including  a  full-day  program  for  the  Teachers' 
Workshop  Day  in  the  fall  as  well  as  many  after  school  and  evening  programs.  The 
levels  of  participation  are  indicated  on  Graph  1 .

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ANNUAL  ACTIVITIES  REPORT 
PARK-RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

PROGRAMS 

Baseball  -  Babe  Ruth  League  (ages  13-15) 

There  are  twelve  (12)  teams  in  the  Babe  Ruth  League  Program.  They  are  divided 
into  two  (2)  six  team  divisions.  Boys  ranging  in  age  from  13  to  15  take  part.  There 
are  approximately  180  youngsters  participating.  These  teams  are  registered  with  the 
National  Babe  Ruth  League,  Inc.  and  play  according  to  National  rules.  The  season 
runs  from  the  beginning  of  June  to  the  end  of  July. 

The  State  Tournament  was  in  Concord,  N.H.  Manchester  won  the  State  Title 
again,  beating  out  the  Nashua  Division  I  AU-Star  Team  by  10-6. 

The  Rangers,  coached  by  Stan  Grzesik,  won  the  1977  City  Babe  Ruth  League 
Championship. 

Baseball  -  Minor  League  (9-12) 

The  Department  has  a  Minor  League  Program  for  boys  and  girls  ages  9  thru  12. 
There  are  three  (3)  Leagues,  each  with  eight  (8)  teams  for  a  total  of  twenty-four 
teams.  They  are  the  North,  South  and  Southeast  Leagues.  The  North  League  plays  at 
Navaho  Field  on  Broad  Street,  the  South  League  plays  at  Erion  Field  on  Robinson 
Road  and  the  Southeast  League  plays  at  Sunset  Heights  which  is  on  Osgood  Street. 

Approximately  450  boys  and  girls  participate  in  this  program  which  runs  from  the 
latter  part  of  April  to  the  end  of  July.  The  highlight  of  this  Program  is  the  Annual 
Trip  to  see  a  Red  Sox  game  at  Fenway  Park.  The  League  sends  approximately  300 
youngsters  on  this  Field  Trip. 

The  North  Minor  League  Cardinals  won  the  1977  City  Championship. 

Baseball  -  Little  League  (ages  9-12) 

The  City  maintains  the  six  (6)  Little  League  facilities  throughout  the  City  and 
plans  to  ready  the  new  field  at  Kirkpatrick  Park  for  1979  season  are  underway. 

The  six  (6)  Little  League  Parks  are  located  as  follows: 

North  Little  League  has  two  (2)  Parks,  one  which  is  on  Amherst  Street  and  the 
second  is  in  the  back  of  Holman  Stadium  on  Artillery  Pond  Road.  This  League 
accommodates  eight  (8)  teams. 

The  West  Little  League  with  six  (6)  teams,  plays  at  Memorial  Park,  on  the  corner 
of  Seventh  and  Grand  Avenue. 

The  East  Little  League  with  four  (4)  teams  plays  at  the  Robert  Gardner  Memorial 
Park,  on  Bowers  Street. 

The  South  Little  League  with  five  (5)  teams  plays  at  St.  Andrews  Park  on  Harris 
Road. 

The  Northwest  Little  League  with  six  (6)  teams,  plays  at  Lincoln  Park  on 
Coliseum  Drive. 

Approximately  500  youngsters  participate  in  the  Nashua  Little  Leagues. 

Baseball  -  Chiefs  (16-18) 

The  Nashua  Park -Recreation  Department  sponsors  one  (1)  team  in  the  Senior 
Division  of  the  Babe  Ruth  League  Program.  They  are  known  as  the  Chiefs,  which 
carries  an  eighteen  (18)  man  squad.  The  Chiefs  played  a  thirty  (30)  game  schedule  in 
1977. 

Again  in  1977  the  Recreation  &  Parks  Department  sponsored  the  Nashua  Dodgers 
who  are  the  over  eighteen  (18)  year  old  players,  who  belong  to  the  Eastern  Mass. 
League. 
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Softball  -Girls  (ages  13-16) 

There  ucrc  five  (5)  teams  in  the  Girls'  Softball  League.  All  their  uames  are  played 
at  the  field  on  Ledt:c  Street,  in  back  of  the  Ledge  Street  School. 

Softball  -Girls  (ages  8-12) 

There  are  eight  (8)  teams  in  the  Girls'  Junior  Softball  League.  These  teams  play 
their  games  at  Memorial  I'icld  on  Ledge  Street  and  at  Lyons  lield  on  Marshall  Street. 
Approximately  250  girls  participate  in  this  program  annually. 

Football  -  Pop  Warner  League  (ages  9-13) 

The  1977  season  showed  some  minor  changes  in  the  Pop  Warner  League.  The 
Midget  Division  was  cut  from  six  to  four  teams  because  there  were  not  enough 
youngsters  who  wanted  to  play  in  this  program.  The  teams  are  Boys  Club,  I'lks, 
Steers  and  Bucks.  These  boys  arc  from  1 1  through  1  3  and  must  weigh  from  90  to 
120  pounds.  Lach  team  is  allowed  to  carry  between  30  and  35  members. 

The  PeeVVee  Division  had  the  same  six  teams  as  1976.  They  were  The  Chargers, 
Elks,  Indians,  Boys  Club,  Steers  and  Bucks.  The  Peewecs  must  weigh  in  from  65  to 
95  pounds.  Their  ages  are  from  9  to  1 1  and  each  team  can  carry  up  to  35  players. 
The  Bucks  won  the  City  Championship  in  the  Midget  Division  and  the  Steers  won  in 
the  PeeWcc  Division. 

Biddy  Basketball  -  Boys  (ages  10-13) 

1977-78  marked  the  22nd  year  of  the  Boys  Biddy  Basketball  League  which  is 
jointly  sponsored  by  the  Park-Recreation  Department  and  the  Nashua  Lodge  of  Ilks. 
This  activity  is  the  biggest  program  that  this  Department  supervises.  The  League 
consists  of  twenty  (20)  teams  with  a  North  and  South  Division  -  made  up  often  (10) 
teams  each. 

The  .lets  of  the  South  Division  won  the  1978  Season  City  Championship.  The 
Sharks  were  the  North  Division  winners  for  1978. 

Over  400  boys  between  the  ages  of  10  thru  12  take  part  in  this  activity  which 
runs  from  the  beginning  of  November  to  the  end  of  March.  The  Board  of  Education 
under  its  mutual  use  Program  allowed  the  use  of  the  following  school  gyms  for  our 
basketball  program.  They  are:  Charlotte  Avenue,  Ledge  Street,  Sunset  Heights,  New 
Searles  Road,  Fairgrounds,  Spring  St.  Jr.  High,  Broad  Street,  Birch  Hill,  Main 
Dunstable  Road,  and  lairgrounds  Jr.  High. 

Jr.  Biddy  Basketball  -  Boys  (ages  7-9) 

The  Junior  Biddy  Program  is  a  training  ground  in  the  fundamentals  of  basketball. 
As  the  community  grows,  so  does  this  League.  There  are  now  sixteen  (16)  teams  in 
this  League  -  with  two  divisions  -  they  are  the  NBA  and  the  ABA,  with  eight  (8) 
teams  per  division.  Approximately  250  boys  participate  in  this  program.  All  games 
are  played  at  the  Spring  St.  Jr.  High  School,  Monday  thru  Saturday. 

The  Second  Annual  "Heartbeat  Bounce"  was  run  again  in  1978  and  the 
youngsters  raised  some  $3,000.00  for  the  Nashua  Heart  lund  Drive. 

Sr.  Biddy  Basketball  -  Boys  (ages  13-15) 

There  are  over  200  youngsters  who  participate  in  this  program,  to  allow  the  boys 
who  graduate  from  the  Biddy  League  Program  to  continue  playing  basketball  a  few 
more  years.  There  are  two  divisions  in  this  league,  the  North  and  South.  Each  division 
has  six  (6)  teams.  The  Dolphins  of  the  North  Division  won  the  1977  Sr.  Biddy  City 
Championship  Title. 

Biddy  Basketball  -  Girls  (ages  12-15) 

The  Ciirls'  Biddy  League,  closely  parallels  the  Boys'  Program,  has  five  (5)  teams. 
Girls  ages  12  thru  15  are  eligible  to  participate.  Approximately  60  girls  take  part  in 
this  activity.  The  season  starts  in  January  and  runs  to  the  end  of  March.  All  games  are 
played  on  Friday  nights  and  Saturday  afternoons  at  the  Fairgrounds  Jr.  High  School. 
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Jr.  Biddy  BasketbaU  -  Girls  (ages  7-11) 

The  Jr.  Biddy  League  Program  is  for  girls  ages  7  thru  11.  As  with  the  boys 
program,  it  is  designed  to  teach  them  the  basic  fundamentals  of  the  game  while 
providing  a  recreational  outlet.  There  are  over  100  girls  who  take  part  in  this 
program,  which  runs  on  Saturday  mornings  at  the  Fairgrounds  Elementary  School. 

Men's  Basketball 

For  the  fourth  year  in  a  row,  the  Park-Recreation  Department  conducted  a 
basketball  program  for  men  over  the  age  of  30.  There  were  ten  (10)  teams  in  this 
program.  Games  are  played  on  Sunday  mornings  and  Wednesday  evenings  at  the 
Chestnut  St.  Gym  of  the  Elm  St.  Jr.  High  School. 

Arts  and  Crafts 

There  were  three  (3)  Arts  &  Crafts  Instructors  working  at  the  various  playgrounds 
during  the  eight  (8)  week  playgrounds  season.  Since  there  has  been  a  great  reduction 
in  prepared  materials  for  various  projects,  the  instructors  must  get  the  youngsters  to 
use  their  imaginations  on  many  of  the  projects  that  are  given  out. 

Items  that  the  youngsters  still  like  to  do  are  the  gimp  and  leather  projects,  which 
have  been  done  on  the  playgrounds  for  many  years. 

Fourth  of  July 

Upwards  of  20,000  people  enjoyed  the  annual  fireworks  display  at  Holman 
Stadium,  an  event  that  is  looked  forward  to  by  the  community  at  large. 

As  part  of  the  day  long  activities  the  Annual  Field  Day  was  held  with  well  over 
400  youngsters  participating.  Ribbons  were  awarded  to  the  winners,  at  which  time 
youngsters  receive  a  treat  of  hot  dogs,  ice  cream,  tonic  and  pop  corn. 

An  exhibition  baseball  game  is  played  between  the  Dodgers  and  a  team  from 
Pepperell,  Mass.  Following  the  game,  the  Drum  &  Bugle  Corps,  Spartans,  Elks  Trojans 
and  Suburbanettes,  put  on  a  show  for  the  large  crowd  gathered  in  Holman  Stadium. 

The  7.5  mile  Marathon  Race  was  won  again  by  Mr.  Ray  Currier  of  Manchester. 
Well  over  100  runners  participated  in  the  Road  Race. 

The  annual  Service  to  Youth  Award  was  presented  to  Mr.  David  Bingham  who  has 
worked  in  both  the  Jr.  Biddy  League  Program  and  the  Little  League  Program  for 
many  years.  He  is  also  a  former  member  of  the  Nashua  Park-Recreation  Department 
Commission. 

Banquets  and  Outings 

Each  year  banquets  and  outings  are  held  for  those  who  have  participated  in  the 
various  leagues  and  programs  throughout  the  year.  At  this  time  we  give  out  trophies 
and  awards  to  the  various  teams  and  individuals,  in  each  program. 

FACILITIES 

Skating 

The  Park-Recreation  Department  provides  and  maintains  ten  (10)  skating  rinks 
throughout  the  City  during  the  winter  months.  They  are  as  follows:  St.  Andrews  on 
Harris  Rd.,  Lyons  Field,  Navaho,  Atherton  Avenue,  Memorial  Field,  Sunset  Heights, 
North  Common  on  Amherst  St.,  Labine  Park,  Lincoln  Park  and  Elks  Playground. 
There  are  two  (2)  permanent  hockey  rinks  located  at  each  end  of  the  City.  One  is  at 
Labine  Park  on  Cleveland  St.  and  the  other  is  at  Lincoln  Park. 

Playgrounds 

There  are  twenty  (20)  playgrounds  located  throughout  the  City.  They  are  as 
follows:  Sullivan  Park,  North  Common,  Birch  Hill,  Belvedere,  Labine  Park,  Palm  St., 
Erion  Field,  Atherton  Ave.,  Memorial  Park,  Harris  Road,  Lincoln  Park,  Greeley  Park, 
Temple  St.,  Rousselle  Park,  Rancourt  St.,  Charlotte  Ave.,  South  Common,  Sandy 
Pond,  Navaho,  and  Sunset  Heights. 
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Many  children  attend  the  local  playgrounds  which  are  supervised  by  adults.  The 
supervisors  provide  various  games  and  contests  which  the  youngsters  participate  in  to 
receive  ribbons  and  other  awards. 

Greeley  Park 

This  scenic  and  serene  area  of  125  acres  continues  to  be  a  major  attraction  of  our 
Park-Recreation  System.  There  is  a  very  heavy  demand  placed  on  the  twenty-four 
(24)  fireplaces  which  are  in  the  park.  The  playground  equipment,  wading  pool  and 
lawn  swings  are  also  used  daily.  The  twelve  (12)  Ughted  horseshoe  courts  also  saw 
plenty  of  service  in  addition  to  the  three  softball  fields. 

The  tree  nursery  is  doing  very  well  and  the  trees  are  slowly  being  transplanted  to 
other  areas. 

The  many  plants  and  flowers  which  decorate  this  beautiful  park  are  grown  in  the 
greenhouse  on  the  premises,  under  the  direction  of  our  horticulturist  Harry  Weisman 
and  his  assistant  Steven  Walters. 

Softball  Fields  (9) 

There  are  nine  (9)  softball  fields  which  are  located  throughout  the  City.  They  are: 
Artillery  Field,  Greeley  Park  (3),  Atherton  Ave.,  Lyons  Field,  Labine  Park  (lighted), 
Memorial  Park  and  the  Capt.  Armand  J.  Rousselle  Memorial  Park  (Haines  St.). 

The  Recreation  Office  issued  hundreds  of  permits  to  various  teams  in  the  City  for 
practice  sessions  at  the  varous  fields. 

Baseball  Fields  (15) 

Little  League  Fields:  Harris  Road  (south).  Bowers  St.  (east),  Amherst  St.,  (2) 
(north).  Ledge  St.  (west)  and  Lincoln  Park  (northwest). 

Minor  League  Fields:  Robinson  Rd.  (south),  Navaho  (north)  and  Sunset  Heights 
(southeast). 

Babe  Ruth  Fields:  Ledge  St.,  North  common.  Atherton  Ave.,  Holman  Stadium 
(hghted)  and  Marshall  St.  (Lyons  Field). 

Parks  -  Squares  -  Ovals  (18) 

Hannah  Dustin  Memorial,  Four  Corners,  Deschenes  Oval,  Abbott  Square,  Foster 
Square,  Hunt  Library,  Capt.  Armand  J.  Roussell  Memorial  Park,  Meeting  House 
Square,  Bicentennial  Park  (Main  St.),  Riviere  College,  New  Library,  Sullivan  Park, 
Water  St.  Ramp,  Soldiers  Monument  Square,  Mine  Falls  Park. 

Swimming  Pools 

The  Rotary  and  Centennial  Pools  were  again  run  for  a  ten  (10)  week  schedule. 
Thousands  of  youngsters  and  adults  took  advantage  of  the  fine  summer  weather  to 
use  the  pools. 

Between  the  two  pools  there  were  over  500  youngsters  who  took  part  in  the 
summer  swimming  classes. 

The  wading  pool  at  the  Rotary  Pool  was  in  great  demand  by  the  smaller  children 
of  the  community.  All  children  using  this  pool  must  be  accompanied  by  an  adult. 

Permits 

Continuing  a  policy  of  long  standing,  the  Department  issued  hundreds  of  permits 
for  the  various  fields  to  teams  and  organizations  free  of  charge. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Aquatic  Day 

The  Aquatic  Day  which  is  sponsored  by  the  Nashua  Kiwanis  Club,  was  held  again 
this  year  at  both  pools.  This  activity  is  held  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  the  summer 
season.  The  youngsters  who  are  registered  in  the  swimming  classes  at  the  Rotary  and 
Centennial  Pools  are  able  to  participate  in  various  races  and  other  events.  Ribbons 
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and  Kiwanis  T-shirts  are  given  to  all  winners  and  youngsters  who  participate  in  the 
day's  activities. 

Gold  Rush  Day 

For  the  Eighth  year  the  Park-Recreation  Department  conducted  the  Gold  Rush 
Day  at  Greeley  Park.  All  participants  are  requested  to  dress  up  like  those  of  the 
Western  Era.  Playground  Supervisors  run  the  various  banks,  saloons,  gold  mining  etc. 
for  the  more  than  400  youngsters  who  attend.  This  event  has  become  a  highlight  of 
the  summer  season  and  the  children  look  forward  to  this  every  summer. 

Tennis 

The  15th  Annual  City  Tennis  Tournament  was  held  at  the  Nashua  Swim  and 
Tennis  Center.  The  winner  of  the  singles  was  Andy  Pogonyi.  The  runner-up  was  Scott 
Davis. 

Winners  in  the  Women's  Singles  was  Lyn  Slanetz,  with  Ann  White  coming  in  as 
runner-up. 

Winners  in  the  Men's  Doubles  was  Bob  Trowbridge  and  Bill  Crisp  for  the  second 
year  in  a  row.  Runners-up  were  Bill  Steele  and  Andy  Pogonyi.  Winners  in  the 
Women's  Doubles  were  Helen  Wing  and  Lyn  Slanetz.  With  runners-up  being  Liz  Watts 
and  Laura  Richardson. 

The  husband  and  wife  team  of  Scott  and  Carol  Ann  Davis,  beat  out  Frank 
Kasilowski  and  Mary  Zickus  for  the  Mixed  Doubles. 

The  Park-Recreation  Department  again  ran  its  six  weeks  tennis  program  for  both 
children  and  adults.  Because  of  the  great  interest  in  tennis,  this  has  become  a  very 
popular  activity,  especially  with  the  novices  of  the  sport.  The  Department  does 
charge  a  slight  fee  to  offset  the  cost  of  the  instructors. 

Senior  Citizens 

The  Park-Recreation  Department  again  this  year  ran  its  two  major  programs  for 
Senior  Citizens,  the  Fall  Foliage  Tour  and  the  Annual  Outing. 

The  trip  to  Mt.  Sunapee  State  Park  for  the  Annual  "Oktoberfest"  was  enjoyed  by 
some  120  persons.  Along  with  well  over  2,000  other  senior  citizens  from  around  the 
state  the  Nashua  group  enjoyed  a  full  day  of  entertainment  from  music  to  the  free 
gondola  rides  to  view  the  beautiful  fall  foliage. 

In  October,  the  Department  held  its  Fifth  Annual  Outing  at  Alpine  Grove  in 
Hollis,  New  Hampshire.  450  Senior  Citizens  were  treated  to  a  chicken  bar-b-que  as 
guests  of  the  City  of  Nashua.  Numerous  prizes  are  donated  by  the  City  and  many 
local  merchants.  A  good  time  is  had  by  all  the  senior  citizens  whether  prizes  are  won 
or  not.  You  can  be  sure  that  this  event  will  go  on  for  as  long  as  the  senior  citizens 
respond  so  favorably. 

The  Park-Recreation  Commission  held  opening  ceremonies  for  the  City's  third 
pool  in  June.  The  Crown  HUl  Pool  is  located  next  to  the  John  CoUins  Community 
Center  on  Burke  Street.  As  tradition  will  have  it,  Mayor  Maurice  L.  Arel,  was  the  first 
person  in  the  pool,  with  help  provided  by  members  of  the  Park-Recreation 
Commission. 

Charlotte  Avenue  Ballfields  were  loamed  and  seeded  this  spring.  The  backstop  was 
to  be  installed  sometime  in  September  of  1978.  These  ballfields  will  be  ready  to  use 
in  the  spring  of  1979. 

Shady  Lane  was  re-named  Kirkpatrick  Park,  after  the  first  Superintendent  of  the 
Park-Recreation  Department,  Mr.  William  Kirkpatrick.  Work  on  this  area  is 
progressing  very  well.  The  lights  on  the  tennis  courts  and  the  basketball  court  will  be 
working  in  the  spring  of  1978.  The  ballfields  were  seeded  and  will  be  ready  for  use 
for  the  1979  baseball  season. 
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PERSONNEL  DEPARTMENT 

ANNUAL  REPORT 

(Fiscal  1977-78) 

The  purpose  and  activities  of  this  department  estabUshed  in  November  1971 
summarize  as  follows: 

Administer  personnel  policies  and  union  contracts  effective  in  those  non- 
autonomous  departments  of  the  City  which  are  controlled  directly  by  the  Mayor,  to 
assure  equitable  treatment  of  employees  under  said  control.  Formulate  operating 
policies  and  procedures  of  the  Personnel  Department  including  planning,  reporting, 
documentation,  control  and  service.  Participate  in  negotiation  of  union  contracts  and 
recommend  personnel  policies  to  the  Mayor  in  all  areas  including  recruitment  and 
employment,  employee  records,  compensation,  supervisory  training,  and  benefits 
such  as  group  insurance  and  pensions.  Prepare,  analyze  and  evaluate  job  classification 
descriptions  for  City  pay  plans  and  recommend  up-dating  and  changes  to  the  plans. 
Provide  assistance  to  those  departments  which  do  not  report  directly  to  the  Mayor 
(School,  Police,  Library)  in  any  personnel  area  as  requested  or  otherwise  instructed 
by  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

John  Crisman  was  the  acting  Personnel  Director  until  November  of  1977  at  which 
time  Adrien  A.  Trottier  was  appointed.  In  February  of  1978  Simone  Morse  was 
promoted  from  Secretary  III  to  Personnel  Assistant. 

The  highlight  of  this  period  has  been  the  successful  implementation  of  the 
federally  funded  Comprehensive  Employment  Training  Act  (C.E.T.A.)  Program.  The 
program  grew  from  $380,000.00  in  the  previous  year  to  $965,000.00  during  this 
period,  providing  approximately  two  hundred  jobs  and  on-the-job  training  for  eligible 
Nashua  residents.  In  addition,  the  C.E.T.A.  Program,  in  conjunction  with  local 
industry,  has  been  able  to  maintain  a  70%  permanent  job  placement  ratio  of  C.E.T.A. 
participants.  The  C.E.T.A.  Program  derived  $100,000.00  in  savings  to  the  School 
Department  in  the  restoring  and  reconstruction  of  school  property.  Also  under  the 
C.E.T.A.  Program,  the  entire  interior  of  City  Hall  was  repainted  and  a  preventive 
maintenance  program  was  completed.  With  the  growth  of  the  C.E.T.A.  Program,  a 
new  Program  Director  and  Coordinator  was  added  to  the  Personnel  Staff. 

In  anticipation  of  the  City  using  data  processing,  the  Personnel  Department 
accumulated  all  of  the  City  personnel  data  in  preparation  for  the  data  processing 
coming  on  line. 

A  complete  salary  and  wage  survey  was  completed  and  a  new  up-to-date  salary 
scale  was  implemented  as  well  as  a  new  and  up-to-date  employee  efficiency  rating. 

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PURCHASING  DEPARTMENT 
JULY  1,  1977  to  JUNE  30,  1978

During  the  Fiscal  Year  1977,  1978  this  department  participated  in  Fifty-Four  Bid 
Openings.  Contract  awards  were  issued  for  a  total  of  $320,493.14  and  seven  Price 
Agreement  Contracts  were  included  at  an  estimated  value  of  $178,000.00. 

Purchase  Orders  for  supplies,  material  and  equipment  totaled  $1,645,740.39. 

General  office  and  janitorial  supplies  were  issued  to  various  City  Agencies  from 
General  Stores  for  a  total  of  $23,334.08. 

During  this  period  the  department  consisted  of  two  (2)  full  time  employees,  A. 
Charles  Santangelo,  Acting  Purchasing  Agent  and  Mrs.  Camille  Larouche,  Secretary. 

Lack  of  accounts  history  will  not  allow  estimated  cost  savings.  Our  objective  for 
Fiscal  Year  1978,  1979  is  to  measure  this  factor  for  a  more  detailed  performance 
report.

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WELFARE  DEPARTMENT 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

The  Welfare  Department  respectfully  submits  its  annual  report  for  the  Fiscal  Year 
July,  1977 -June,  1978. 

Fiscal  year  1977-1978  brought  many  changes  to  the  department.  John  C.  Crisman 
was  appointed  Welfare  Director;  Sandra  K.  Bicknell  was  promoted  to  Welfare 
Investigator  and  Louise  Landry  was  promoted  to  Secretary.  These  personnel 
classification  changes  were  made  due  to  the  added  responsibilities  required  by  each 
individual. 

In  March,  1978  the  department's  office  moved  from  the  second  floor  of  City  Hall 
to  the  second  floor  of  the  Health  Department  building  on  Mulberry  Street.  We  now 
occupy  a  much  larger  office  with  the  privacy  needed  to  maintain  the  confidentiality 
required  by  State  and  Federal  statute.

The  increased  numbers  of  persons  employed  by  the  CETA  program  was  one 
reason  expenditures  were  held  to  a  minimum.  In  January,  1978  the  Community 
Action  Program  began  a  program  of  emergency  fuel  loans,  which  helped  keep  our 
fuel  costs  low.  For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  the  cost  of  child  board  care 
decreased,  this  was  primarily  because  of  the  concentrated  efforts  of  the  Nashua 
District  Court,  the  City  Probation  Department,  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of 
Welfare  and  the  Nashua  City  Welfare  Department  to  keep  expensive  placements  to  a 
minimum. 

In  May,  1978,  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Welfare  computerized  their  welfare 
system,  hoping  to  eliminate  lengthy  delays  in  the  processing  of  State  Welfare 
applications.  Many  problems  were  encountered  with  the  implementation  of  the 
system,  mainly  in  the  food  stamp  program.  When  the  conversion  took  place,  many 
persons  eligible  for  food  stamps  failed  to  receive  their  stamps  and  appUed  to  the  City 
for  food  assistance.  As  state  workers  began  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  new 
system,  the  errors  and  delays  began  to  diminish. 

During  Fiscal  Year  1977-1978  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  implemented  a 
program  of  Interim  Assistance  by  which  the  cities  and  towns  could  be  re-imbursed 
for  aid  rendered  to  persons  found  eligible  for  the  Supplementary  Security  Income 
program.  The  City  of  Nashua  was  among  one  of  the  first  cities  in  the  State  to 
participate  in  the  program. 

Recoveries  for  the  year  totalled  $11,000.  Part  of  our  recoveries  were  received 
from  parents  of  children  in  foster  placement.  The  City  also  received  re-imbursement 
from  billings  to  liable  cities,  towns,  and  counties  for  aid  rendered  to  persons  not 
having  a  settlement  in  Nashua. 

During  the  1977  session  of  the  State  Legislation  many  new  laws  were  passed 
affecting  welfare.  Effective  September  1,  1977  persons  receiving  State  administered 
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assistance  under  the  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  the  Permanently  and  Totally 
Disabled  programs  were  declared  paupers,  thereby  transfer  of  legal  liability  could  be 
made  from  the  City  to  Hillsborough  County  after  receipt  of  365  days  of  aid,  where 
previously  the  stipulation  was  for  one  continuous  year.  The  Legislature  also  revised 
the  statute  relative  to  foster  placement,  by  stating  a  person  chargeable  by  law  for  the 
support  of  a  child  be  named  liable  for  his  care  while  in  foster  placement,  and  if  that 
person  is  unable  to  make  payment  the  City  then  be  ordered  to  make  payment. 

In  April,  1978,  the  Southern  New  Hampshire  Legal  Assistance  office  in  Nashua 
was  forced  to  close  their  office  due  to  budgetary  problems  and  consolidate  with  their 
Manchester  office.  To  insure  persons  may  continue  to  receive  free  legal  advice,  a  toll 
free  telephone  number  to  the  Manchester  office  has  been  made  available  and  a 
representative  comes  to  Nashua  one  day  a  week  to  provide  free  legal  advice. 

The  Fiscal  Year  1977-1978  saw  continued  steady  growth  in  the  population  of 
Nashua,  also  we  experienced  a  continued  rise  in  the  cost  of  food,  utilities,  and 
housing.  We  are  happy  to  announce  that  our  welfare  costs  have  decreased  over  the 
past  year.  This  decrease  has  been  made  available  by  the  expansion  of  Human  Service 
programs  in  Nashua  and  the  coordinated  efforts  expended  by  all  persons  involved. 
We,  of  the  Nashua  City  Welfare  Department  would  like  to  extend  our  sincere 
appreciation  to  all  personnel  of  these  Human  Service  Organizations  and  to  the  Mayor 
and  Board  of  Aldermen  for  their  kind  support.
